Suffering From Serious Disorder — Old

Another sealing tragedy,- similar toi- 
that of 1906 at St. Paulglsland„''l8 reY^^ 
ported from the Russian 'seal rookeries/' 
Qt Copper island, where the Russian, 
guards shot down nine Japanese seal- 
ers engaged In raiding tho hauling, 
grounds, according to advices received 
by the R.M.S. Empress of India, which 
readied port yesterday morning from 
tho far east. Despatches to tho Asalii 
Shimbun, of Tokio, from Vladivostok 
state that nine of tho crew of tho 
Japanese schooner Boso Maru were 
shot dead by the guards at Copper 
island seal rookery in the Coraman- 
derorski group. Tho Boso Maru had 
returned to Japan from Bering Soa 
and reported having lost two boats, 
"wliich had drifted inside tho i)ro- 
scribed limits" at Copper l.sland. It 
was afterward learned that the schoon- 
er, slipped her anchor and ran into tlio 
fog to escape seizure by tho Russian 
guardshlp Chilka, leaving the liunters 
who had gone to the rookery. Tho 
subsequent news whleli came from 
Vladivostok, -n'here a. steamer had ar- 
rived from the Russian seal rookery 
In the north Paclflo ■with- nine . of ; the; 
crew of the Japanese schooner'^ Toyo' 
Maru who were . captured- ;when- at-v 
tempting a raid .'was j: that. '','th.e,.^eriU: 
from the Boso Maiu Jiadibeen-Siiifprljj^jj- 
ed when clubbing seiUs? oh ■tlie^'haiillng.)' 
grounds, and were 'shot' and 'iilllod biy::.

There hiave been a number of raids- 
at tlie Russian , rookeries at Copper: 
islands' , this' season, some of . thoi 
schooners 'having attempted to loot tlie! 
hauling grounds thoro on their home-, 
ward way from Bering jjba whore tho. 
Islands were guarded tai3T closely by a 
large fleet of revenue cutters this sea- 
son to allow of raids. In June, 1906, 
when two schooners atterapted a raid 
the Japanese were surprised by the 
guards and twelve men wore killed. 

A St. Petersburg correspondent' 
writing to the Japan Chronicle, of 
Kobe, gives details of a previous raid 
and fight between the Japanese seal- 
ers and Russian guards at the Copper 
island rookery as follows: "Japanese 
sealers appeared off the rookery at 
Commanderofski Islands on April 17 
when the Russian guard was not at its 
post and many seals were killed. 

"On April 28th tho Japanese schoon- 
ers returned and tlic crews attempted 
to land, but tho Russians fired on them 
at SCO paces, whereupon the Japanese 
rowed back to the schooners. On April 
29th the Russians made a further ex- 
amination of the coast and found tho 
Russian village of Glinka completely 
sacked. Doors and windows were 
smashed, everything portable was car- 
ried away,, and (In the words of tho 
report)> sacrilege was committed on tho 
holy "ikons." The government house 
was treated no better than .the iithers, 
and from the stores of ihe Kamchatka 
Trading company three" tons of coal; 
had been removed. • The "itihabltantct ; 
had' been' absent from the vll!age;-.fa,t3:: 
the time fishing. One of the Japanese " 
schooners, the Mlura Maru, was seized 
about 7 '/6 miles from Behrlng Island by 
the Russian transport Shilka." 

The Japanese rie-wspapers, have -few^,-f 
references to the raids.' - The" favorite'?;; 
excuses put for-ward for .the lawless'/' 
acts of tho seal-raiders, are that "they' 
drifted Into forbidden' .waters," or 
"were mistaken for poachers." A ver- 
nacular paper, for Instance, prints the 
following: 

"Apparently farther encounters have 
taken place. A 'Vladivostok,, dispatch 
to the Asahl states that ?ta^ Japanese 
who has arrived at 'VladlvoBt'okv.lrom 
Kams'chatka confirms a reportr^that. 
nine Japanese of the crew pf.'tiievdee'p t- 
sea fishing boat Boso Maru were' shot ' 
dead by the Russians at Commahder- 
sky' Island. The cause of the tragedy 
Is unknown, but It is presumed that 
tho boat was taken for a poacher. 

"The To-o Maru, a fishing schooner 
belonging to the Shibayama Deep Sea 
]'"lshlng company, of'-Mlyagl prefec- 
ture, which called at an Island on her i 
way home from America for fresh, 
water, was, 'mistaken for- a poacher,' 
and attacked by the Russians,- who 
captured nine of the crow."

After es- 
caping from Victoria, Orr went to Hc- 
attle and later to Tacoma, where a 
series of m.\sterious robberies, particu- 
larly of branch postollices, ri'Slilted in 
his arrest. It was not possible to con- 
nect Orr with all of the robtieries, but 
he was caught with articles in Ills po 
session, the i)roceeds of one of his 
crimes. He was tried and sentenee'd 
to fourteen yours In Walla Walla pen! 
tentiary. On Thursday morning last 
Willie a batch of prisoners, of which 
ho was one, was en route from Tacoma 
to the i)enltentlar.\' under guard of 
several armed guards, Orr slipped his 
hand from one of the handcuffs and 
before the astonished guards were real

The researches ot the Tacoma iiollcc 
into the record ot.

- Orr was well knotvii': to many - Victor- 
ians. Until :iils' arrest: here 'he hiad been 
employed by the Hlntbn' Electric com- 
jiany, and his arrest followed as a re- 
sult of the theft from the safe of a sum 
of money, ile also purloined a quan- 
tity of electrh! light lixtures. It was 
while .'iwaiting trial on the charge of 
theft that be silently levanted, leaving 
no trace ot bis whereabouts. That the 
man had nei've to sjiaro is shown by 
the fact that prior to leaving on the 
hoal for Seattle on the night of his es- 
cape, be called upon a young woman 
living on Uockland avenue and bade 
her gofid-bye. 

Besld(;s Ills burglarious iirocllvltles, 
Orr was a writer of no mean al^lllty. 
Anion.g ills effects, when arrested at 
Tacom.-i. was found a short story en- 
titled ■■Till- liurgliir," which was .after- 
wards printed in a Tucoma paper. It 
.shows that the prisoner was a man of 
no mean education, with the faculty 
of writing ;i well constructed and en- 
tertaining story. Orr told the iiollce 
of Tacoma that ?ie luul oftcm v.'rltten 
for the newsiK-ijiers, and that tlin stor,\' 
mentioned above was written while lio 
was in X'ictorla and merely as a means 
of passing away tho time. 

To the Tacoma authorities Orr ex- 
pressed Socialistic Ideas and declared, 
when ho was senfenqed, that thereafter 
his Tjractlces*anti'.theory;.would becomo 
'aharchlstlc,' htaf^'he ;woiiId fight the 
world harder than It had fought lilni, 
that henceforth It would be his hand 
against pvcry man. This throilt ap- 
parently did not deter the Tacoma 
judge from giving "tlie late 'resident of 
Victoria a stiff sentence. 

While living In tlie city Orr made 
several friends to 'whom he cdnllded 
something of his previous 'history. 
]'"rom Ills statemonts It would appeiir 
that he comes of a good family in the 
old Country. Ile entered the nav.v .and 
w;ifi midshipman on one of the boats 
of the L'iiin.a stpnidron several years 
ago when, in company with: others, he 
looted ;i store in a C^hlneso "city. For 
lhl;i offencG and others he was dU- 
niissed from tho service and evidently 
since tlu n lie has boon following a life 
of crime.

The enquiry by Commnntlor Spain, 
aaalsted by Captains Musgravo ana 
Walbran, concerning the collision of 
Sept. IS between the steamers Amur 
and Vadso off Ti-lvct Point, was con- 
cluded yesterday and tho fladlng will 
bo given next week. .Yesterday mprn- 
Ing oi'llcors and crew of tho steamer 
Vadeo gave •,. their . side of tho story. 
C'apt.. Johnson was asleep, but wu's 
awakened by tho crash of collision. 
Ho traced tho course of tho Vadso and 
Amur on a ,map prepared for tho 
occasion and said, that If the Amur had 
continued on her course tlioro would 
have been no collision. He considered 
that tho collision was duo to the ofU- 
ccrs of the Amur havInK lost their 
heads and put the engines astern in- 
.stead of continuing on their course, 
wli!cli would have cleared, 

Chief Ot'llcer Jlorehou.so was in 
charge of the Vadso at the thuo of 
tlio collision, nnd Quartermaster Ed- 
wards was v/lth him., Tho Amur's red 
light was bearing upon tho Vadso's 
starboard bow, about four miles dis- 
tant when he Ih'st saw her. He gave 
one blast o£ his whiytlo and changed 
cour.50 to clear tho Amur, which did 
not reply to his signal. He continued 
watching tlio' red light of tho Amur 
until it shut In and tin; green light 
camo Into view, together wlt,h the 
llBhts along, the side of tho Amur. Tiie 
Steamers vre'r&'th'eh- Half a mile npart. 
He blow twa blasts thien: and put his 
helm hafdid-Starbdara." ' Later the re d 
light ttiicff imore oarao into ^vlow just 
before the steamers' struck) The colli- 
sion ' occurred off Trivet ^pbint'. 

To Air. Bodwell he said' ho'. other ac- 
tion was open to him' ' than" he had 
taken. l£e would have gone ashore if 
ho had put his ve.ssel hard aport. Had 
ho got a signal from the Amur in an- 
swer to his first blast he would have 
given a similar signal and put tho 
vessel to port. The steamers would 
not then have collided. Ho had con- 
sidered the Amur would keep lier 
course when she gave no answering 
signal, but tho cour.sc must liitve been 
altered.

Sums Up for Amur. 
Mr. JlcJlullen, for the Amur, in 
hiininiing up, .said the evidence showed 
tlia: the Ainm- w;is proceeding on the 
cour.50 usually taken. Eor some time 
bofoi'o reaching Trivet point tho mast- 
head light of the Vadso was seen 
10 or 15 minutes before tho accident I 
tho masthead light v/as seen at a dis- 
tance o£. 2% .miles two points on tho 
starboard bow. After proceeding 
around Trivet point the green light of 
the Vndso was seen. Before mld- 
qhanncl was reached the Vadso was

Tho Vadso 
iVciit to Starboard and It the steamers 
hal ccntmued on that' oour.so llitre 
would have been no accident. Capt 
Locke was awakened by the whistles. 
He had just time to got to the bridge 
when ho heard tho order to go. astern. 
The 'Vessels were close together -vthen 
the. Amur's whistle was blown. One 
witness said, although ho afterward 
changed his statement, that tho steam- 
er:! were within '.'.OO feet when all tho 
orderij were given. Bot'weeii the Vad- 
so's hard a sUirboard whl.'jtlo and the 
collision there had been no wlilstle 
from the Amur, They v^ure navigat- 
ing with regard to Vadso ai](l sud- 
denly awoke to tho fact that moasucs 
wero necessarily, which, wero-.taken too 
late. The manoeuvre ' of ' the Vadso 
was tho proper one. ■; The Amur was 
on her starboard bcM fahil' Chief Of- 
ficer Morehouse gave vitiy to her, go- 
ing along until he found tho Amur ;i 
third round, showing the electric 
lights along her side. Tlicn he was 
idunged Into difficulty, not by tuiv 
fault of his own. Ho did the right 
thing.

He had | 
said ho was afraid of getting on tlie 
rucks if he had gone to port, and 
admitted that he didn't know how close 
he was to the iiolnt.

Colley ' ha* jtifet' 6bm"e' in ■ I6v th o 
winter and speaking of' tho; Qotsa-lake 
district yesterday ho said: 
■•"There Is plenty of good land in that 
section, though it l.-Lnot as woll known 
yet as other part^on account,, .of Its 
remoteness from -tran8port^tlo'n.-.<Thero 
is a little fir along the bahks of Friuicls 
lake, but It cannot 'be .oaltod a'-tlmber 
country,' i.aeherally, speaking''; It' is 
partly open and partly, covered., with 
patches of' poplar. These aro seldom 
more than 9 inches In diameter, so tho 
ground Is easy to clear. Comparative- 
ly little agriculture has been accom- 
plished as yet. For one thing tliere is 
at present no market for the produce, 
and in. the second jilaco with existing 
transportation facilities It takes the 
I settlers [iretty nearly all pumnior to 
get la their supplies, The best way

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THANKSGIVING DAY 

' ■ ^'-Tomorrow ' ' will be Thanksgiving 
Day. It Is expected that tlie nn-\vs- 
papors every year will have something 
to say approi)riate to such an occa- 
■slon. But It Is not easy to .say much 
that is npvv. The idea of national 
thankpgivliifr is that we onsUt to 
ri cognize Divine Providence as ordoriiis 
the ways of men. The custom Is an 
old one, older probably than appears 
sit lir.st sight; The ■aeloctlon of a par- 
ticular day in the ])resent month for 
thanksgiving originated in the colony 
• >L' iMassachiisctts not very long aCter 
the landing of the Pilgrim Fathers. 
'I'lio New Kngland Chronicle says that 
It was instituted after the arrival ot 
a' relief ship from England, previous 
to which the settlers liat', suffered 
terrible privations. It, does not ap- 
pear to have at onco hecome a per- 
manent institution, but it has been 
such for more tium two cenUiries. 
The governments of wiiat is now Can- 
ada, or at least some of them, have 
been accustomed to appoint a th.aiiUs- 
glvlng day for probably half a cen- 
tiiry. But we must go very much 
further back than 1621 for the orljjiii 
of tlic thanksgiving conceit. It seems 
to be as old as the race itself. "Wo are 
told In the Book of Genesis that "in 
the process of time it came to pass 
that Cain brought of the fruit of the 
ground an offering unto the Lord," 
and AVhile we do not know when this 
was or anything more about it, and 
even If we accept the story as only 
an ancient tradition, it shows a recog- 
nition very long ago that the bounties 
of the harvest were gifts from the 
Supreme Being. This really is Ihe 
original signillcation of Thanksgiving 
Day. It relates to tlie ' liarvest, and 
In this respect It preserves a nne old 
custom. It-s application has been 
broadened out. "\Vo;no longer associate 
it with the crops alone, Imt consider 
on that day the blessings that have 
been ours as a nation and as indivi- 
duals. If we arc Theista, that is If wc 
believe that there is a God who i.s 
innnanent in llie affairs of men, we 
will realize that it is altogether litting 
that a .special aeloiowledginent of His 
mercies ."liould lie rendered by the- pfo- 
))le in their national eapaclly. We 
may not liopo to add to the glory of 
the Inlinite, liut we may elevate our- 
.solvcs towards Him. "It Is a good 
tiling to give thanks unto the Lord," 
."-aid David, the poet-king, and sucli 
is the universal experience of huinan- 
Jty, or at least of that part of It which 
does giv(! thanks. How it cotnes about 
that the process which we call- thank- 
fulness flevates our minds and makes 
us better, v/o may not bo ;ilile to ex- 
plain, but a;; wc are surrounded by 
thn inexplic!al)le, one matter TtK^e or 
less of thaf; nature need not u'nsettle 
our \iews. Tliere are those who de- 
mand groaficr certainty in tiiat most 
subtle of all thing.s, the spiritual life 
of man, than they expect ^n tlje sim- 
]ile.st problems of the physical world, 
but wo need not concern ourselves 
about them. Let us be thankful, no 
matter If we cannot explain to tlio 
.satisfaction of otliers . why we ought 
to be. ' ' ' '■■ '

THE BRITON ABROAD. 

The London Times devotes a long 
editorial to "The Unpopular English- 
man." The London paper takes llio 
matter too seriously. The KnglL-iliinan, 
who is unpopular, wotild really be a 
negligible quantity, if the cdltois of 
certain English newiipapers would ex- 
ercise a reasonable discretion aH to the 
sort of letters they print about Can- 
ada. The liberty of the'press Is doubt- 
less nn admirable thing, Init It ought 
not to extend to jierniit irresi)onslbUi 
ca'.umnlator.s to publi.sli anonymous 
attacka upon any part of the Empire. 
If such people signed their letters there' 
would be a way of getting at them anil 
tc refute what tliey say, or at l''a.st 
Eliow what opiiortunitles they linvu 
had to form an opinion, but the writer' 
of anonymous letters is safe no matter 
what calumnies he may circulate. 

Tbo Times thinks that most Eng- 
lishmen are Ignorant of Canada riiul 
(.'aiiadlans. DcnibtleRS this Is tnio 
enough, and doubtless also the native 
Canadian is nulto as Ignorant of Eng- 
land, although the Times docs not 
think so. Of course e\'pry Canudlan 
sehool boy know.'? the salient facts i)f| 
Kngllslt lilsttiry and geography far bet- 
ter than the averaeo. British sciipolboy 1 



can be expected to know the., hlqtqry^ 
and geography of Canada; but of the 
England out oC which , the emigrant 
class as a rule comes, 'Ho is Ignorant. 
Wo moan specially the Kngland, which 
develops what the Tlinos calls "the 
unpopular Engli.ihnian." As we all 
know,- to the Roman' cltlzon-jthe^vout- 
side world was ''barbarian," an expfes- 
sion which did not necessarily Imply 
lack of civlllzalioii. This seems to hold 
good, that is the Idea docs, in the case 
of a good many peoplj^;- in, - England; 
we know It is true of" a great many 
people in Canada. "Tlieir ways are 
not our Avays." If a Canadian should 
go to England, he would feel In duty 
bound to confprtii to thp; habits of the 
country. He probably would not like 
the class distinctions, which are 
characteristic of Euroijoan lands. He 
v.ould bo Impatient of many' things, 
wliieli those, who are to the manner 
born, find wholly satisfactory. Many 
cases can bo cited, In which Cana- 
dians have gone to the Uiiltbd King- 
dom to live after they have accumu- 
lated a competoncy, cnily to Hnd 
theinsclvoa hopelessly out of touch 
with I social ,condUlons;^: There Is no-, 
thing at all unnatural in the fact that 
an Englishman finds things in Canada 
somewhat different from the eonditions 
to which lie has been accustomed. If 
he is-a peiisi]i)I<}:irian, as he generally is, 
lio realizes' tli'at" lie' is in a new country 
and adjusts himself to its ways. 

The Times makes another jjoint to 
whicli sufflcient attention has not been 
given. It Is: as to the "closer personal, 
acquaintance pmongst English states- 
men with the life of the Dominion 
and their ways of thought." This Is of 
priijie importance, and one effect ot 
such closer aceiuaintaneo would be the 
elimination from the discussion of Im 
perial problems . sucli -.expressions as 
' disloyalty to the British system and 
even to the Crown." It is true that the 
Times uses tliis iiliraso for tlic purpose 
of iirotesting against "the aspirations 
of the Dominions' as rnationifl ■ entitles" 
being mistaken for siich a feeling, but 
to the competent observer, wlio has 
studied conditions on the spot, the 
Idea of "disloyalty" would never sug- 
gest itself. If we were asked if Can- 
ada Is loyal to England, we would 
reply that It depended very much upon 
what was meant by the riucstlon. It 
the loyalty of an inferior to a superior 
was meant, we should uiiiiuestioiiably 
answer in the negative. If it was the 
loyalty of equals to - .each other we 
should 'reply in the affirmative. It dd'es 
not enter the mind, of a Canadian that 
he is or may be disloyal to the Urltlsh 
Crown and all that Is therein Implied, 
nnymore than it enters the mind of tjie 
resident ot Sussex or Lancashire. We 
are loyal to the Empire because we 
are part of the Empire. WC arc loyal 
to the -Crown bocauso it ,1s, the , Emblem 
of everything -'that IS .best In'Iour In- 
stitutions. This Is one- Of (the things 
which people In the United Kingdom, 
who essay to discuss the relations of 
tlie Dominions to the Motlier Country, 
ougiit to learn, and they cannot learn 
It thoroughly except by personal con- 
t;ict with tlie people. Lord Miluer has 
just made a tour of Canada, and we 
venture to say that, excei)t from some 
late comers to the country, he never 
heard a suggestion relating to Cana- 
dian loyalty. That is one of the things 
which Canadians take for granted, that 
is in the sense it has Just been ex- 
plained. It Is highly satisfactory to 
know that a great number of the 
^•()Uugor generation of British public 
men are seeing the Dominions for 
themselves, for their observations will 
bring 'ibout" such a complete under- 
standing of the conditions existing in 
Greater Britain that "the unpopular 
Eiiglishmun" will become as extinct as 
the dodo. 



FUTURE or CANADA 

„ We note in the British and United 

.States press a good many references to 
the probable future of Canada. ^<tress 
Is laid upon the fact, that for the 
greater jiart of the distance between 
the oceans the boundary line Is pur('Iy 
.'irliitrnry and tliat no natural reascjiis 
can be glvin why the two hah'es of the 
NortJi American continent should not 
form one nation. To this is addeil 
the fact that the overflow of the agri- 
cultural population of the United 
States is finding its way into the Do- 
minion, and the fear is expressed on 
the one baud and the hope on llie other 
that the effect of this will be the poli- 
tical union of the two countries. Xo 
man Is wise enough to bo able to fore- 
see v.-liat may come about in the jiro- 
i;e;;:i of tlnje. It luay be that a future 
generation of Canadians may be will- 
ing to unite their country iwltli its 
southern neighbor. It may bo that a 
part of the United .States may desire 
to beeonio iiolitlually associated with 
Caiutda. Both of these things seem ex- 
ee.illngly inii)robribl(! now, but history 
Is made uj) of the happening of the 
Improbable. It is by no means Ineon- 
ccivablo that there may come about 
some sort of union between the United 
.States and llio IJritlsh li'nipire. The 
two great national organizations havi: 
many tilings In common. There is little 
use In speculating upon the future of 
Canada, for It Is not ours to determine. 
What wo . have to do -with Is the pre- 
fsent, and judging from things .-is tliey 
aro today, there docs not seem to be 
the least reason for antlcliinling ,-iny 
gravitating of Canada towards the Ue- 
pulilic. Tiio Influx oC people from the 
Uiii'.'.d .Stat'^H is not having any appri!- 
ciable liilliienee in tliat direction. Cn- 
doulUodly many who come Into Canada 
from the Bouth bring wltli them a con- 
viction that there Is something about 
the iiistltutioii.s of the Republic, wliic-li 
reiKlei.) them sujierlor to any others; 
but residence In Canada very soon de- 
monstrates the contrary. Theau peo- 



p.l,o..corno., to .our, .country, to bettor 
themselves. Tlioy are not the pioneers 
of an army of qonqitest. Tliej come 
because they individually believe It Is 
a good country to come to if they want 
to make a living. They will havj no 
incentlvo to bring about a political 
change, for •tliey-; wjll; soon realize -that 
In stability otg'ovei'riment, trustworthy 
administration of the law, safety ot life 
and pro])crty and the right of self- 
govcrnmcnt, Canada is on a hiEher 
plane than the United States, When 
they make Canada their country, as 
most of them are doing, tliey will have 
no Ineentive to tr.v the experiment in- 
volved in annexation to the Republic. 
Therefore \ye have no fear of the fu- 
ture of the Dominion. Speculative 
•w riters m;iy discover theoretical rca- 
.^i.ns for apprehension, but it would be 
exceedingly dUlicult to find a singU- 
Immigrant from thei^^Tnited Sta.tes, \\ h > 
looks upon the unio'h of' thls"c'ountry 
.with that .-IS Willi by of a 'momeni'.s 
ciihslderntioii. 

MR. PRESTON AGAIN. 

The Japan Chronicle of October 
begins an article with these %vords: 
"Mr. Preston, Commissioner of Trade! 
In ,Tapan for tlie Dominion of Canadii, 
is really outrageous in his iiisiiuui- 
tions against foreign merchants." 
Among the statements made by Mr. 
Preston to which the Japanese paper 
talccK exception are the following: 
'"Pliere is no (luesiioii b\it that com- 
mercial enterprise on the part of cer- 
tain -foreign merchants in China was 
exerted In the direction of inciting tlu; 
Chinese to boycott trade with .Japan." 
"This was done with a view of 
fostering a spirit of bitterness between 
thq Chinese and Japanese." "When 
all the facts become known it will 
likely be revealed that , the so-called 
boycott agitation was -simply used by 
the re\olution in Chln.-i as a means 
to ;ui e)ul. in an i?rfort to discredit tlio 
ruling authorities in Peking." After 
quoting from the official report to his 
government in which Mr. Preston 
makes the statements, the Chroiiicio 
says: 

Now wo sliould like to asl: Mr. Pres- 
ton wliat evi-.leiicc, beyond vague 
rumors In Japanese pa^x'rs, he has lor 
the siM'iouK statcnienl we liav(> italicis- 
ed, wliU'h bc(;ins liy saying; -"i'iiere is 
no mie.stion." It is realls- scandalous 
tliat a government ofliciai should t:ike. 
advantage- of ■ his position to carry tni 
a campaign against foreign merchants 
on the lines adopted by the connnls- 
sioner of trade for the Soralnlon of 
Canada. . . f 

Jlost people will be of the opinion 
that tlu! Ciironicli's jxiint lias been 
well taken. Mr. Preston has been just 
long enough in. Japan to acqufre ideas 
that are of no value. If he would keej) 
them to hiniself, no great amount of 
harm would be done, but when he 
places his Vrudltics in an official coni- 
municatlou to the Canadlan'^goverhr 
meat, he is taking a course tliat'can- 
not be justilied. If lie has nut sufliei- 
ent sense of his le.-qionsibllity as tlu; 
rejiresentativi; of Canada in Jajian to 
keep his nng<'i's out of tlu- relaticms 
between China and Japan, the Domin- 
ion government would bo well advised 
it they would call him homo. It would 
be interesting to know what special 
reason tiiere is for keeping this 
trouble-maker In an official position. 
If he must draw a salary from the 
public chest hovp 'vi'ould it 46 to. make 
him envoy-extraordinary to the Es- 
kimo?

-Daily News: — \Vc are glad to tliink 
that i\lr. Birrcll i.s justifying his 
term of cilice, despite the failure to 
establish an Irish t:oimcil, liy so usc>- 
ful a programme of social reform. But 
as the. years begin to bring us in view 
of the next electoral contest It be 
comes increasingly evident that we 
must fac(! lietimes the ultimate pror- 
i)lem of Irish government. Half mea- 
sures liave failed. The only alterna- 
tive to coercion is the concession ot 
full national self-government under 
tho .supremacy -of- the Imperial parlia- 
ment, it may bo well to make at tlio 
same timo parallel arrangements for 
other parts of these' Islands', which 
rarely got their dUo frorfi parliament. 
But it is the Irish question which we 
have to face and arguo,. for only here 
Is there sorlous opposition to fear. 
Jlr. Winston Churchill made tit 
Dundee a significant announcement 
when lie urged tliat at tho next elec- 
tion Liberals must free themseives 
from any pledge to jiostpone Homo 
Rule. We would gladl.\- see his m pa- 
tive turned into a iinsitiye. It is ne- 
cessary to ask for a delinite mandate. 
If It is to be our poiic.X' we cannot too 
soon begin to ]irepare for it. To clail- 
!engo opposition and awaken in'cju- 
dlce is a ruinous course if we do not 
at the same time bi'gin to educate the 
electorate. The new generation knows 
little 01' the (piestion. It has nn root- 
ed prejudices, Imt its entliusiasiiis and 
its sympathies have nr\'ei' been e\ek- 
ert. A camii.iign for iliniie Rule, in 
Wliicli its best adviH'ates, the Irish 
members theinselves, sliiill work hand 
in hand.

I tlon to the American battleship fleet. 
I Ono of his last ofllclal acts in Aus- 
{tralla was tho entertalnnient of the 
lAmerican squadron, and four of tlic 
: admirals passed a week with him as 
ihis guests at Government house, Syd- 
i nc-r. 

In Japan the governor-general was 
j royally feted. He was, entertained at 
lunch byi the Mikado jind was also, thie 
guest of Count Korutia,' the "Japanese 
' minister'' -of foreign aCtairB, by Baron 
Slato, mlnlrtei: of'!maWiiB, and others. 
Yestorday 'ho was' the 'guest hero of 
, tho lieutenant-governor at a dinner 
party at Government hou.se. Apart 
from that function It Ik tho Intention 
of Lord and Lady Northcote to rost 
quietly at tho Knil)reHS until tomorrow 
when they leave for Vancouver, 
where tho.v hope to meet James J. 
ICill, an old actiuaintancn of Ids Lord- 
ship's. On "WiMlTicsday they will prob- 
ably renew their journey east, but will 
spend some time In Canada before 
crossing the Atlantic. Their pro- 
gramino at i)resent includes stops at 
Ottawa and Montreal, and M Is pos- 
sible that thoy will visit New 'i'^ork 
and AV'ashlngton boforo sailing. 

Lord Northcote succeeded in' win-

What, more 
honor can a man attain than 'to 'take 
an activu share in the task of work- 
ing to secure hla country from perils 
by sea or land by rendering her too 
powerful to bo lightly assailed. Such 
men will b-j acclaimed not only in their 
own country, not only by the whole 
British Knii'Sro, of which Australia 
should he one of the most important 
component parts, but uy every lover 
of ijeace ihrougliout the world. Aus- 
tralia has umi)ly proved lu recent 
years her loyalty to tho Empire. Every 
increase In Jior strength must Increase 
her might and iufluenuo in that Em- 
pire's coundUs. In- wishing you fare- 
well and all happiness and prosperitx. 
I, 'wo'iila say", that , I shall take home 
with' mie ' hbriie :b'ut happy recollection's 
ot tho'past arid conitldent hopes for the 
future of this great country. To the 
King 1 shall liavo the fionor once more 
to convoy tlio assurance of Australia's 
devoti>d loyalty, though I laiow His 
Majesty needs no reas.'auranco on tills 
point.

THANKSGIVING DAY 



Krom thepvery.i«£irllei3tvtlmes. It has 
been the custom for people to show 
their gratitude for the harvest. Man 
has always felt that the fruits of tho 
earth were a gift from heaven and that 
without tho Divine protection and as- 
sistance man's labor was vain. In all 
ages the Ingathering of the harvest 
has been celebrated with joyful 
thanksgiving. 

Among the heathen people who lived 
In the fruitful land.s north of the 
Mediterranean, the worshippers of tho 
goddess Ceres,- celebrated her festi- 
val sliortly before the harvest. At 
that season the country people dressed 
In white, and crowned with oak-leaves 
danced and sang liarvest songs In 
honor of the goddess. Beautiful rep- 
resentations of these feasts and of tin; 
goddess herself fdmied the subjects of 
ancient art. 

Very earlv In Hebrew liL-Jtory wo 
find that Cain brought of the fruit 
of tho ground an offering te the Lord 
and the most beautiful of the .Tewlsli 
feasts was the feast of tho Tabernacli>s 
which Moses directed his people to 
observe "because the Lord, thy God, 
■Hhall bless tlieo Inl all. thine Increase 
and in all the works of thine hands, 
therefore thou shalt surely rejoice." 

Our Saxon forefarthers made the In- 
gathering of the harvest one of tho 
great festivals of the year. .\t tho 
"Harvest- Home" the lord of tho numor 
and his men made merry together as 
the last load of golden corn was 
drawn from the lield. Young and old, 
rich and poor, h:id their share in the 
feasting and jollity which took place 
when tho grain was safely .garnered. 
-V ballad of Bloothfleld's tells us tbaf

Every county In England had its 
own customs and even the soberer 
people of the North found time for 
rejoicing at the "kirn." Nor did these 
simple people forget to whom their 
thanks were due, and if .sometimes 
good cheer and good fellowship led 
lo excess tho long anxlou.') ntonths of 
toll which preceded the feast might 
lie pleaded In excuse of the fault 
"With the coming of Puritanism thesi 
celobratlons as well as the evils which 
soniotinies attended them were swept 
awa.v and for a season the voice of 
merry m.'tking was heard no more as 
the loads of grain were carried home 
At a later day services and harvest 
festivals wore held In the churches 
and these were often followed.^ by a 
feast in -wiiich the neighborhood 
joined. The, "English people ;who came 
to this .province Introduced the cus- 
tom of Harvest Festivals held gener- 
ally in the EplHcoi)allan churches In 
I3rltlah Columbia. 

Strangely enough, it Is to tho Purl- 
tans that we owe the custom of a 
national 'rhaid-:sgl ving Day. Tho Pil- 
grim FathiTs, after a year of dis- 
tress held a day of Thanksgiving after 
the lirst harvest had been guthered 
In. The young men were sent out to 
tind game for this feast and we can 
imagine with wliat eagerness they 
obeyed the unexpected command. From 
time to tlme'^Thanksglvipg 'days were 
ordered In one "or another of the' thir- 
teen colonics and at last tho festival 
became one to be observed on the last 
']"hursday In iN'ovcjmber throughout the 
whole of tlie United Stati;s. 

It was no doubt owing to the In- 
nm;nc.' of the U. 10. J.,oyallKts that 
Canada observed the dav a.s one of tho 
national holidays. In these daj's it i.s, 
perhap.s, not vasy for the busy farmei' 
to take a d;i.v from hi,s work before 
tin; grain has gone to market. 'I'hls 
must be the excuse for placing this 
day of rejoicing and thank.sglvlng In 
tho dreariest month of the year. And 
yet there is a certain ap'proprlatness 
in our keeping this day at'a time when 
all Nature has flnishcd her'work and 
Is preparing for. her. yearly, sleep.

Wherever she 
has gone this good woman has felt the 
n(;edH of her fellow women and has 
striven to minister to them, ^yhatove^ 
difference of opinion there may be as 
to the wisdom of her plans, or the 
eilicloncy of ;:her methods,^ there can 
never be anyidoubt oftho slhcority of 
her motives. ^ ' 

, .When -Lord Aberdec^i was, In^jlSSe 
aiipolnted Lord Lieutenant bf!,.Ireland 
tno people of the Island were hi great 
dlstros.s. Nnt only was there terrible 
poverty, hut political discontent em- 
bittered the whole atmosphere. Lady 
Aberdeen associated herself with her 
husband In efforts not only to relievo 
the present distress but taught the 
fllsheartoned people how to help theni- 
Bcdvea. The revival of the laco in- 
dustry brought comfort and content 
Into thousands of cottages, IIow 
grateful tho people wero wn^ nhown 
by. .tho aomonBtratlona of thp Impul- 



Rive people on the departure of the 
Aberdeens from Ireland on the fall of 
the Gladstone Ministry. 

Very different were conditions In 
Canada from the misery, destitution 
and discontent of Ireland when In 
1893 Lord Aberdeen was appointed 
Governor-General of the Dominion. 
Government House had come to be re- 
eognliied as the social' centre of fas- 
hionable ,.llto,in .Ottawa. But Lady 
Aberdeen did iiot bolievo that giving 
balls ahd'/receptibna to ia ';Selcct circle 
of ofhclals 'iihd ■.their," wives , ati 'Ottawa 
fulfilled her "duty'" to" the: women of 
Canadiu She saw- that in;: the , vast 
lonely spaces of the cpuntj-y there were 
men and women who -^vere suffering 
from loneliness and homesickness. 
Sho conceived tho Idea of sending to 
the scattered homes on the prairies, 
on the coast and among the mount- 
ains, hooks, j)apers and K'tters. Tho 
occasional ])arcels, she hoped, would 
at ojice show the sympathy of tho.'je 
more fortiuiately .situated, and keep 
alive interest In the affairs of the 
world which had been left behind. 
'J'here was sickness, too, among these 
lonely p(;oi)li; and it was dlfllcult to 
llnd nurses to wait upon them. Lady 
Aberdeen orgardzed a body of nurses 
who should he ready t.) go to tho as- 
sistance of tho.«c who needed help. If 
these soc|(;tles have not done all that 
their foimder hoped tho fault was 7iut 
due to her want of sympathy or to 
her lack of energy. 

Hut It was not only Ihe lonely 
woman whose neeils apiiealed to Lady 
Aberdeen. She saw that tho women 
workers In various cnmmunlties were 
In danger of becoming self-centred 
and narrow In their views. The ten- 
dency of women to separate into little 
clkiues and to confine their sympath- 
ies to a snuill circle was apparent In 
too many directions. Lady Aberdeen 
believed that it all the women of a 
comnumlty who took an interest In 
the good of iheiir fellow men and 
women and- who, ' were. wUHhg tt> 
try to make ' the World a' better place 
were to unite in >one society, which 
Bhotild . embrace all' 'others, much 
strength would' bC' gained. -This soci- 
ety would be Svlde 'enough to Include 
within its membership, not only the 
women of Canada* biif the women of 
the world. To thlti' end Lady Aber- 
deen organized Women's Councils in 
all the larger cities of Canada The 
idea of ninking a worldwide union of 
women drawn together by sympathy 
with one another and by love for nuui- 
klnd was a grand one. It has extend- 
ed to alino.st every ecnintry of the 
civilized world, \^•l^ether the organ- 
ization has done all the good that it 
was capable of aeroniplisliing or not, 
there Is little dmiM that the movement 
has made women t^'.lia; a keener and 
more lnff;lli(;ent Interest In the world 
around them. : '■'; ' 

If there has berh ,a'ny want of defl- 
nlteness of purjuiftc 'among the various 
branches (jf tin;' .N'a'tional Council of 
tlie Women of (.,'anada, it has imt been 
<iwing to the e.\ample of tlieir found- 
i'e.ss. Lady Aberdeen is one of those 
who do not need lo be reminded of 
the admonition "Whatsoever thy hanil 
flndeth to do, do it with nil thy might." 

Her husband is again viceroy of Ire- 
land and as before, he finds In his wife; 
a true helpmeet. In Ireland the seourgi; 
of consumption has claimed numy vlc- 
itlms among all classes of the people, 
especially among the poor.

men's IfTatlonalctliealth'' Association of 
Ireland; of which Lady Aberdeen Is the 
founder,- Is doing 'a! splendid work, not 
only in lighting against tuberculosis, 
but in teaching women better ways 
of living and In caring for tho children 
of the-- very poor. 

In her quickness to see the need of 
others and In her readiness to go to 
their relief. Lady Aberdeen shows her- 
self to ho a true wonuin. If every 
member of the "Wnnian's Council -wore 
as eager to perform kind deeds as Is 
Isabel, Countess of .\berdeen, the pre- 
sident of the International Conncll, 
mimy of the evil.s from which tho world 
suffers would he cured. Kindness of 
heart and dlrec'tneps of purpose are 
qualities which, will find means of ex- 
pression in any conuutmlty. Tlieir 
power for good la Incalculable. 



Thanksgiving Dinner 
Harper's Bazar has the following 
directions tor a Thanksgiving dinner: 
Grapefruit 
fMcar .'loup with tapioca 
Roast tm-ltey stuffed with chestnuts 

Swee-t-potatu puff 
Creamed caulillowcr Cranberry jelly 
, Orange and grapefruit salad, 
' ITi-ench dressing Frozen pudding 
Crackers and cheese 
Coffee 

Take the ptdp out of the grapefruit 
and put It Into small glasses, adding 
a few seeded white grapes; servo this 
verv cold Indeed. A good plan Is to 
l)ack tho fruit pulp, after sweetening 
It well. In a small covered pall, and 
set this In a dish of cracked Ice for 
an hour or more, putting It Into tho 
glasses at the last moment before It 
Is served. Stand each glass on a 
small plate, and put this on a larger 
one at each cover before the guests 
sit down; then remove the small plate 
and glass at the same time after', tho 
course. ..... 

The soup Ik a clear strong stoclc 
made at least one day before Thanks- 
giving; It should have a basis of beef 
bones and vegetables, and when 
clarified and ready should ,be brown; 
If It Is not, add a little kitchen bou- 
quet; half an hour before serving this 
heat It, and add a tablospoontul of 
pearl tapioca which has been soaked 
four or live hours; acnson well. 

The turkey stufling Is made of boiled 
and skinned chestnuts, cooked very 
soft and mixed with bread crumbs 
'without mashing; season with i^alt and 
pepper and chopped parsley, browning 
In the frying-pan with a tablespoon- 
ful of onion; do not ;idd herbs of any 
kind, since they detract from the llavor 
of tho bird; roust with tho breast 
down. Httvo ready cranberry Jelly to 
pass with it; make it in plenty of time 
and strain It, setting it in a mould. 

Cook the caullflowei- tho day before, 
and set It aside: tho next day pick It 
up In goutl-slzed hits and arrange in 
a baklng-dlsh In layers with cream 
sauce, seasoning well. Put a thin layer 
of lluo cruwhi) uu top with bits .oi: 



butter, and brown in a hot oven; bo 
sure not to use too much sauce; have 
the dish rather dry, 

Tho potatoes should be freshly 
boiled; peel them, and mash, adding 
cream or rich milk; season with salt 
and pepper, and, when they aro foamy, 
tho beaten yolks of two eggs; pllo 
lightly in a dish of pyramid sluipe, and 
set in the oven to slightly brown. 

Kor tho salad, cut some even lengths 
of celery, scrape them, and, by cut- 
ting down each four-Inch plect;, make 
narrow slivers; lay these on a little 
lettuce and set cuiishaped leaves 
around the edge; make •some^.sectlons 
of large seedless oranges'i'atid^ others 
of grapefruit, peeling off all the' trans- 
parent skin from each ono, and cut- 
ting it with tho sclssorK. Into tho 
lirst cup i)ut two sections of orange; 
Into the next, two of grapefruit, and 
HO on all around the dish; set on the 
leo till very cold, and, just before 
Serving, cover witli French dressing. 

Instead of mince i)ie for this dinner 
make a fro/.cn pudding somewhat re- 
sembling it. Scald a quart of ricli 
milk with a heaping cup,..of ;|iugar;. add 
tw.ijl squares of chocolate and cook till 
.smooth adding a dozen whole cloves 
iind a stick of cinnamon. Cool, llavor 
■with vanilla, and strain. Chop a cup 
of atoned raisins; add to them an.v 
fruit you have which Is not too moist 
— such as candied cherries, oi' a table- 
spoonful of eandi(;d orange peel minc- 
ed very line; freeze the cre;ini and 
when half done fold In the fruit, and 
freeze stiff; let this stand to ripen 
for at least two hours. Meanwhile 
sweeten, llavor, and whip a cup of 
thick cream, and "when stiff bury this 
In Ico and salt also; turn out tho pud- 
ding on a cold dish, and put spoonfuls 
of the cream all around it as 'though it 
were pudding sauce : '; •*

London, Nov. 7. — Trading on tho 
stock exchange during the week has 
been much diatt'.rbcd on account of 
politics on the continent, ; flrst the 
situation in the Balkans, and next the 
Casablanca incident, the effects of 
which wore largely negatived by llie 
impri.s.slon created by the Republican 
.sufcesses In tho elections In. the United 
States. Towards . the.,>«rid'j'^?.'.6f the 
week, however, more favorable advices 
regarding the continental disputes 
created 'a more conlldent feeling, and 
the market ' linished moro clieorful, 
•with many of tho early losses In 
foreigners and Kalllrs wiped out. Con- 
sols moved narrowly during the week, 
and closed 3-16 lo-.ver on uncertainty 
regarding the nnanclal aspects of the 
forthcoming Irish land purchase 
scliomo and the number of new issues 
coming out, but ; home rails rallied 
smartly on the 'settlement of the pro- 
longed cottbii lockout.

It 
was summoned by Sir Cbrlotopher 
Furness, head of the . shipbuilding 
firm of-; l<;urncss, 'Withy- Co., and 
also of'the Fiirriesa line' 'of steamers. 
Sir- Chrlstdpher told the. delegates that 
It was !-ltriposslble;to:' carry .on.«hlp- 
buHdlri§r.,bu8lriBS8 oC tfieVflrm -unless 
thej'lncojssttht friction with the em- 
ployees -.'be'^' atp'ppea.. He therefore, 
Invltei^; thp..iTei>reBentative8 of all tho 
trades ;nril'oris connected with the In- 
dustry to meet him to hear certain' 
proposals, The.se, briefly condensed, 
were: First, that strikes must cease 
or the works would bo closed; second.

The Tjnited Brotherhood of Carpen- 
ters and Joiners of America was 
founded In the convention at Chicago, 
August 12, 1881, At first It had only 
twelve local unions and 2,042 mem- 
bers. Now, In twenty.-slx years, it 
ha.s grown to number l,7/)3 local 
unions in 1,276 .cities, and ha? over 
101,300 taxpaylngr members. It is or- 
ganized to "protect the ';. carpenters' 
trade from tho evils of, low prices and 
botch work; Its aim is to eh.cbiirage a 
higher standard of skill arid better 
wages; to re-establish an apprentice 
system, and to aid and assist the 
ini>mbers by mutual iirotcctlou and 
benevolent means. It pays a wife 
funeral lienellt of from $35 to 
mi-niber's funeral benefit of from $100 
to J300, the disability bcnelU, $100 to 
$4(10. In these general benelits $310 
.S4f),K5 lias been expended in tho last 
two years, iiiul $1,13L',371.7C since 188t 
while SI, 683,000 was spent In that 
j-.erlod for sick benefits by tlio local 
unions and $481!, 100.47 donated localt 
by general otllce for strike iiurposes 
There is over three and one-half ndl- 
lions of dollars oxi)onded for bcncvo- 
lenl and charity purposes. Siiich an 
organisation is worlh tho attention of 
every carpenter. Tho brotherhood is 
also a protective trade, union, as well 
as a benevolent sdcletyj.' - ■ ' '-^'i^"'

CONFUCIUS RATED 
AS MNARY MAN 

Ch'inese Vernacular Newspaper 
Takes Strange Attitude 
on Religion . . ■- 



Hongkong, Nov. 7. — The chang- 
ed attitude in Chlnu Is again 
evidenced by the challeiigo of 
a vernacular newspaper of tho su- 
premacy of Confucius. The verna- 
cular newspaper has ventured to state 
certain dlfllcultles that stand in tho 
way of regarding- Confucius'' as any- 
thing more than- a man of his time, 
albeit a good,^.arid wise one. It is 
assum.'ed, says the essayist, that if 
Confucius wore living today he would 
bo among the very first to pursue his 
studies farther alield and take an in- 
terest in tho many additions to know- 
ledge, political, sclc-ntllic and ctliical, 
that have cume to light during recent 
years, and especially that havo como 
to tlio oars and eyes of tlic Chlneso 
though AVestorn lands. It is stated, 
for example, that if ConCuelus were 
living In the days of the. Founder of 
Christianity, or in . tho, days of ., the 
Founder ot Buddhlsni,', .bb.,would:!:haye 
taken measures to seek them out, and 
would either have been on .good terms 
with tliein or would liave opposed 
them. Ho would not, so to speak, 
have shut hiinsell' up In his own shell 
and ignored tliein. For good or evil 
he would liavc luiown thiuii and tlieiv 
teachings, and therefore the followers 
of the Sage should do tho same. 
Though the limitations of his know- 
ledge aro onipluitically maintained, 
and that too when compared-.',wlth the 
teachers of other . countries, ; It l.s 
specially stated that he did not niul 
could not have known mucli that to- 
day Is the common property of tlic 
educated classes In all lands. It this 
Is so thou Contuclu-g could not be tho 
perfect Sago that he is supposed to 
be, for if lie were that he would have 
mastered this knowledge. Indeed, he 
was far from being a perfect Sage 
even in lils own day for the freciuent- 
ly inquired about things from thoso 
who . wcro ^'apposed . to know 1 more 
about them than, ho did himself. Read- 
ers of the Classics; will know that this 
statement Is perfectly true. Indeed, 
.sntiie referonceH are quoted In the 
article with which we are dealing In 
order to make good the assertion. 13ut 
the f;ict hardly needs to be labored 
for Chinese readers as they will read- 
ily recall Instances wliich cannot lie 
forgotten. 

Confucius is allowed to have luul 
intuitive -wisdom in a remarkable 
measure. But oth(.'i-a have had tliat 
also. Since his day. however, teach- 
ers liave been gifted, not only with 
intuitive wisdom,- but with Inherited 
acquired, wisdorii, and therefore . they 
aro In a much bett-cr' position th.dn he 
could have been, All tliis to a West- 
erner seems so obvious and common- 
place that It hardly needs to be stated. 
Hut to the Ideas of tho ortlKJdox 
Chinese it must seem rank heresy, 
and will strllce some of them with 
liorror. "What then should be tho 
attitude of the modern Chinese think- 
er and scholar towards tho Sage,'.' Tho 
iconoclastic essayist answers: "AV'c 
shouia rewit&nce him for what , he is, 
nnd'-fbllowAhlm where we are convinc- 
ed he I9 wbrth following. It is denied 
that any . One. '.teacher is possessed of 
the key to- knowledge to the exclu- 
sion of others. Therefore the Chinese 
should reverence Confucius as far as 
lie has shown liiiiisclf worthy of rev- 
erence, and follow him also where he 
evidently leads along the way of know- 
ledge and vituro. But In doing so it 
is Impossible to assume that he offers 
to tho Chinese full stores of know- 
ledge, either iiolitlcnl or -ethical. To 
assume that all other s.\-stenis are falso 
or that thoy are Inferior to Confucian- 
ism, Is indeed to Illustrate . the old 
fabte of the frog in the well. .There- 
fore to shut ourselves up within the 
circumscribed circle of Contuclanlsm, 
and not to reach out to g;ithcr for 
ourselves what other systems and 
other teachers have to teach us, even 
nmong the iihilosophers whom Cliina 
lierseir lias produced, not to speak of 
objecting to going furth(!r alield and 
iibsorblng what lias come to us from 
tho 'West. Is certainly not tlie way to 
remedy the e\'lls from which ciiina 
Is today suffering. In .a word, to 
follow Confucius as China .lus done in 
the past is to lead the Chinese yet 
further .Into, the moi:ass of sup-erstl- 
.tlori^ :->lt' Is to make riiore : dangerous ^ 
the unhappy position In which she 
stands. It Is to stitle tho great 
thoughts that are now seething in the 
brain of her best thinkers. Indeed 
this course Is to destroy China." Tho 
rather tei-se summary: shows that tho 
writer of the ' article' discussed Is a 
bold man. 



MORSE'S SENTENCE 



Ordered to Servo Fifteen Years in tho 
Federal Prison — ;His Lawyers 
• Fight' Further ' • 



New, York, Nov. 6. — From a cell In 
tho .Tombs prison, Clias. W. Morse now 
directs the efforts of hl.s counsel to 

secure his freedom, he having today 
been sentenced to serve lil't(-en years 
In the federal prison at Atlanta, Ga., 
for misappropriation of the funds ot 
tlie National Bank of^ North •America 
and making false' entries' In the hooks 
of the bank. 

Alfred II. (Uirtis, former president 
of the defunct bank, who was jointly 
tried and convicted with Morse, wjis 
given his liberty today on suspended 
sentence. 

While Morse's lawyers Imniedlatoly ap- 
plied for and secured a stay of e.Nocu- 
tlon for ten days after the sentence bad 
been iiiii)n..ied, still It Is probable that 
Morse will remain a prisoner in tin. 
Tombs till Monday, as .Judge Jluugli lui.H 
refused to admit the nimnca-r to liail. 
Tiie .Mdi-.-io law>-,'rs later todav a|i|illcii 
to tile United Slates CMrcult l.'ourt of 
Appeals for n writ to show cause why 
tlu-ir client sliould not be admit tod t'o 
ball. The writ was granted, but it is 
nut returnable until Monday, hence it 
appears tliat Morse must remain a pris- 
oner until tile question of bail is settled 
on that day. 

Whether a new trial will bo granted 
Jlorsi! is problematical, .ludgo Lacombe 
granted a writ of error to Morse's liiw- 
yers today. 'I'lils writ Is returnable 
December 3. and is based on tlie usual I 
grounds, lixcertions taken by the defense! | 
during tho trial and excejitlons to the 
indictment itself. This step liail to lie 
taken before, an apiillcation for ball 
could be made, and it also leads to nrgu- 
nient for a now trlnl. The Morse law- 
yers sav their client has Instructed them 
to fight to the last ditch.

HAT may be termed, more or less 
loosely no doubt, the literature of 
spiritualism and similar i)henom- 
ena increases at a steady pace. 
Nowadays it forms a consider- 
able library, but the bulk of it is 
not, strictly speaking, of any great signifi- 
cance, says the Belfast Whig. The subject, 
however, especially that aspect which is ])ar- 
ticuiarly 'concerned with the question of tlie 
survival of personality after death, appears to 
have a curious fascination for a certain type of 
mind or temperament. They represent ser- 
ious-minded people as a rule witli a strong 
pre-disposition to accept upon the flimsiest. 
, .evidence pseudo-prdofs of .what no man living 
knows 'a'particle, however' earnestly : he may 
desire real knowledge. That is precisely where 
the clever, designing medium reaps a comfoi-t- 
ablc harvest, or has..d6ne so until exposure 
followed hot-foot. 'iFrohi many points of view, 
most of all dispassionate views, the fact is all 
the more astonishing. The results such as 
they are do not carry the level-headed inquirer 
very far — they are trifling, often they arc 
childisii, invariably they are singularly indefi- 
nite. .The 'vigilance of the Society for P.syclii- 
cal "Research is all very well in its way. It 
does good work in keeping doAvn the weedy 
growth of charlatanism, and in time, but a 
very long time, it may conceivably throw valid 
light on. the single side of the questionings of 
mankind through the ages to which no answer 
has ever been vouchsafed. These three vol- 
umes, "Tile Naturalisation of the Superna- 
tural," by Frank Podmore; "Occultism and 
Common Sense," by Becklcs Wilson, and 
"Spiritualism," by James Robertson, each In 
its own way, are germane to these general 
considerations.. They are profoundly interest- 
ing, heedless to say, but the poin^ which is 
vitally important is whether, they really widen 
the borders of knowledge By a hairsbreadth, 
dissipate gross stupidities, or merely pile still 
further mystery on what is already mysterious 
enough — the survival of personality after 
death in fine. Almost from the historical 
dawn of religious ideas till the middle of the 
nineteenth century the majority of mankind 
—from the savages in the lower scale to the 
stprm-tossecL type, of 'mindvJi that of Cardi- 
nal Newman-Vhaye aCcepteti !h^^ viciv, proof 
or no proof; Shakespeare indeed, with that 
large utterance always characteristic of his 
Ijersonal-imjiersonal ])hrascology, has his pecu- 
liar note — the bourne from which no traveler 
returns. And still another type representative 
of the aculest in the way of intcIHgence to 
which modern scientific training has given 
voice,, that of Huxley, neither affii-ms-vnor 
denied— neither deny nor affirm the i'mnibr- 
tality of,!: man. f I see no reason, for believing 



in it, but, on the other hand, I have no means 
of disprovin.g it," to cite his own words. Or, 
again, it is impossible to forget the attitude 
of a man like Sir Oliver Lodge, an intimate 
friend of the late Frederick Alyers, Avho de- 
voted his life to the search for scientific proof 
after a period of rank scepticism when an- 
nihilation appeared to be the probable doom 
both of the individual and the race. Myers; 
believed that he had found the proof .of ■the 
immortality of the soul, and there is no doubt 
that Sir Oliver Lodge, who is among the 
highl}- cultured men of intellect of today, i.s 
heart and soul with him. Mence after all one 
reaches an undeniable "impasse." iN'ow as 
regards these inquiries, or expositions, under 
review, which take up the matter independent- 
ly each of the other, Mr. Podniore's niay be 
confidently accepted as being the most authori- 
tative, but not the most interesting, as will 
presently he seen. It is not in fact too extra- 
vagant a claim to insist that the book is a 
skilful ])rcsenlment of an al)lc materialist: 
whose main conclusions arc those of an intel- 
li.geiU scientist, and a member of the Society 
for P.sychical Research, if one is not in. error. 
His attitude is frankly critical, and in thCvlast 
ariaiysis hostile. His chapters deal with toiSic.s 
such as cxi)erimcntal thought transference, 
hallucination.s in general, communication with 
the dead, and clairvoyance and prevision. The 
jni/./Jing case of Mrs. Pipci^, whose cxtraoi'din- 
ary powers as a medium have been undcr.c.x- 
pert investigation^; is given a detailed consid- 
eration. ' . ■ ^ :\\- ,■ ■ ; ' 

"Occasional revelations of fr£titd,-on tlie part 
of mediums had done little to d^iinp the ardor 
of the believers. §o., long as it was possible 
to appeal to unexplained' marvels in' the past, 
so long was it easy for most minds to regard 
each successive exposure of'trickery as an iso- 
lated incident, It was manifest indeed that 
the mediums had not suffer^'d ivrct rievabiy 
cither in purse or reputation from repeated 
exposures. Their business had no doubt inet 
with a slight check in thej foiir or five yeairs 
immediately^ preceding^the foundation of the 
Society fof ' Psychical Research. But this was 
partly due to the rival attractions of Thco- 
sophy aiul the thaumatur.i,nc feats of ^Madame 
Blavatsky. Further, some of the most noted 
mediums of the earlier generation had with- 
drawn from the active jjursuit of their profes- 
sion. D. D. Home had retired into private 
life some years before. ^Ir. "NloseJ;^ pi>>iihi€ak 
phenprqena had c.eased in 1880 Of tliefcaboit^... 
glade was'-'indeed willing,' it was tYndelrs'tbtfflv'' 
to give sittings, but was prevented coming to 
England by reason of the legal proccedin.gs 
which Professor ' I.aiikester had instituted 
a.c;;unst him in 1876, and which were still 
pending. But the ])lK'nonieiia si ill continued, 
though the i)erfornicrs came somewhat less 
prominently before the public eye. Eglintoii 
continued to give slate .writing .performances 
jfor sonie years, and bothiie and other p.sychi- 
cal mediums exhibited materialisations — 



sometimes in surprising variety — at dark 
seances. . . . Indeed, dark seances for ma- 
terialisation, thou.gh novv more difficult of ac- 
cess to those who have given no pledges of 
fidelity, have continued down to the present 
time." . . 

' sMr.^'Ppdinore, in short, both in this excerpt 
and''''the" volume generally, makes out an in- 
dictment in terms plain and unequivocal so 
far as recorded- or reported manifestations and 
the like have goiie. Hut he is not wholly 
.sceptical, for he also makes certain admissions 
on the score of the . impossibility of explana- 
tion, in contradistinction to him, it is curious 
that. Air. Bcckles Willson, the writer of "Oc- 
cultism ahd'ij Common v^^iisjfel<'i.is' an enthusias- • 
tic retfuit. THe is indeed so enthusiastic it is 
difficult to decide liriw far he has actually 
gone or how far he .may .go. And to stiffen 
his presentation of 'his views he has ver)' 
adriotly managed to enlist Professor ^V. F. 
I>arrett, a past president of the Society for 
PsN'cliical Research, in the wa}'.of an introduc- 
tion, which Professor Barrett did not write, at 
least lor the purposes of Mr. Willspn's book, 
judgiii.g from' the warm repudiation he wrote 
in the cohmins of the Times just after its imb- 
/ lication. .At all events the volume is written 
with the laiulalile hope of iii'escntin.g spiritu- 
alism and occult phenomena, as they strike "a 
man of the world" \vitli an absolutely ojien 
mind as he enters upon his iiivesti.gations. 'I'hc 
ground is covered, it must be. granted, with 
' much fulness— -dreams, hallucinations, phant- 
..■ asms:oiE' tfte'cleM^'.liauntings, the divinin.g rod, 

■ mediuniistic ahdvother phenomena, the materi- 
alisation of gliosis, spirit photography, even 
the trance utterances of the redoubtable Mrs. 
Pi])er are not overlooked. 

"When 1 first ventured into the wide and 
misty domain of occultisni," he writes, "with 
a li.q;iit liearl I set f(jrtli with an open mind. 
.Mv sole aim was to ascertain, as far ;is the 
means at the disposal of an ordinary man with 
little of th? mystic in his composition would 
allow, what degree of probability attached to 
published' phenoiiiena, which the ordinary 
laws of Nature, as most of us understand 
them, could not satisfactorily explain. At the 
threshold of ni}- incpiiry one pr(jminent and, 
as it seemed to mc, ;lisconcerliiig fact con- 
fronted me — namely, that, although fur a 
couple of generations "supernaturaT' manifes- 
tations had been prqiniscuousl}' exhibited he- .

for. . . . True, miracles do not happen, 
but there arc events of frequent occttrrence jn.. 
this age, as in all ages, of which 'wc' have' a 

.record, which are niiraculous in the sense of 
their being supernorniai; for which, science of- 
fers no consistent ex]:)lanation. Is not hyp- 



notism a miracle? Would Sir William Ram- 
sey and vSir James Crichton-Browne throw 
these manifestations into the limbo of humbug 
and charlatanism? .-Vnd supposing they, and 
such as they, continue incredidous, is not in- 
credulity a fixed quantity in any society? 
. . . One word more^ I. should;. like to ^^^s^^^ 
a census of all the ■mirids'' w!iich ' Embrace a 
belief in the truth of supernormal phenomena. 
It would astonish the sceptic. It would re- 
veal to him the attitude of society at large to- 
warrls spiritualism and the other world is not 
the attitude of any but a fraction oF the com- 
ponent i^arts of socict}', not even the cx'cnly- 
balanccd attitude of Huxley towards Almighty 
God." 

It will be observed by the alert reader that 
Mr. Willson, wittingly or un\vittihgly~it 
would be a matter of difficulty to decidc--begs. 
the real issuc,^ whi.p.h -has nothing to do vwilhi 
the fact how- maiiy ' persons believe in in-' 
explicable |)lienomena in general or how many 
do not. That issue turns on the question of 
])roofs. The hook is an interesting contribu- 
tion, but decides nothing. It is in fact a 
relief to get 'out of his comparatively artificial 
.atmosphei"c,.:-tp the red-hot convictions of. Mr. 
James Robertson on "Spiritualism," the sub- 
title of which is "The Open Door to the Un- 
seen Universe." lie writes, moreover, as one 
having authority, for the book is based on 
thirty }'ears' ijcrsonal observation and experi- 
ence concerning intercourse between the ma- 
terial and the spiritual worlds. Its material 
originally appeared in the columns of "The 
Two Worlds,", -under the editorial super.yision 
of Mr.-.J, J.. Mot-se; of Manchester, a''"t'rance- 
mcdium," but a name by no means generally 
familiar outside spiritualistic circles. Mr. 
-Morse states in a brief i)age of preface that no 
one in the ranks of British s|)iritt;alists can 
better tell the liistor}- of s])iritLialism than Mr. 
Robertson, who dates the voltime from Cdas- 
gow, and may be ju'lged to be a canny Scot 
even in these tenebrous regions! He is, in^^ 
of fact a Glasgow business' manTaii'd lfas^^ 
president of the local spiritualistic body I'for ... 
upwards of twenty years. It is scarcely too 
much to say that, although ostensibly a vigor- 
ous plea for the soundness of spiritualism, it 
is in reality an interesting and vivid piece of 
autobiograidiy of a temperament thoughtful, 
fearless, frank, possessed of a considerable gift 
■of literary' expression. ' Of ; the jithree, volumes / 
it -Nviiriie" found to be the most .valuable" within" 
its obvious limits. Mr, Rbbeftsonhais thought 
and read and knows the intricacies of the 
subject tliorouglil}'. He has, too, made the 
acciuaintaiice of remarkable pe.ople — cranks 
sometimes — the late Gerald Alasscy among 
them, conceniing whom he has -written a 
brief I,Mography with the help of first-hand 
information; that ought to .prove, useful some 
day.' ^rh' the same chapter botli Alfred irt'id 
T'rcdcrick Tennyson, as well as Mrs. Brown- 
ing, arc claimed as thoroughgoing believcr,<5 
in spiritualism in Air. Robertson's sense, 



whether the statement squares with the ac- 
tual facts or not. Here is an instance of his 
personal note : — 

"I am no visionary, and have no predisposi- 
tion to superstitntioii, no wonder-mongcring 
in any department, so that when this land of 
■splendors opened to my si.q:ht I did not lose 
my senses, but looked it fully and squarely in 
the face, and recognised that here was. an un- 
foldmcnt of nature's processes which hitherto( 
had been hid from mc. I never could live in 
unreality. ... I did not start with any 
tliou.glit or desire to enter on a road which 
would reveal to me a world beyond the gates 
of death, nor did I believe that there was in

I had' reachied' 
the position of many others on these ques- 
tions — I ■ was neither- a ;belieyer nor altogether 
ah 'unb.eliever. .' . .'l- The secular school, 
with its presentation of one side ^of man's 
nature, did not satisfy me. , . '\ l had 
heard of spiritualism at a distance, but aU the 
talk about sjiirits comin.g to tables was 'to' my 
mind only lunacy abroad, and it never crossed 
me that here could be found any possible so- 
lution of the great question of human immor- 
tality. I had even tried to read D. D. Home's 
"Incidents of My Life," and cast it aside as 
wretched drivel, unworthy of the serious at- 
tention of rational minds. Swedenborg seeimed 
a strange character. . , . the modern seer 
had no message for mc just then. ... I 
had but one desire — to know the truth;-but 
one fear— to believe in a lie."

iterature of Amiiis^riiiiit 



,IUI President of the Hoard of luluca- 
tion, opening a public library on 
Wednesday at Walker, Ncwcas'tle- 
on-Tyne, said that EngHsh literature 
could be divided into six compart- 
, ments — first, the literature of record; 
secon'diy'i- the literature of logic ; thirdly, emo- 
tional and rythmical literature; fourthly, reac- 
tive literature, by which we suppose he meant 
the literature of revolt and criticism; fifthly, 
creati\c literature; antl, sixthly, all the rest. 
A\'e are not concerned now to discuss the 
question whether these are the best divisions 
that could be made, though wc may point out 
that the greatest creative literature is also 
emotional and rythmical — that is to say, is 
poetry. Our object is to draw attention -to the; 
fact thafMr. Runciman did not ^i've' a 'cohi-' 
partment to the literature of amusement, that 
he did not even menti_on it, in making his 
divisions, although he went on to speak of 
fiction and to suggest that a fjve years' lime 
limit for novels ought to be imposed upon 
the, purchasing committee, of the ■^library;,. But 
perhaps he would say that ' the' Ht'ct^afiire of 
amusement is no literature at all. It all de- 
pends, of coiirsc, upon what you mean by 
literature Mr. Runciman himself was" not 
verj' exacting or fastidious in his sl;md;ird of 
literature, for he includetl books of reference 
in t!ie literature of record; and, if they are 
literature, the term must surely be extended 
to any kind of printed matter whichr; makes 
sense Wc shall, therefore, spcalc' 'without 
misgiving of the literature of amusement; and 
wc think it deserves a comi)artmcnt to itself, 
because it is the only reading of the great mass 
of men who can read at all. This is a fact 
which the President of the Board of Education 
would, no doubt, officially deplore. He said 
that, so far as literary influence went, the 
effect of the newspaper was positively perni- 
cious, that English is garbled monstrously in 
the evening papers, and that.from the week- 
ly and monthly magazines come no calm de- 
velopment or con.secutive thought. Remarks 
of tills kind are frequently made by people 
of culture who train their minds by reading 
the classics, and -who hold that every one 
should read with the object of training his 
mind. Perlia])s every one will do so in the 
universal leisure of Utopia; iiuL people of cul- 
ture should reniembe.r that 'they liavc acquired 



culture only because the)- have more leisure 
than most of the world: that they can nial<e 
a serious busines.? of reading because they have 
time |o annise themselves in pther>jyays,. The 
great mass of working mcii and "womeh cannot 
make a serious business of reading, because 
they have other serious work, which, whether' 
niamial or intcllcctu;d, absorbs all their en- 
ergies, so that v-lu;n it is over they are con- ' 
tent with mere amusement. 

'Pile commonest form of amnsr'nu'nt, now 
that all can read, after talkin.g is rcachiig; and 
it is just as unreasonable to complain that 
the tired worker reads trivialities for his 
amuseinent as to complain that he talks 
- triVialit'ies^^'for the same reason'. You can no 
.-iliore. expiCCt him to read- "PaiTulisc Lost" than 
' to talk like Macaulay, for good readin.^- do- 
inaiids a mental effort like .good talking, and 
the tired worker cannot make that effort, 
h'vcn the man o[ cidtnre is not always train- 
ing his mind upon the '^vci\t classics. (.)flen 
he would be himself surprised to know how 
little' -fime^rhc spends u ppn - . iJtli.eih,;' '.and how 
rinicli' upori reading that deniahds no mental 
effort from Him whatever, the kind of reading 
that is usually called -heUcs Icttrcs. But even 
assuming that he docs assicKuuisly train his 
mind u])on the classics, he has no right to 
assume that others, for want of that train- 
ing, .get no training wh.-U(;\-er. P'very busy 
man gets training and discipline from his 
work; so muchj indeed, 'that lu; w.-nits to l)e 
free of it all: in;;his 'leisure, to give his mind 
a rest. But as:-thcmind, like nature, abhors 
a vacuum, he is-apt;tb 'take liis rest in read- 
ing what calls for iio' mc.ntal effort ; and, just 
because this kind of readtiig'call.s for 110 (>fiort 
and is not taken seriously, it is not likel^' to 
have the evil effects which people i-)f culture 
expect from it. The conunoii absence n[ ,-i 
sense of style or of the power of coiisccritive 
thought ,arc results, not of tho literature of 
amusenicut, bi't of the strug.gie of life. Most, 
men' have sppicthiiig more nrgcnt tp do than 
to attain -them; and, since tiicy have not at- 
tained them, they are content with a Jitc'ra- 
ture of amusement which m.-iy iiot.sccni vcr^' 
amusing to those who lia\-i' attained them. 
Hut tliat is no reason why ihc " lucky few- 
should he angry ;it the want i-if taste in the 
less lucky many, or rail at the vulgarity of the 
mob, or .deplore the decadence of literature, 



It is quite true that the average of printed 
^j.matter is ipw Ipwer.^ity quality than, it was 
before every 'one leirnt to road'; but it is 

strange that any one should ever have sup- 
])ose(l that it could be othcr\\-isc. You can 
take a horse to the water, bu.t _\-ou cannot 
make him drink. You can tcacli a hoy u> 
read, but you do not thereljy give him the 
inclination to read ^Shakespeare or .Milton. 
If he is an ordinary kind of boy, and grows 
into an ordinary kind of man,%rl]ic .will not 
have this inclination without a ti'aining that 
will take up a good deal of his time. To the 
great mass of those who learn to read, that 
training is impossible. While the number of 
those who can read has I)ccn much increased, 
the number of those who have leisure to read 
go<-id literature has not been mucii increased; 
and therefore there arc not many more read- 
ers of good literature; nor, -will there" be, until 
there is 'more : leisure. Tlie; niam effect . "of 
liopuhir education has been' to ihake- re^^ 
a popular fimusement;' a'hd'it is well" th'atf peo- 
ple at large should get what harmless amuse- 
ment they can. Wc are not now defending the 
literatiu-e of amusement which is not harm- 
less; but wc would point out that those who 
.get a harmful anuiscment from reading ^vould 
])robably, if they could not lead, get it by 
other means. The half-educated man who 
novv learns nonsense from : a; newspapero^^^ 
probably, if he wci-e ^not 'educaitcd'at^ all, "learn 
worse nonsense from talking with his fellows. 
.Men arc sure to have their oi)inions about 
what thcv <-lo not mulerst;ind ; ar.d ignorant 
opinion, as we can learn from many old satir- 
ists, has not been created by popular educa- 
tion or the newspaper. So lon.g as there is a 
literature of amusement, it is sure to have 
vices, like all kinds of amusement, but the 
worst of these can be dealt with by the law 
more easily than .-tltei;.viccs of most kinds of 
aninsement. \And,'.',as?''^'''niattcr of fact, the 
literature of amusement provic|cd for the poov 
is at least as harmless as bhe/sanie literature 
jirovided f(;)i- the rich. Its morals may he 
vague and sentimental, but they are usually 
very lofty. If this literature contains more 
breaches of the Sixth ■ Com mandm.cn.ti|i.i^j;c.oii«>;; 
tains fewer of the Seventh; and wha^'^^tjverc';! 
arc of those arc severely punished. It is hpB 
much like life; biit that is the very reason" 
why it amuses; and it is just ;is much like 
life as the realistic literature which does not 
anuise, even unintentionall}'. Needless to say, 
we wish that there were more readers for the . 
great classics 'of literature, and we are aware 
of their importance to the soul of man. 
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^*g^E VIEWING the book just issued by 
K. A. E. Sonicrville and Alartin 
Ross, "Further Experiences of An 
Irish R.M.," the Belfast Whig says : 
If the Irish do not'" "joke wi' diffi- 
culty" an Irish humorist in these 
d;iys must learn to joke with carefulness. Air. 
v^yn.ge"s le\-ity in "The I'laybo}' of the West- 
ern W'orld"' provoke<l a storm of which the 
echoes luu'c not yet died away, innumerable 
])arlisans spend laborious nights in the gal- 
leries of music halls for the purpose of hissing 
"Alulligan's Motor Bike" or calling down ven- 
geance on the head of the stage Irishman, and 
-a, host of critics, blue pencil in hand, wade 
through the pages of each new publication 
more intent 011 scarifyin.g authors who offend 
their susceptibilities than on discovering litcr- 
ar}' al)ility. Patriotic sensitiveness is not to be 
des])ised, but it can be carried too far, and even 
the disappearance of the stage Irishman is too 
dearly purchased at the cost of setting up a 
censorship based on mob law. 

The hopeful feature of the affair is that 
the new band of -writers do not seem" inclined 
to take these critical thunderbolts very ser- 
iousl}', and serenely [lursue their own line 
while the heathen rage without. Air. Synge is 
fi-ankl}' um-e]-)cntant, Mr. Birmingham has sur- 
\-i\-ed the onslau.y-lit on " 1 1 yaciiitl'i," and Aliss 
.Sonierville and Miss Ross have added another 
vohmie to the delectable "Ex])cricnces of an 
Irish R.AI." 

When Alajor Yeates, R. M., made his first 
bow; to the jmblic with Flurry Knox and the 
egregious Slijiijcr there were not wanting re- 
viewers to point out that it was too late in the 
da}- to resuscitate Lever, that the new Ireland 
of co-o])eraive creameries and mystical ])0ctry 
could have no dealings with the old Irel;md of 
liorse-co])ers and wliisk}'-drinkers. Theorell- 
cally they made out a good case, but readers 
were not long in discovering that the most 
fascii^ating of agricul tu ral orgatiisers .had no 
iChahcc with the delightful detrlin'entals of 
'Skebawn. Humor is too rare a thing to be 
ignored, and those who had once read the tale 
of the tlieft of Trinket's colt or James Canty".-; 
manipulation of the rum barrels that drifted 
ashore from Ihc wreck knew that this was the 
real thing, and that ".Some Experiences of an 
Irish R. M." was one of the books that stand 
&s a landmark in huinoroua literature. ' 



Nor does the second series — as is too often 
the irritatin.g habit of secpiels — fall behind the 
first. If .some of the tales have not the fine 
careless rapture of the earlier volume they are 
marked by a more artistic elaboration of de- 
tail, and nine out of ten of our modern short- 
story writers might well take a lesson from 
the authors in the art of leading up to a crisis 
and in the subtle humor that makes the turn 
of every sentence a joy. Irish humorists have 
for the most ])art been content with broad ef- 
fect.s, and, providing they drove home the 
main point, have not worried much about, slo- 
venly writing; but every page of "Experiences 
of an R.AI." reveals genuine craftsmanship, 
and dialo.guc and commentary are ^alike de- 
lightfully done. , . . , ', •■ :

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R. W. T. STEAD made t)ie 
following statement to a 
Central News representa- 
tive on the Balkan situa- 
tion :

But I 
do not believe it will l)r:ng about a general 
blaze, and for thi.s reason the annexation of 
Bosnia and Herzegovina is regarded b}'; the 
Pan-vSlav party in Russia as definitely sealing 
the doom of Austria-Hungary asjt exists at 
present. M. Novikoff, who is Ambassador at 
Vienna, always defended the Berlin treaty on 
the ground that by handing over Bosnia and 
ficrzegovina to Austria it' rendered inevitable 
the transformation of that artificial Gcrnian- 
Magyar empire-kingdom into a Slavonic feder- 
ation. Austria-Hunj^'-ary will probably quar- 
rel as to whom the jirovinces should belong. 
The probability is, however, that Austria- 
Hungary will hold together until the b'mperor 
dies. After that the deluge. With regard to 
the Bulgarian question, the.i Bulgarians • have 
already got their independence;' They would 
not get Macedonia even if they went to war. 
'.rhcy have got their railway, and the only ques- 
tion about the railway is as to Isow much they 
will have to i)ay for it. The Bulgarians and 
the men in conuuand at Constantinople arc 
much too shrewd to risk the immeasurable 
possibilities of war merely on a quarrel about 
the railway. Patience is the great thing. • Let 
the other Powers use their morar authbrity 
to , induce the disputants to resort to the

The Treaty of Berlin 
The position of Bulgaria proper, of Eastern 
Rtunelia, and of the Occupie^l Provinces is de- 
fined in the following articles of the Treaty of 
lierlin : 

BULGARIA 

Article I, constittites Bulgaria an- "autono- 
mous and tributary principality under the su- 
zerainty of his Imperial Majesty the Sultaii." 

Article II. delimits the geograpliical fron- 
tiers of the ]3rincipalily. 

Article IH. enacts that "the Prince of Bul- 
garia shall be freely elected by the population 
and confirmed by the Sublime Porte with the 
consent of the Powers." No member of a 
reigning dynasty amongst the Great European 
Powers is to be elected Prince of Bulgaria. 

Article IX. provides that the amount of the 
annual tribute payable to Turkey by Bulgaria 
shall be decided by an agreement between the 
I'owors signatory of the Treaty, to be settled 
at the end of the first 3'ear of government un- 
der the new regime. The Powers are at the 
same- 'time to -determine what portion of i;he 
Turkish Public Debt should equitably be 
borne by Bulgaria. 

Article X. transfers to Bulgaria the chat'gcs 
and liabilities undertaken by the Turkish Gov- 
ernment in regard to the Rusteluik-Varna rail- 
way, as also its engagements with Austria- 
Jlnngary and the railway company for the de- 
vclo])mcnt of the Turkish railways, in so far 
as these may be affected by the (levelopnieht , 
of railways on Bulgarian territory. 

^' f ' -v j/rv -EASTERN RUMELIA 

Article 'XIII. constitutes a province south 
of the Balkans "which shall take the name of 
Eastern Rumelia, and which shall remain sub- 
ject to the direct political and military author- 
ity of his Imperial Majesty the Sultan, while 
retaining administrative autonomy." 

Article XIV. delimits the geographical 
frontiers of the new province. 

Article XV. secures to the Sultan the right 
of providing for the defence of the province. 
Domestic order is to be maintained b}' a na- 
tive police force assisted by a native militia, of 
which the Sultan is. to appoint the officers. 



Article XVI. enalilcs the Governor-General 
of the |)rovincc to call in Ottoman troops if its 
internal order or its security is threatened. 

Article XVI.I provides that the Governor- 
General shall be appointed by the Porte, with 
the consent of the Powers, for a term of five 
years. .... 
THE OCCUPIED PROVINCES 

Article XXV. provides that "the provinces 

of Bosnia and Mcrzcgovina shall be occupied 
and administered by Austria-Hungary." Turk- 
ish administration is to continue in the Sanjalc 
of Novi Bazar, but Austria-Hungnry reserves 
the right to f;arrisf>n it and maintain military 
and commercial roHLls. 

Till!: AUarUIAN SKORKT A0R1C12MENT 

The terms of this article wercso unsatis- 
factory to the Turkish plenipotentiaries at the 
original negotiations upon th'c'Treaty at Berlin 
in 1878 that they v/ere only induced to give 
their consent by receiving an undertaking 
from the Austrian delegates, which was not to 
be divulge'l by the Turkish Government.

']'he position of Enstern Rmnelia was al- 
tered b}' an agrecnicut signed l^y the represen- 
tatives of Great r.ritain, France, Russia, Ger- 
many, Austria-Hungary, Italy, and Turkey, at

Article I; of ,tha.t agreement provided that 
the office of Governor- G;erieral iqf the pi-oyihce, 
created by Article XVII^of/thC'Treaty^df^Ber-- 
liu, should he vested'in the Prince of -Buigaria; 
^ Article H. reserved certain I\fussu!man \'il- 
-lages to the Turkish Govcnuncnt. 

Article III. ])rovide(l for the appointment 
of a Commission by the Sublime Porte and the 
Prince of Bulgaria to suggest any necessary 
modifications in the Orgam"c Statute of the 
province and to safcguanl the interests of the 
Turkish;;;'35reasv|ry. " 

THE"BUiaABIA^ RUMELIAN-TRIBUTB' 

It sliourd^be added that Bulgaria has never 
paid the tribute due to Turkey under Article 
IX. of the Treat}-- of Berlin, nor borne any 
share of the Ottoman Debt. Eastern Rumelia 
has paid .some tribute aiul soiue share of in- 
terest on the Debt luulcr Clause Hi, of the 
Agreement of 1886, but with extreme irregu- 
larity.

AGE OF THE EARTH 

.: 'Many: things appear to throw aomo light' 'upon the 
■ prbbable/jaata-p? the Glacial Period, but It is not;,by 
any means'^p&ay'to reconcile the conclusions which 
•they seem to warrant. Goology and mythology both 
contribute their quota of cvidenco, nnd the more it is 
examined, llio move impossible .seems tlio tlieovy tliut 
ns was at one time tUouslit. a prolonged i)crlod of 
<'old RfCoeted all the liabitaDle parts of tlie world si- 
anultaneously iit a very remote date in tlio past. Tlie 
more recent invoatlgatlons of geologists suggest that 
there may have been several glacial perlods-and that 
none of them wa.s' universal. The myths of tntuiklnd 
all seem to relate to a great disaster, before wliioli 
mankind .held Intercourse with • gb'da'f and ^ demigods. 
Home of tho.se myths do not purport to be' very an- 
<'Ieiit. Similarly souie of the deductions of geologists 
make some of liii; dates of tiie Glacial Period appear 
I'elatlvels- ver.\" modern a.s compared witli former 
estimates. Thus It Is estimated that as 
Veeeiitiy as seven tliouaand years ago a 
, great ke sheet covered all the central 
• •,. part oC t:anada and extended down Into the Northern 
..> States. K this is corioct then the Glacial ' Period was 
Vi7',at.;its height In America at .a tlnio when Bgypt had 
». .^^reiiohed a hlg-h staj:e. o£f0lvlllza!tlon and. Babylon had 

■ SI history extending over some thousands of years. 
It was pointed out in one. of the papers of the ".Makers 
ii( History" serie^i th.at at a date, which cannot he 
fixed witli certainty hut nuiy liave been twenty or 
more eenturi<;s Lw'fore t.'lirist there was a great intcr- 

. ruption in tlie development of civilizaiion. This may 
liave been duo to a climatic change. Our Coast In- 
dians preserve traditions ofa great winter, and so also 
do some of the Plains Indlaiis. Longfello;w has elis^bor- 
nted and localized -one- of.'them in Hiawatha and the 
Glooscap. legend of.'tha Mlciri'as seems to relate to such 
an event. If the theo'ry of a series of Glacial Periods 
Is correct there is Tiothing- intrinsically Improhablc in 
the suggestion that seven or eight thousand years 
ago there may ha\''; been a period of prolonged cold 
liver a great portion of the Xorthern Hemisphere, 
which caused the Polar ice fields to extend many de- 
grees to the South. The various deluge legends are 
in keeping with this suggestion; which so far as we 
know,' has not been heretofore advanced, for It seems 
beyond, the range of possibility that these legends and 

• those of the Indians above referred to can date from 
a period millions of years ago as some writers have 
thought. This theory would also .serve to explain the 
existence in glacial deposits, of hum;in remain.^, and 
fragments of jjottery along with the bones of animals 
that have only become extinct within the historical 
period. 

One of the favorite means of estimating the re- 
moteness of the last Glacial Period In -America, is the 
" rate of erosion done by Niagara Falls, that Is the 
length of time required for the water to wear out tlio 
Gorge. There seems evidence to support tlie theory 
■that, the water of the Niagara river hegan to fall over 

■ the rocks in consequon-cfi of the breaking away of a 
great jce barrier, which permitted the waters of Lake 
Ontario to fall to their present level. Xow as we 
know the distance from Queenston to 'the Falls, if we 
can determine the rate at which the Palls recede, we 
can, on the supposition that this rate has been ap- 
proximately '^iiffi^^ , something like 
accuracy'how lbh'g'ago the Ice Barrier mentioned gave 

, way. The estimates of tlie jierlod needed for the work 

..-.reftu-red to vary exceedingly. Sir Charles Lyell - 
thought that 300,000 years would be required. Dr. 
Hall, New York State .geologist, who accompanied 
Lyell, estimated that a.";, 000 years would be re(iulred; 
Desor, a French geologist, reached the conclusion 
that tlie process covered more than 3,000,000 years. 
Since the observations of Dr. Hall, the New York 

, State geologists haye^made periodical measurements 
of trie rate of recession of the Horseshoe Fall, . Tliese 
j^how an- average j-ate of erosion amounting to about 
two and a ,Iialf feet a year over forty-five years, and 
if this is .accurato and conditions have been uniform 
since the work of erosion hegan, tlie Ice Barrier broke 
away about 7,000 years ago. which is well within the 
historical era as shown by tlic records of Ancient 
Egypt and Babylon and by the more or less trust- 
worthy recordff-of China. Observations a? to the T&tp 
of recessioh"of the Falls of St. Anthony near Stl Paul 
Indicate that a great Icc barrier In that vicinity gave 
way about the same time. There is certainly nothing 

. intrinsically improhablo in the suggestinn that Indian 
legends of an Icc Age, ending not more tlian seven 
thousand \-ears ago, would hav(' heeii preserved, and 
as we knov.- that men bad reached a considerable de- 
gree of adv.ancemcnt in Africa and Asia .at least 10,000 
\ears ago, the claim that men lived In America before 
the last Glacial Period appears wholly reasonable. 
, Hence also it seems to follow that there may have 
been a Glacial Period in Europe at no very remote 
age. If we are compelled by the logic of facts to bring 
the last Ice Age much nearer our own times than it 
was at one time imlversally supjiosed to he, we 
strengthen the case of those who claim that geologi- 
cal eras are not so enormously long as has been sug- 
gested, and it is not necessary to speak of billions of 
yearsvln conneijtlon wJth;^^^^ earth. It is 

evident thaVi^Vhen so inuclf..dlfflculty 'and untiertalnty 
attach to the att^mpt^to fix, even app^^ the 
date of the last groat geollglcal :change, much greater 
obstacles present themselves when we endeavor to fl,x 
In year.s the remoteness and duration of otlier geo- 
logical epochs. W'i: saw in the i)re(.'edlng article that 
arKumciits based on mathematical demonstrations 
liear out the theory that about 130,000,000 years have 
passed since "earth was without form and void and 
<iarkness was upon the face of the deep." This Is a 
brief period In comparison with what geologists ' a 
quarter of a century ago thought they had proved to 
be 'the age of the world. 



SAYINGS OF lYEYASU 

A correspondent has very kindly sent a translation 
of the Precepts of lyeyasu, as they are jireservcd In 
the shrine of the great Sliogmi at N'iliko. lyeyasu 
was, as was mentioned In last Sunday's article on the 
Makers of History, the real founder of the Empire of 
Japan, although for many centuries before his time 
the country had an emperor and maintained a distinct 
national existence. The ■precepts are as .followsi

These jirecepts are Interesting hecau.se',^ttie'y give an ■ 
insight Into the .Tapancso niird, for we may assutne 
■that they have played:Tsotrte;;'p£irt In forming the nn- 
tlnnnl character of the ijeople 'to whom they were ad- 
dressed. It will be noted that they take no account 
of ii Deit.\- (jr of ur;y human obligations to such a 
Hi'ing. They resemble the teachings of C^onfiieliis in 
tills respect, for that great teacher lu'lihcr .-ilflrmed 
nor denied the cvlsteiiee of :i God; hf seemed to feel 
that humanity would accompli!',h the best results pos- 
sible to It by following a course of action that was 



derived from human experience alone. AVlilIo there 
Is much wisdom in the above precepts, tliey are ab- 
solutely lacking In anything of the mituro of what we 
call religion. Herein lies one great difference be- 
tween the Aryan and. Turanian peoples. The former 
/■/aeiErri .-to' hav,e had^from^the , earliest: ^ of the' con-: 
•"ceijtion of a' dlvlhe-'bi'der of '.tlilrigsi ' It was not as 
pronounced as the Semitic conception,, nevertheless 
a thel.'-tlc Idea lay at the basis of their sense of por- 
soniil responsibility. On the other hand the Turan- 
ians do not ai)pear to have entertained the idea of a 
Goil to whom mankind owed a duty. It would not be 
accurate to claim .that tiiey had no conception of 
Deity at all, but it may be said that this conception 
had little or no Influence upon their lives. The great 
Asiatic warriors, such., as Genghiz, .Tlmur, Kublai and 
» others, had perfectly open minds on all religious sub- 
jects. They were ' tolerant' of all religious teachings, 
as China Is tolerant today, for the assaults that have 
from time to time been made upon Christian mis- 
sionaries are not tlie outcome of religious aiUlpatiiy 
on the part of the government, but are purely local 
ami very often jiersonai in their origin. It Is worth 
investigating how much of what w, call inodi'rn clvi- 
llzatlou is due to the existence of a religion which 
recognizes a God, who is Imminent in the affairs of 
men. Those who try every thing by the utilitarian 
test might endeavor to see how it affects this aspect 
of human development. The wisdom of Confucius and 
of lyeyasu was great, but it did not make for prp- 
gross among tluise who looked upon It as a sulHclent. 
guide. Tlie tlieistlc nations have given the law in 
tliejic latter days to the non-theistic nations. Their 
triumphs in all linos of human ende.-ivor maJ;e for the 
uplifting of luimanit\-. Under tlie non-theistic teach- 
ing of Oriental sages a high type of morality has been 
developed in the case of individuals, but the mass of 
the people under its influence seem Incapable of pro- 
gress either morally. Intellectually or materially. They^ 
are much as their ancestors were twenty centuries 
ago, whereas It can be claimed with certainty that 
there has been a general uplifting of the masses of the 
tlieistlc nations. Tlio lesson of the matter appears to 
be that of itself philosophy Is insufficient for the i)ro- 
motlon of tie ^volfare of mankind, because there is 
a side to hlsi nature that Is neither physical nor men- 
tal, but is wholly spiritual and therefore he must 'have 
some impetus which appeals to it, for after all It Is 
the spirit that is the man.

Is it any wonder that the whole nation be- 
came demoralized, and that miserable France, given 
oyer to the government of criminal madmen, seemed 
a place tforgbtten of God?

MAKERS OF HISTORY 

XXIX. 

Readers, who have followed this .series of papers 
thus far, have had presented to them an outline of the 
history of Europe, Asia and .-Vfrlca from the earliest 
days of which we have any record down to what may 
be ■called the beginning of the modern period. They 
■have seen liow the nations of antiquity rose and fell, 
and hovV'the foundations -were/' laid of the nations, 
which today are In control of the greater part of the 
old world. The story of bow the. English conquered 
Britain, tho Franks became supreme in France and 
the Teutons in Germany, of how tho Russians became 
liaramouiit in Russia, of how the great Turanian races 
estalilished empires in .\sla i\nd of the manner in 
which tho Semitic races spread over Northern Africa 
has briefly been told. We have- seen also how the Cru- 
sades stimulated liuman activity and fired human lun- 
bition to the accomplishment ,of 'greater things than 
petty \val•8.^It Is nesessary-now tO;..devote a little at- 
tention to a movement which was ihtcllbctiial rather 
than racial or national, and, while associated with It 
are many great names, cannot be attributed to anyone 
Individual. The reference Is to the Iteiiascc'nce, to 
adopt the AngllLized form of the wonl Renaissance. 
'J'lie word means "new birth." John Addlngton Sy- 
inonds describes it as "tho attainment of self-cons- 
clous freedom by the human spirit manifested ln..the 
liui-opean races." For twelve centuries or more aftqr 
Christ liuman intelligence stood still. The philosophy 
of Aristotle • was the standard of thought, and in 
Clirlstian Europe tlie Holy Scriptures the final test 
of all truth, material as well as physical. The charac- 
teristic feature of Aristotelian i)liiIosoidiy may be 
said to have been reason witliout experiment. This 
great man seems to have covered the whole field of 
b'.iniaii knowledge as it bad developed in Ancient 
Greece. lil.s reasoning from very Imperfect data 
forced to conclusions, which the discoveries' of a much 
later date confirmed, .but except ih his treatise "on 
Animals, the scope of his observations was very 
limited. His followers centuries after his rjeatn were 
even less-T5ljservant of natural phenomen,] than he, 
and they built up a school of thought, re.«tlng chiefly 
upon fancies, dlsdtilnlng altogether the slow and 
tedious process of wresting Nature's secrets from her 
by the slow processes of exiierlment. In the seclusion 
of Jlona.stories men thought, dreamed and speculated, 
everything in short except experimented. A\'e read In 
accounts'^ tho disputations of those days one In 
whicli the' issue was as to the number of angels, who 
could dant o on the point of a needle, and similar •■ih- 
surdities. Pious men became ahsorhed in tin; study 
of the Holy Scriptures and thought that they discov- 
ered In them tho final \'C-ord upon all subjects of' 
human Investigation. The story of Galileo's recanta- 
tion of his theory that the earth moves seems to us 
today to disclose a profundity of ignorance on the 
part of the ecclesiastical authorities, which is amaz- 
ing, but until we can place ourselves, as perhaps nnne 
of us can. In the view point of the Inquisition, whlh; 
wo may condemn the acts tliat compelled the recan- 
tation, wo are not In ;i. iiosltlon ti) (|ues',lnn the mo- 
tives which inspired them. Herein is the weakness 
Of the case of those who n.-fer to that act and others 
of a similar charaeter as proof of a conflict between 
religion and sch-nci-. They do not takb account' of' the 
fact that the thinkers of tho Renascence wore an- ' 
tagonlzing the learning and the religious, convictions 
which were tlie product of centuries. Wo are scarce- 
ly more tolerant today of the, Apostles of a social 
renascence than were the Inquisitors of tlie i iftet nth 
Century of the representatives of -what was then tho 
"New Thought." 

No two writers ar(^ quite in accord as to when tho 
Renascence began, and this is perhaps in some mea- 
sure due to the fact that all do not agree as to. 'What 
ought to bo embraced In that term. Pasqutile Vlllarl 
says it began with Petrarclj, whoso poetlo -. genius 
seemed to catch the first glimpse of the dawn of in- 
tellectual freedom, and' to' have reached its culmina- 
tion In-Loonardo da VlncI, artist, engineer and man of 
affairs, of whom it has boon said that he foreshadow- 
ed tho greatest discoveries of science with a prophe- 
tic power wliich seemed supernatural. Petrarch's 
life extended over the greater part of the Fourtcentli 
t;entury; Leonardo's covered the closing quarteroftho 
inftceiitli Century and the first half of the Sixteenth. 
Some writers attribute this great Intellectual revi- 
val to the dispersion through more western lands of 
tho scholars who made Gbnstantlnopie their homo and 
who fled from that city after Us capture by the Turks 
In 1-inS. Others aro inclined to ;ittiibutc! it to tlie in- 
lluence of the ( 'rus.-uli-s, and the enl.'irgement of Euro- 
pean id. 'as in consequence of the contact between tho 
jieople of Western l':uroi)c and Western Asia. But 
dates are really not very material in this connection, 
nor for that matter aro names. Tlio Renascence was 
a revolutlqnarjr.-;inovement ^1^ human thought. It 
foihid'expr6.sSlbn In Italy In literature, painting and 
architecture and,' In a'ddit'lon to tho names above men- 
tioned, those of Michael Angelo and Titian will sug- 
gest themsorves. Its influence was felt l.i the reU- 
gious world and to It were duo such men as Savon- 
arola, Ijoyola, Luther, llranmer, Calvin, Knox, and 
others. It insj)lred men with a desire for adventure 
and that wonderful galaxy of adventurers at the head 



ROBESPIERRE AND ' SAINT-JUST] 

Robespierre's name has come down to us with tho 
epithet of "Incorruptible" linked with it. To one who 
reads of the crimes committed by him, such a com- 
plimentary designation seems decidedly Inconsistent; 
but it is claimed for him that he was never false to 
his own standards, and abided by whatever principles 
li(- held, In spite of any opposition. It ia also asserted 
that he was naturally averse to bloodshed and that 
his consent to all executions w;is reluctantly given. 
However true this may have been in his early life, 
when we are told, he resigned his position as a mem- 
ber of the criminal court rather than condemn a pri- 
soner to death, it is impossible Lo beliiive but that his 
later years brought with them a callousness to the 
sufferings of others,'. and an ambition before which 
he insisted everything should give way. In disposi- 
tion he was amiable, and, in.his private life;Con8lder- 
ate even to gentleness. There 'Is little .dbubtitoiatyt^ 
tho sanguinary trend of the times had much" to" do 
with the moulding of the dispositions of the leaders 
of the Revolution, often perliap.s, in spite of their ef- 
forts to the contrary. In looking back with unpreju- 
diced eyes over the history of those terrible days wo 
can easily perceive the truth of the old adage, "a lit- 
tle learning is a^dang^rous thing." Tlie people had 
become -irtibued wUIi fftfg'ftifcfUs of the new school of 
phlloso'phy^of which Rousseau, Voltaire, and other 
Iihllo.sopbcrs of the century bad been 'the fbunders. ■, 
]3ut It Is as impossible for an uncultured, - unstable-; 
intellect to grasp the real fundamental meaning of 
an.\- i)hilosoi)hy, as It is for tho body of a child to 
undertake tiio work of a man. So It was that tho 
unhappy l<>ench people, led on by those who pro- 
fessed to be themselves followers of tho great philoso- 
phers and who could glibly quote from them when oc- 
casion required, became, destroyers without the know- 
ledge of the' power to reconstruct. ' ' ;• 

The chief associate of Robespierre, during the lat- 
ter part of Ills career was Saint-Just, an ardent revo- 
lutionist and a man of spotless moral.s, a man more- 
over of whom others stood in great awe on account of 
ills great dignity of manner, bis habitual reserve and 
the sincerity of bis convictions. lie had first como 
into prominence during the trial of the king, for whoso 
death he voted, making a. speech so cloQuently; de- 
fending the stand ho had'itakon that it won hJiii In- 
Klant recognition and fame. Some -historians credit 
Saint-.lust witli a great Influence over Robesplerro \ 
and hold him respimsiblo for most of the extromo 
mi'asurtjs sanctlomd l>y tlie famous Jacobin. Wo 
know for certain, liowi-ver. tliat Saint-Just would tako 
no part in tlie action .-igainst the Girondlns, and that 
lie even pleaded on their behalf thus endangering his 
own safety. It Is quite probable that whatever blame 
has been given Robespierre was very Justly merited. 
, When the famous Robespierre decided to Intro- 
duce his new philosophy lio inaugurated festivals in 
honor of the; .Supreme.- Reliig. During the days when 
theSL' were taking place he asl;i.<d to have the iirivliege 
of prc.iiding over the Convention. Tlie privilege w!is 
naturally granted. It is just a question w'-ctlior ho 
did not ima.gine that the ]ieople would prefer to do 
homage to the tangible rather than the Intangible and 
perceive in himself a substitute worthy of their deep- 
est reverence. However we behold him on tho occa- 
sion of, the first festival seated In a lofty pulpit In a 
pavilion that bad been erected in the centre of the 
Tullerles. He was clad in a distinguishing costume 
and decorated with corn and flowers. Tho grotesque- 
ness of his attire, tlie Inconsistency of the position, 
(lid not seem to have any effect iqion the assembled 
crowds, AVhen le:- .«iiid<e to the people they listened 
to liini as to one insjjired, as uiuiuestioning of his 
authority to dictate to them in spiritual matters, as 
they had been regarding bis leadership in affairs of 
State, when he used tho guillotine as the never-fall- 
ing means to gain his ends. At the base of the plat<' 
form that supported the iiavlllon were gigantic 'sta- 
tues of pasteboard representing the many sins against 
virtue. Atheism was In the centre, stirrounded by 
egotism, ambition and discord, .-V large statue clad 
in rags was suiijiosed to be symbolical of royalty, 
clothed with the rag.<i i;if misery, the rtigs enibleniatl- 
cal of the suffering slu; liad caused to the multitudes. 
After a short speech, Robespierre descended from the 
pulpit, and, >tf king a lighted torch from an attendant, 
he walked with theatrical bearing toward tho paste- 
board group, to udilch be aiiplled tho fires. Imme- 
diately the inflammablo materials Ignited, and, as they 
wero consumed, brilliant fireworks burst forth from 
the heart of the flame and a collossnl statue of Wis- 
dom .appeared. 

In spite of these religious dempnstratlons however, 
the .guiUotlnes were never idle in;.P.ar4s,..andy execu- 
tlpnV.'.went on jn .all thp .other .tb'virns .of'Frahbe. In 
the'jV'endee they had cohcelved a hovel jilan for exe- 
cuting upon tlib''wholesaje. They. crowded the priso- 
ners into shipc with valves, launched upon the river 
bolre, and In order to make death dcubly sure, they 
tied the coiulemneil togetlier in pairs by tho right 
hand ,ind foot. Tho little Vcndean charity children 
wero also cast Into tho river, whoso waters soon be- 
cam(! polluted, oven tho flsh being unfit to eat. In 
other places whole towns wero set in flame and many 
of the Inhabitants driven Into tho flames. 'When priso- 
ners wore too evidently innocent of tho charges made 
against them. It was (pilte easy to make other accu- 
sations and Lo jirfxiuce false witnesses. Twonty-fivo 
nf tlie magistrates of tlie Parliaments of Paris and 
'J'oulouse were condemned for taking part In an liii- 
nginary (■onsjilracy. M. do Malaslierbes, tlie bravo 
old ])bilosoi)ber, and sometime friend of tho unfortun- 
ate king, was executed with his .dttughtor. Women 
and yoiing girls became common victims of tho guil- 
lotine. The coininittcQ of Public Safety, looking about 
for fresh subjects lo satiate their bloodthlrstiness do-

He has his dreams. IIo told the Canadian Club In 
"Convocation Hall last nipht of one. It l.s of an "Im- 
perial Council;" tho creation of somo "organ." as he 
put It, "deflnitoly charged with tho care of tho com- 
mon interests" of all tho parts of tho Empire. 

But— and here tlio man of deeds came In; the Gov- 
ernor who liatl lil.s dreams, but also lU.s ovory-day, 
'practical duties— this "Imperial Council" is somelhing 
that must 1)0 worked up to. 

"It staniLs at tlio end of a process of constitutional 
dovelopmi'ut, and not at tlie beglniiln!?," ho declared 
last night. "AVo must arri\'o at tho best system by 
actually practi.slng co-operation with the Instruments 
ready to our hand, and on tlie problems Immediately 
before us. . , , . 

"To sum up: While we steadily keep tho Ideal In 
view, we mu-st keep our attention. upon the practical 
worlc wo c:ui do hi^re nnd now." • • ... ■ 

.lust another quotation from himself before .dealing 
^vitll his theme, for in an unusual degree Lord ,MH- 
ner combines tho subjective with the objeotiye. '"Ha 
gives us an insight Into the point of view that gov- ' 
erns him in handling the question of Imperial unity, 
calmrie'ss and inoderatlon. "One' misplaced word 
might: .destroy for. :the hearer tho meaning of words 
that are Intended as" an expression of life-long convic- 
tions," ho said. 'Nor does ho believe in "empty-headed 
bluster," nor that: there Is Heed "to wave the Hag," 
nor "to sing Rule .Britannia," . but rather— and no' 
more fitting words .cduWexpress- tbs;- Impression oJ 
Lord Milner's attitude-^"to" BO':lnto a corner' anjd 
pray." 

"So I pick my way carefully from phrase to pnra$e 
60 alive am I to the mischief done by a few ill chosen ■ 
expressions." . , , 

'^i/^r ^.:,;Carefully, Ricks His Wa/^ . , ' 

' ! Without this insight ;and without a sympathy With , 
his aim, -one. might easily accuse Lor.^ I Milher of /be- 
ing but a halting speaker. He Is halting; If -.by that is 
denoted ono who carefully picks his way through tho 
rocks of irresponsible jingoism. 

His purpose, as he put it In a few words, was to ' 
"develop the common life of tho Empire;" and the 

• road to this goal was, "doing things together." 

. I In his address last evening he touched on one 
.'•''practical" means to tho end, "a possible sphere of 

co-operation of immense Importance; co-operation of 

defence." 

' :He' took care to make it clear that the object of 
this was not to "relievo" Great Britain of her finan- 
cial burden of defence. It was a higher object, the 
sharing of a responsibility that would inevitably bring 
a closer unity, the Idea of an "Imperial partnership." 

Of how great importance this was, not in tho glorl- 
flcatlon of peace. Lord Mllner illustrated by tho des- 
patch of contingents by the colonies during the South 
African war. Ho declared that it had had a powerful 
Influence on the "diplomatic situation of tho world, 
when Great Britain was an object of universal abuse 
and the butt of every Invective. I believe It dld-more 
tlian anything else to prevent diplomatic complica- 
tions and an outbreak of a general war." 

A Transfer of Forces 
Then ho discussed, from every side. Interposing 
and meeting one objection after another, the form the 
constitution should take; one of men and ships,/ hut. 
not "In air-tight compartments," but with a transfer 
of forces, and all raided under a similar standard. 

This' was .'hia main:: suggesitlon, -but he touched 
'briefly on oth^s, as suggestive of "lines along which 
the Empire's parts might work together, such as a 
common standard of citizenship. The present system 
w^s , "the .beginning of chaos." ^ 

■ VVSrhat I. mainly . IiisIatVon,". ' ho .declared, ','aro the 
bppbftttnitiea for niutual'. dovelbpment j' and ' niiitual 
iielpfiiln^iss' that our common; citizenship affords.^. 

Lord Mllner was not ' always serious, butvlrt' hls 
introductory remarks gavn some delightful iast^ncea 
of English humor, with air Its intangible qualities. He

In chbdsing Convocation Hair laBt'hlght''' the Cana-. 
dlan Club provided a moans for 2,000 -people to hear 
Lord Mllner and his subject. It was a scene widely 
differing from the usual dinner addresses. There .'ivas 
a strange commingling of the elements that would 
go to mako un a gay and even brilliant evening as- 
.sembly with the .sol)or utterances of a speaker of In- 
tense oarncstness. One's imagination might suggest 
llio opening up of a ball room into tho chamber of a 
council of .stale. Segregated In tho galleries, on tho 
.sides and r(.Mr. were huntireds of ladles, in evening 
dress; down below, the seats wore crowded v/ith men, 
and upon tlio platform were others, prominent In To- 
ronto's l)u.slness and professional world. Not tho 
Icu.st interesting feature of tho evening yaa tho im- 
promptu iii ogrammo of half-chance, half-prearranged 
grouplnir.s ui)ou tho platform that came ■ before Lord 
Milner's entrance.

his audience roBo and cheered him standing. 

In presenting Lord Mllner. Mr. Home Smith, pro- 
•sldent of the Club, declared that Imperial unity was 
fast becoming a question of "i)ractical politics." Ho 
suggested as Canada's duo, that leaders like IMr. .\r- 
thur Bttlfour, Mr. Lloyd-George, Mr. Asciuith, the 
Premier, Lord Curzon and others should visit this 
country and moot the people. Canada's importance 
could Indeed only be recognized llttlngly by tho conij' 
ing of King Edward himself. (Laugh.ter.) ' 
In moving a vote of tlianks, Mr. White referred to 
tho occasion as a "delightful and moniorablo exiieri- 
ence," and thanked Lord Mllner for developing tiio 
feature of Imperialism, tho promotion of the world's 
peace, and excluding the element of jingoism. Tho 
desire for a closer association with Great Britain was 
:;.the strongest sentiment In Canada, bred In the bones 
'?of;^he people. Their ginhlus and patrlotlsmi^'lhelpea:!. 
must say by a: hostile tariff,"', had brought"? it 'abbut 
that' Canada's greatest, export trade was with Great 
Britain.. (Applause.) Rev. D. BrucefMa'cdonald, prin- 
cipal of ' St. Andrew's College, briefly seconded tho 
resolution. 

Lord Mllner In replying referred thus to the work 
of the Canadian Clubs: "I have not the least doubt 
they are performing a mo.Tt valuable function in do- 
vejoping: the' intellebtual and political llfe of Canada."

"But if' my subject is political. It Is not 'party' 
political," he went on.' "It has nothing to do with th( 
subjects that form the staple of party polemics In 
this country. While It excites differences of opinion, 
they are not along the line of .^Ordinairy. party cleav- 
age. ' ■■ 

"I want also to point out that I did not come lysro 
either as a lecturer or propagandist. My object was 
to become acquainted with the conditions and opin- 
ions of tlio people of this country. From that point 
of view my visit lias been an unmitigated success. 
I havo derived more iu.slractlon fruiii it than I car> 
say. (Somo laughter.) But whether I could bo bet- 
ter emi)loyed with my own niliul tlian In exhibiting 
its emptiness to others. Is another (luestion. (Laugh- 
tor.) ^VllateveI• advantages rtiero are in the role of 
a silent, observer, I have been deprived of by tlio 
vigilance and enterprise of yo.ir Canadian Clubs- 
(Laughter.) Like tho robber barons of old who scat- 
tered their castles along the medlaoval trade ro'.ites. 
tho Canadian Clubs are scatti.'red over tho land, and 
Insist on taking toll of the passing traveler. When^ 
evasion is hopeless all I can do is to ijay up cheer- 
fully, and look as if I liked It. (Laughter.) 

".\fter all tho helpful kindness and hospitality that 
has been shown me, it might bo rather moan to avoid 
tho visitors' tax, but I want it understood Uiat my 
.address Is not in the nature of a voluntary contribu- 
tion. I have been called on to 'stand and deliver'." 
(Making a.,coipical gesture of. helplessness.) Hence. 
Awhile, his "vrbrda might run counter to the pronounced 
opinions or' prejudices, of some, or disturb the con- 
tented, inertia of others, he declined to be rcspon.sibU^ 
for the "moral and lntenectuaf"damages," resultlni 
therefrom. (Laughter.) 

For Closer.r Union 
"And now, not to detain you too long." said Lord 
Mllner, "may I tako one or two things for granted. 
.In the first place. It may seem very conceited of me, 
but I will take It for granted that my audience to- 
night are acquainted, in a general way, with the spirit 
In which I approach tho question of the relations of ' 
./Canada- with tho Mother Country, and with the othor 
.iparts of the British Empire. And I will tako It for 
. granted fuvther — this Is perhaps a bolder assumption, 
but I am prepared to make It — that, broadly speaking, 
thla:aplrtt is in 'harmony with the spirit and temper 
of ■the great- majority of" tllose Irii Can^dia who think 
much; or earnestly about' 'that 'qiaestloh. I ma y bo 
quite wrong, b)it- that Is ■niy present Impression. I 
think there is'a wides|>readi a" preponderant, I do not 
say a universal desire among 'the people of this coun- 
try not only to maintain tho unloh'whlch at present 
exists between Canada and the other self-governing 
States under tho British Crown, but to see that union 
grow closer, to foster more intimate commercial and 
social intercourse, a better mutual understanding and 
greater mutual helpfulness. Underlying that dosiro 
is tho conception, not clearly grasped perhaps, but 
constantly becoming stronger and more definite, tho 
conception of tho Empire as an organic whole, con- 
sisting, no doubt, of nations completely Independent 
In their local affairs, and pos.sesslng distinct indi- 
vidualities, but having certain great objects and 
Ideals In common, and capable by virtue of these of 
developinsv-a common -policy and a; common life. 
• 'bo Thih^js Together • J'v^ . 

"'VVell, now, that being a general desire, the ques- 
tion arises how to realize It. And here opinions di- 
verge Indefinitely. My own -view is that, if people al- 
ready friendly and related, wish to become more 
friendly and more closely related, to develop a great- 
er intlmaoy and Interdependence, tho only way for 
this is to do things tog^cther, great things if possible, 
Iti any case things that are of somo moment, nnd aro 
worjjh doing. To do this, that and tho othor impor- 
tant piece of business together, not to stand talking 
of your mutual affection and sympathy — that Is tho 
method, as It seems to me. And there are many op- 
portunities for co-operation between tho membur.s of 
tho Imperial famli.v, some that have lieen taken, many 
more that have been and are being missed. It Is 
"quite a mistake to suppose that nothing can be done. 
An enormous amount can be done even with our pre- 
sent instruments. And if tlio instruments are imper- 
fect, it Is in using thorn that wo shall invent belter 
ones. Some people think that no progress can bo 
made without the creation, as a first step, of .some 
Imperial Parliament or Council representative of all 
■ parts of the Empire. I do not agree with this. But 
do not misunderstand me. I am and always liave 
boen. a Federalist. Personally I am unablo to con- 
:'oelV-a>tho effective permanent all-round co-operation 
,;->ot;the.8eIf-govemliig':Statfs' of the Empire without a 
common organ, an executive belonging to all of them 
In. ;the constitution of which they all have a .share, 
which 'ahelll - bo* responsible for , the defence of • their 
' common 'ilnfei-estB, and armed 'with power 'fb defend' 
them 'efleotlyely, . And for my b\vn part I ^6 not think 
:'the difflcultliib about the creation of such a tfodjr aa 
.great' "as they aptie'ar to many people'. ' 

Must Bo Co-operatlvo 
"But, in my view, that Is the natural end of a par- 
ticular process of con.stitiilloiial develoi]ment. it l.s 
not the beginning of It. It ma>- come more or less 
quick'.y. Or lis-'.- true solution may be found in sonui 
other form of organization, which on the basis of our 
present knowledge and experience I personaib- am 
unable to conceive. What is certain is that wo can 
only arrive at an ideal system of co-operation by ac- 
tually -beginning to co-operate in the problems Im- 
mediately before us, 

"Do not let us allow dlfferonces of opinion as to 
tho future constitution of tho Empire — I do not de- 
procit.-> the dlscus.sion of aucli matters, in fact I wel- 
come it, only I don't want it entirely to ab.sorb us — I 
,.Bay do. not , let such differences prevent our working 
,'j together . today v/herovor we can work together for 
; purposes whioh, we all, or the great majority of us, 
< consider deslrabje. To sum::up.' -^While we keep tho 
ideal in view, let us payi-ilmntedlate , attention to the 
one practical thing after another that arises and that 
can be dono here and now. 

Development of Trade Relations 
Now there is one respect in -wlilch I think most 
people are agreed that a groat deal can lie dono to 
draw together tho different i)arts of the Empire, and 
that is tho development of trade relations between 
them. But this i.s a .subject on which, groat as its 
importance is, I shall not ilwell tonight. I sliall have 
other opportunities of discussing It. Another great 
branch of the subject Is co-oi)cratlon for ilefonce. In 
, approaching that I . wish to remove ono common 
source of misunderstanding. The way in wlilch tlio 
casQ I?; sometimes put Is an, appeal, or .something like 
an'appedl on tho part 6f''tlje*irnitbd Kingdom to 
Canada,; or Australia or New •Zealand to lighten the 
vast burdens resting on the Mother Country, Por- 



sonally I am not in accord wltli that manner of ap- 
proaching the question, for many reasons, I think 
-there is aometlilng in the argument, that tho United 
Kingdom, certainly as long as It retained Indian and 
other dependencies would reciulre at least as largo an 
army and navy as it has today, even if tlie self- 
governing States wore wholly separate and the Unit- 
ed Kingdom was under no duty to protect them. 
Moreover I think that even under present conditions, 
their momtaerslilp of the Empire adds more to its 
collective streiigtli than liability for their protection 
adds to Its responsibilities. But no doubt tho gen- 
eral position would bo much stronger if all tho self- 
governing States were to adopt the course, which 
Australia seoms disposed to adopt, of creating a na- 
tional militia and laving the, foundations, of a .fleet. 
And I for ono would weivomeiffubh/a poUby,,>wherever 
adopted, not as affecting reliei: to the United, Klng:- 
dom, but as addlng.'to . the strength and dignity of 

''the Empire as a^Wholei sto its influence In peace as 
'well as to Its security In case of war. 

Not a Question of Shifting Burdens 
"It is not a question of shifting burdens, but of 
developing fresh centres of strength. Vov this reason 
I ha\'e never been a great advocate of contributions 
from tlie self-governing States to the army and navy 
of the United Kingdom, though as evidences of a. 
sense of tho .solidarity of the, Empire .such contribu- 
tions were welcome, and valhable, 'pending '-the' ''sub.-. .' 
stitutlon of something bettor." But I am 'sure that the 

• form of Imperial co-oporatlon In this , field will . ulti- 
mately take ahd ought tb; take, the form at once most 
consistent with the dignity of the individual States 
-and' most conducive to their- collective' strength and 
organic union, Is the development of ihelr several 




defensive resources, in material and In manhood, i 
know that It may bo argued — It has been argued — 
that Individual strength would make for separation, 
But I have ,)iO sympathy whatever witli that iioint of 
view. On tti"^ contrary, I believe that In proportion 
as they grow in power they will feel a stronger de- 
sire to share In the responsibilities and tho glory of 
Empire. ,,,^;:,,.,.^ . ^;A,■^.:.■^..^; 

"But-'quitorapart'ifrom.'any danger; to. :the Imperial 
spirit- In the seyerali'States, which I do' hot fear, there , 
.aro '.no! doubt nia'ny 'difflcultles about the creation of 
^se'piaratei' defensive forced, . and there is a danger of 
their developihg o'n lines'^ so dissimilar as to'hamper 
conjoint action, should It become necessary. This is 
especially true In the ease of the navy. Tho profes- 
sional and technical, not to r^uy the strategic, argu- 
ments for a single !>ig navy of the Emiilre aro enor- 
mously strong, so strj)i.,q: that they might conceivably 
overcome, as they have to some extent overcome In 
the past, the political objection. But witliont wishing 
to bi? dogmatic on a subject which requires a great 
deal more careful study on all hands than It has yet 
received, I m'ust say that, speaking as an Imperialist, 
I^.feel'tho political objection very strongly,;-''; v. 

More Than -a Contributiori„.,X . 

"If the self-governing States were golng^: under 
our present constitutional arrangements, merely>to 
contribute to a central navy, whether in money, or, 
better still, in men and ships, I do not think they 
would tako that Intere.-t and pride in the matter 
'which it Is essential tlicy should take. ' They would 
remain immersed In their local affairs, and, even If 
they r.'lt their obligation to the Empire as a whole, 
they would feel content to h;ivo discharged it by such 
a contribution. The contribution, under these cir- 
cumstances,, would probably not be large, but that, is

not really the weakest point in such a system. Its 
fatal weakness is that the participation of the sell- 
governing States In Imperial affairs would begin and 
end with the contribution. Tho responsibility for the 
whole direction of Imperial affairs, for policy, -would 
still rest with tho United Kingdom alone. That might 
save trouble for tho moment, but It -would bo a very 
poor substitute for a real Iniperial partnership. I 
know the latter cannot be achieved all at once, but I 
want to proceed on linos whioh lead towards It, and 
■which do not load away from it. The true liJJe of 
progress is for tho younger nations , to , ho br.OuSlit 
face to face themselves, however gradually, arid, how- . 
ever piecemeal, with : tne 'prbl)lem"^'bf f^th.e;^defenc6,)"of : 
the Empire, to undertake a ;blt of '-it;' so td speak; 
for themselves, always provided ■ that Whatever they 
dbiibe':lt much br little. Is dono for the Empire as a 
whole, not for themselves only, and Is part of a (rcn- 
eral system. 

Influence of British Warships 
"I might Illustrate my idea by the analogy of a 
llrm, in which dil'forcnt partners, with shares per- 
haps of very different amounts, take charge In dif- 
ferent centres, but always of the Interests Of the 
llrm, not merely of their individual interests. I .^can 
seo in my mind an arrangement, In the firstt instance, 
possibly a number of separate and special 'arrange-: 
ments, by which the eclf-governlng States would sup- 
plbment, : with their" bwn fbrcea,,, acting under their 
•own control, .but' oh a mutually agreed plan, the of- 
■fortis already 'Immepse, but not even thus sulllclently 
.covering all-the, ground, which the United Kingdom 
makes to make the presence of the Empire felt In 
every portion of the world.'* You know what the pre- 
sence of a Britlsli ship of war means in any waters. 
For once that they have to lire a shot, our sailors 
render a hundred invaluable and little-recognized 
services, to tho Empire, and to civilization, in timo of 
peace. But they cannot be in all places, where tlieir 
presence Is desirable. AVithout firing a shot a gun 
boat In the Southern Pacific may prevent the re- 
crudescence oi:. slavery, or In tho North Pacific act 
as a salutary warning to poachers. Imperial interests 
would be as well served, in either case, by an Aus- 
tralian or a Canadian as by an English gunboat. 

"I hope I have said enough — time will not allow 
me to say more — about tho spirit in which, the object 
with which I desire to see tho self-governing States 
develop for themselves that fighting strength which 
has once already, at a moment of great emergency, 
contributed so greatly to the safety of the Empire. 
Let me say ono word as to method. It Is of the higli- 
ost importance, not only for strategical reasons, but 
as a contribution to Imfjerial unity, that these forces 
without being forced into one rigid mould, should yet 
bo trained, armed, ottlcered on similar lines; so that 
in the details of military and naval organization, as 
in policy, these separate efforts may dovetail Into ono 
another. From this point of view I .think Mr, Hal^- 
dano's idea of a general staff i Of 'the Empire, Is an 
idea of great value. The soldiers' and sailors of dif- 
ferent parts of the Empire will' be -under the control 
of their several Governments, and these governments 
must arrange for thck.manner and degree of their co- 
operation. But thef*Vlll all ba" the servants of the 
Empire and of its common Bovere.Ign,*<and they can- 
not know too -much of one ahother:\.ifi-f ■ .. 

Not Necessary to Walt fop W.ar . / 
"We need not wait, indeed we ought-.not to -Avait 
fo- a war to bring them together. The same object 
c!in bo served by a systematic Interchange' of vser- 
vices In time of peace. It would be of Imjnehse* .value : 
for any British officer to serve for a time, in a. .Cana- 
dian or Australlan.force,, It'would be of no less ad- 
vantage to the Canadian pr Australian to put In a 
period bt service 'in,- another part of the Empire than 
his own.

' ' "And this idea of intercht^ttg^i?*' ?8epVico".LS5^n Vt>'^> 
and ought to be applied,' iii^manyi bthe:r-.d)ratetlon'8 
than that of Imperial defence.'-Mt is hot:^only' the 
military and naval service of the Empire to which It 
Is applicable, but th'e civil service as well. The civil 
iicrvico of tho self-governing States has been largely 
fashioned, as their political institutions have almost 
wholly been, on the model of tho Mother Country. 
No doubt that Is less true of Canada than of some of 
tho sister States. But in Canada also there la a 
tendency, and a very wholesome tendency to adopt 
at, least tho main features of the system, -which a 
long and dearly-bought experience has led us to 
adopt In the United Kingdom. But if we are going 
forward on the same lines, why do so in water-tight 
compartments? Why not liavo a common standard, 
at any rate In the higher grades of tho Civil Service'? 
Tho men wlio possessed that qualification would then 
bo available for administrative -ivork in any part of 
tho Empire, nnd tho government of any one State 
would have the best ability and experience of the 
other countries to draw upon as well as that of thclr 
own. ' 

Canadians at British Embassies 

'•I do not seo- why administrative ability should 
not How freely between pno part of the Empire and 
.'mother, as professional ability already does. We 
have a Canadian professor at Oxford and several 
Canadian lecturers. That is an excellent beginning 
In ono direction. I think it would bo at least of 
equal Importance to havo Canadian attaches at sev- 
eral British embassies which I could name and Cana- 
dian administrations in some of our Indian districts. 
In any tariff-making coinnilssion the c\-perlcnce of 
men from any of the British countries, which already 
have widespread tariffs would be InvaUiable. And on 
tho other hand there aro probably men In somo of tho 
departments of tho civil service at homo -who would 
b(! useful for your purpose. Perinanent ' transfers 
jnlght be. the exception rather than the rule, but tem- 
porary transfers could<wlth.mutual advantage become 
5tllte ;C6mtrioh.7!.They.., would be of the- greatest bene- 
flt to'tlie-inaiviauala concerned, and tend to keep up 
'ii high standard all round, and to militate against 
routine and stagnation. ., 
Root Idea of Imperialism 

"Xo^.v those are only a few instances. I could go 
on giving other Illustrations for hours of what I mean 
by doing things together. They are all In harmony 
with tliat which Is the root Idea of ImperlallHts, 
nnmel.v, to develop tho common life of tlio i'^lnipire. 
The basis Is of course our existing common citizen- 
ship, and our all being, to use a technical term, Bri- 
tish subjects. Yet we aro still far, very far, from 
(hdiig ail that we could do to reap tho benefits Avhlcli 
v^r common cltlzenslilp offers,, br even ^-tp show a 
proper respect for it. Citizenship of-. th'e JBmpIre is 
an iinnienso privilege. Yet how careless and hap- 
hazard is the.manper in,. which it is,- at present con- 
ferred. I Therb";ls'nb..uhlfofknBystem;ofni^tutallaatIon 
In the "different 'Slates'.' 'Bach deals' ■\vlth the; matter 
without regard to the othorS; and -what ls-,the result? 
Every man naturalized in the tinlted. Kingdom, whore 
tfie period of residence required Is long. Is a BrltL-ih 
.subject In every part of the Empire. But a rnan nat- 
uralized in Canada, Australia. South Africa or New 
Zealand, where the periods aro sliortor but different 
ono from another. Is only a British subject In the 
liartlcular country In which ho Is naturalized. This Is 
the beginning of chaos. There ought to be the same 
conditions precedent of naturalization in every part 
of tlio Empire, and they ought not to be too easy. 
But once admitted to tlio privileges of British cilizen- 
ship a man should enjoy them to tlie full In every 
<:ountry under tlie oomnioii Hag. 13ut that la by tho 
■ way, 

Tho Wider Patriotism 

"Tho point which I am mainly Insisting on Is tho 
opportunities of Individual development and mutual 
helpfulness which our common citizenship affords, 
.^re we doing all wo can to increase these opportuiil- 
tlca? I believe wo aro doing more than formerly, 
but still not enough. -We aro only beginning to r(;a- 
ll'/,e, and that not fully, the Importance of illrecting 
• ho stream of Immigration, and of capital, from ono 
part of tho Emjilre to .-mother rather than to foreign 
countries. And yot every tie, commercial, soda!, 
(iducatlonal or political, which causes men to pass 
and repass from ono part of tho Empire to another 
is of real importance in welding us together and 
making us realize the meaning and value of tho com- 
mon citizenship. 'Multi pcrtransibunt et augebltur 
.sclentla.' Yes, and not only will knowledge be In- 
creased, but patriotism — tho vrlder patriotism of the 
whole Empire. 

"And again, people cannot all travel, but they can 



all read. How little do people In any part of the 
Empire road of tlio doings of their follow -citizens In 
other parts'.' Yet they havo time to read abundance 
of trash of all sorts. 1 bollevo there aro many who 
would gladly road better stuff if they had tho oppor- 
tunity. Ii3 It too much to hope tliat now that wo have 
cheaper rates for mailed matter, especially if we can 
also get cheaper telegraphic rates, there may be a 
vast Improvement In tills respect. Assuredly there Is 
tho greatest need for;;lt. .It .rests - largely .with the 
.enterprise of the press.'i-aildVjIi hope ithey twill rise to 
the height of their great oppbi-tunlty." ''(Hear, hea-r!) 
: ; '~"And now I haVe done. "If 1 have only touched 
•intrrlbdiy, -imperfedtly, Incoherently on a- few aspects 
of a vast subject, of which my own mind , is full, I 
hope I have at least appeared to you to be grappling 
with a real problem and not engaged In phrase mak- 
ing." 

March of Human Progress 

"People often say to me. in .a lightlioartcd way: 
"\Vq wish you would give us an address for twenty 
minutes or half an hour,' aSotlt the British Empire.' 
Nothing is so dlflicultj' sb; intensely conscious am I of 
all it stands for; all It mean's throughout tho world 
in the march of human progress. I am anxious, how- 
ever, to give full nnd unexaggorated expression to 
my sense ot the privileges and responsibilities of , Bri- 
tlsli cltizonship. (Applause.) 

"Nothing is so odious as cant, and yet nothing so 
easy. Ono misplaced word or turn of a sentence 
might make life-long convictions sound like empty- 
hoadod bluster and rliodomontado. That I do not 
like to contemplate. My feelings lead me, not to wave 
a flag nor sing 'Rule liritannia.' but rather to go into 
a corner and pray, (Prolon;," d uiiplause.) 

"So I jilck my wa.v c;n-cfiilly from plirase to 
lihrase," he went on, in explanation of the slow de- 
llberatcness that pervaded the delivery of his whole 
address. "So alive am I to the mischief that may be 
dono by a fe\y ill-chosen ojcpressions." 

And thus he closed, this silent modest^ oariie&t, 
purposeful working British statesman:' '"It it', la 'palnrV 
ful— no, (l!. won't say painful — if it iB at-tlmea wearl? , 
some, to have to go on talking, about the British Em- 
pire, It Is bracing and inspiriting to try to work fbr 
it." (Prolonged cheering.) , '

^ ASTRONOMY OF TODAY 

In his ".Astronomy of Today," Dr. Dolmage has 
succeeded in doing more than write a popular intro- 
duction to his subject, he ha.s found it possible to de- 
scribe the universe in such a way as to stimulate his 
readers to undertake the trouble of personal obser- 
vation. From cover to cover the book Is .readable . ahd 
every word is Intelligible to the layman;'i&Jldia:t,tlmeSs. 
as In describing what may prove to ,' be '--the : future 
destiny of the earth, or In recalling the Intense human 
Interest that has been aroused in past ages by , the 
appearance of a comet or by the eclipse of sun or 
moon. Dr. Dolmage displays literary powers of a very 
high order. .- -^iS '^(i . ^ 

The book deals with • -just those portions of as- 
tronomy which -'thb ''ordinary man -wishes to under- 
istand atld for which -he will consult astronomical text 
. books'Ltoo' often' in .valm The roundness of tho earth 
'is vulgarly accepted as an article of faith, Imt few 
people could adduce an argument in favor of their 
'belleit Other than tho familiar ono of the ship's hull 
sinking below the horizon long before the masts havo 
; disappeared: The author collects the required evi-, 
■dence. A sphere is the only body of which it Is true 
- that a man starting from a given point in any direc- 
tion will return to the point from which he set out. 
The shadow of the eart-h as it creeps over the face of 
the moon is seen to bo always circular, a phenomenon 
again only possible in tho case of a sphere. The 
weightiest proof of all is to be found in tho continu- 
ous wav In which, as a man travels over tho surface 
of the earth, tho stars overhead give place to others, 
and there is'> an additional argument In the observa- 
tion that the sun, the planets, and tlio satellites ore 
all of them seen to bo round. 

The rotation of the earth, the nature of eclipses 
of sun and moon, the tides, the methods of observa- 
tion used by astronomers, and the -way in which re- 
sults are determined are treated with the same ad- 
mirablo thoroughness. The accepted views of today 
are explained In the light of the opinions held by Aris- 
totle, the AlexahdriahSjiand the astrologers, and the 
reader is given' a' dear 'idea of the means by- which 
truth has, been evolved; from error,-pr, rather, how the 
lesser truth has been swallowed' up In the greater. 

There is a full, description, .of the planets, , and a 
discussion on tho famous "canals" that are present In 
Mars. Dr. Dolmoge's conclusion is that theorlsatlon 
is futile in the present state df astronomical know- 
ledge, for It has been pointed out that the view of 
JIars, as obtainable with the best telescope, can fairly 
be comnared with the naked eye view of the moon. 
The theories of Professor Lowell, Professor Pickering, 
and Dr. Kussel Wallace are, however, , carefully , sum- 
marised. In dealing with Phobos arid Delmos,- the 
satellites of -Mars, the author writes: 

••A strange foreshadowing of tho discovery of the 
satellites of .Alars will bo familiar to readers of 'Qul- 
ll'.'or's Travels.' According to Dean Swift's hero, tho 
astronomers on the Flying Island ot Laputa had found 
two satellites to Mars, ono of which revolved round 
the plaiiet in ten hours. The correctness of this 
guess is extraordinarily close, though at host It is, 
of course, nothing more than a pure coincidence." 

In tho last two chapters an attempt is mado to 
visualise the beginning and the end of things. The 
author recalls ,Slr George Darwin's view that 54 mil-, 
lion years ago tho earth and moon formed ,on6' body, 
which rotated at about fiv,a.^-timeft-;.lt8,-ipr^e8ent .rate. 
Tho attractive force of the,i3>inl'^usedrdl,8ruBtlp,n. and 
the earth and' moon system''cahie"ih'tb e5clst6hce'by a 
cataclysm. , , The' same observer believes that the ao- : 
tlbii'.of'the sun ,-,WlU In time disturb the present ap- 
parent harmony of the system, and that tho moon will 
eventually return towards the earth, so that,- after the 
lapse of ages, they will; reunite once more. , , ■ 

Tho final destiny of the earth Is gloomy In tho ex- 
treme. Tho heat ot the eartli may fall, and tho vol- 
canic elevating forces that hitherto liave counteracted 
the slow wearing down of tho land surface may cease 
to act, and so what v/ator remains may wash over the 
whole surface of the globe. Or the sun may cool, 
and "the mind's eyo can picture tho last survivors of 
the human race, huddled together In a glass house 
Koniewlicre on tho ctiuator, waiting for tlio end to 
coiiK'." The end may be collision ^vlth tiie head of a 
comet and the destruction ot tho earth's atmosphere, 
with Instant death as tho .se(iuel. A moro terrible 
end is (oresh.adowed in the folio'ivlng words: 

"As the sun rushes towards the constellation of 
T,yra. an extinguished sun may chanco to find itself 
la his ])ath. just as a derelict hiilli may loom up out 
of the darkness right beneath the hows of a vos.5el 
sailing tho great ocean. Unfortunately, a collision 
between tlio sun and a body of this kind could not 
occur with such merciful tmddonnoss. A tedious 
warning of its approach would be given from that re- 
gion of tho lieavens whither our system .i8,kpbwu'. to 
bo tending. As the dark object would bo'cqmo visible 
only when sulllcicntly near otir sun, to'he' In somo de- 
gree illuminated by his rays, it: might run the Chance , 
nt first Of being mlstaken^for a new planet. If such 
!i body were as large, for Instance, as our own sun, 
it should, according to Mr. Gore's calculations, reveal 
itself to tho telescope somo fifteen years before the 
great catastrophe. Steadily Its disc would appear to 
enlarge, so that, about nine years after Its discovery, 
it would become visible to tho naked eye. At length 
the doomed inhabitants of the earth, paralyzed I with 
terror, would see their- relentless enemy shining like 
a second moon In the northern sklos. Rapidly in- 
creasing In apparent size, as the gravitational attrac- 
tions of the solar orb and of Itself Interacted more 
powerfully with diminishing distance, it would at 
last draw quickly in toward.^ tho sun and disappear 
In tho glare. . . . Eight minutes after tho moment 
allotted, the resulting tide of flame would surgo across 
tho earth'.s orbit, and our globe would quickly pass 
away in vapor." 

Tho quotation is typical of Dr. Dolniage's work, 
Those who read it without any previous knowledge 
of astronomy will find that a ne.w interest has boen 
add(<d to their lives, and tliat in a matter of 350 pages 
thoy havo gained a true conception of tho meaning of 
astronomy. They will bo Induced personally to ob- 
serve tho heavens and to take at least an amateur 
Interest in the oldest and. It must be added, ono of 
■ iiiQ most neglected etf the sciences, — Belfast Whig, 




.THE HOME GARDEN 

AIJL' . THE' PERENNIAL l''ARKSPUK'I 
. WORTH GROWING 

HE perennial larkspurs are un- 
doubtedly the most poimlar 
blue - flowered hardy plants. 
And no wonder. The spirit of 
the flower is aspiration itself, 
witness the towering spikes antl 
the colors of tlic sky. For tw(j 
weeks in July the larkspur is the 
tjueen o£ the hardy border. And 
I :;;;,in the fall larkspurs give^ another ;. gqpd,^show 
' ■■'of color though the' spikes are "'"hbt" then ' so 
large and perfect. Interest in the larkspufs 
now centiTS in the h3d)rids. most of ' which 
l)ear the names of prominent pco])lc. 

The points of a good hybrid larkspur are ; 
densely flowered spikes; many blossoms open 
at the same time; large individual flowers; 
rounded sepals, ability to stand without 
stakes; and above . all good constitution, 
which implies resistance to blight. 

Six species are(cbmmonly said to have en- 
tered into thfe.se liyTsrids, but the conclusions 
reached by the latest monographers are . so 
astonishing that i have had the types 'traced 
from authentic pictures so that anyone may 
judge for himself this season which ones have 
been the most important in the evolution of 
the best garden varieties. 

But first we must understand the struc- 
ture of ardarkspur. flower, which is very inter- 
esting. THe'five showy parts arc not pctal.s, 
but sepals, although they perform the function 
of petals, i.e., attracting insects. One of these 
sepa.ls,. has a long spur. 

The true petals arc generally four, and the 
two upper ones have colorless spurs which 
run back into the s[)urrcd sepal. These upper 
petals arc really nectaries, and the finiction' of 
the blue spur.'is doubtless to keep bees from 
getting at-.tlie nectar by a short cut without 
cross-fertjlizingith^ iloyvtrs. 

The two lower petals' arc generally, notched 
and bearded so as to .suggest the hind legs of a 
bee at work in the flo^wer,;' whence 
; bee larkspur." ' 'U^,. - , . . _ . 

I. The; Hybrid Xarkspur. of Botanists 

It is. quUeyiUe.ii^'tM 
botanists is not in cultivation, aiid that the 

nurserymen use this name collectively for the 
hybrids that have originated in cultivation. 
The true hybriduni is distingnishcil from all 
other species mentioned in this article by hav- 
ing kaf-stalks that sheathe about the stem. 
Its lea\"cs are many times ])artcd into linear 
.segments. The flowers as first pictured were 
only three-eighths^ of i an inch across: There 
was once introduceci a crimson flowered form 
of it known as var. puniceum. It is greatly to 
be hoped that this can be recovered, on the 
chance that it may prove to be easier to grow 
than the other red-flowered species. .D. hy- 
briduni grows wild in Asia. 

TI. The Large-Flowered Larkspur — Grandir 
' ' .■ ^' florum 

'■^^''^ The perennial larkspur with leaves 

divided into many linear segments is D. gran- 
diflorum, which is often said to be the species 
that is chiefly responsible for the large indi- 
vidual flowers that the hybrids i)ossess. The 
flower of grandiflorum was depicted as one 
and threcrfourth' inches across as long ago as 
1760. On'' the other handi it has only six :;t6 
nine -flowers in- a Ipose cluster, which caniiot 
be called a spike. It came originally from Si- 
beria. 

■■■ The most famous variety of it is the Chin- 
ese larkspur. In other words, D. Chiuensc of 
.the nursery catalogues should be crdled 1). 
grandiflorum. var. Chiuensc. This \-aric!y has 
never been distinguished I)y an\' characters of 
botanical importance. The gardeners are 
])retty well agreed that it is dwarfer and has 
larger and more nurherous flpvvers; It c6m- 
mouly grows one tobnc and one-half feet high, 
while grandiflorum may be two and one-half 
feet. 

The uuicpic merit of the Chinese larkspur 
is that it will bloom earlier and give more 
flowers the first year from seed ili;ui ,'iiiy 
other ])crenuial iarks])ur. To get a fair show 
of flowers by August it is best Lo sow the 
other species indoors in March, but the Chin- 
ese larkspur will be covered with flowers on 
Independence Day from seed sown outdoors 
in April. It probably has more of the ever- 
blooming habit than tiie other species, for the 
variety known as IMue Buttcrfl}' begins to 
bloom Avhcn the jilanl is only niric inches liigh 
and luuler fa\'oral)lc conditions will continue 
until frost. 
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III. The Myr.terious Formosum 
otild scar!-e!\' !> 



Delievc niy eyes when I 
read a statement by the latest nujuographer of 
the whole genus (fluthi to the effect that the 
true D. formosum is practically unknown to 
gardens. The man who first described it 
(Boissier, 1856) says that it i.s unicpic in hav- 
ing golden hairs on the upper petals, as well 
as the lower ones. All the famous old colore'd 
plates that call themselves D. formosum, are 
referred by Hnth lo D. cheilanthumV 

Moreover l lutn descri).>cs a D. tormostim, 
var. cenliflorum which he says is "the most 
beautiful of all delpliiniums, but gardeners are 
little acquainted with it because it was intro- 
duced into cultivation comparatively late." Jt 
will he difficult for any gardener to believe 
that tlic be,«t species of the genus— one with a 
hundred flov/ers in a si)ike and each flower 
■two and one-half inches across — could remain 
compar,atively unknown to» cultivation- after 



once l.>cing introduced; It is native 
menia. 

IV, The Big-Lipped Larkspur — Cheilanthum 

The name D. cheilanthum rarely, if ever, 
appears in catalogiies today, yet if .lluth is 
right it is to this species that we must :Utri- 
bute practically all; the plants sold as D. for- 
mosum. Tlic .original dc.scription of D.' cheil- 
anthum, made in 1820, is founded on two pic- 
tures, showing the prominent beard on 
the lower petals, This flower was a small 
one — about three (juarters of an inch acro.ss. 
Later pictures that call themselves cheilan- 
thum show flowers an inch and a half in di- 
ameter and in 1838 we get in Sweet's "British 
Fjower Garden" a variety: with a: dozen' flosy- 
ers on a spike nine inches ' long. Th^e leaf 
from the picture of 1769 shows one of the up- 
per leaves and we nuist always be on our 
guard against these in Delphinium, since they 
are not characteristic. The most characteris- 
tic leaf to be found in the genus is the one 
which is shown in Sweet's picture, 
which he calls U. cheilanthum. var. nuil- 
tiplex and ' my readers, will instantly recall 
this as the most familiar type of foliage ariiong 
])crcnnial larkspurs. The leaf is usually five- 
parted. 

lluth sa_\'s the tradesmen used to offer a 
1). clicilantlium, v;ir. fnrmo.'^inn. It is c|uile 
possible that this got shortened in the trade to 
D. formosum and I can testify that the speci- 
mens which the New York Botanical Garden 
got from American seedsmen «ndpr.;,this name 
are really cheilanthum, ,fof the golden beard 
on the big lower lip of this flower is unmis- 
takable. This species is native to Siberia and 
the plants grow about three feet high. 

V. The Tall European Larkspur — Elatum 
The long spikes that we often find ;nnoiig 

the hybrids arc gcnerall)- supposed to be de- 
rived from the tall [•'.uropeaii larks[)ur {D. 
elatum), a plant thai ordinarily grows aboitt 
five feet high. The earliest good 
picture of it (1756) shows a spike 
sixteen inches long, containing more 
than forty flowers, each five-eighths 
of an inch across. The nurserymen 
sometimes Ijrag of spikes three feet 
long. The reader must bi*ace' him- 
self for another shock, 
for in the "Cyclopetlia 
of 'American Horticul- 
ture". Davis says of ela- 
tum: "It' is 'probablci 
that all, or nearly all. 
the plants sold here un- 
ler this name should be 
calleir D. e.xaltatum."' 
VI. .The Tall American 
Larkspur — Exalta- 
tum 

I do not see how 
anyone can cdnfuse'thc 
tall larkspur that grows 
east of Nebraska with 
the European species. 
True, they both have 
small flowers in long 
dense spikes, but look 
at the leaves! The 
European species (da- 
tum, generally has a 5- 
parted kaf, while the 
American (e.\altatum) 
is generally three-part- 
ed. P.ut it is still more 
significant to compare 
the width of the divia- 
ions. The wedge-shap- 
ed divisions of e.xalta- 
tum seem liighly characteristic. The 
leaf and flower from Philip j\liller's 
••Dictionary," 1760, shows about 
twenty-five flowers, each five- 
eighths of ail inch across. 

J-','en Homer nods, anil Nicholson 
and flower of exaltatuni tliat 1 re- 
in his "Dictionary of Gardening'' 
ly mistaken; in making; datum a mere syn- 
onym of exaltatum. For, even if the European 
and American plants should be considered the 
same species, the name datum must be given 
the preference since it dates from 1753, while 
exaltatum was not described until 1789. 

We ought to know more ;d)out the tall 
.\niericaii larkspur. T .^liall he grateful to ;mv 
who will send me plants from the wild for mv 
garden, [ should like to know the merit oi 
this species as compared with datum and 
particularly whether it is more resistent to 
blight. ■ 

The Red and Orange Larkspurs 
There was great excitement in 1855 when 
the scarlet larkspur was introduced, and again 
in 1870 when the orange larksjmr wa.s brought 
into gardens. Hitherto perennird larkspurs 
were confined to blue, purple, ;mcl their deriva- 
tives, including hu'ender an<l white. The two 
new species seemed to ]iroinisc e\-ery other de- 
sirable color, for yellow is easily' derived from 
orange. 

Unfortiuiately these spci:ies, though per- 
ennial in Crdifornia, will not sin-vi\-e northern 
winters. They, can be made to bloom the 
first year by starting seeds indoors in March, 
but if one could get fresh seeds in August it 
would probably be best to sow them , then and 
winter the plants in a coldframe. 

Both sjiccios ha\ e a sort of tuberous root 
and after flowering the plants die (lowii to the 
groi nd. The dried roots have been offered by 
bull) elealers, but have not given unifrom 
success. 1 have as yet found no indication 
that anyone has succeeded in crossing these 
species with the tall perennials. • 
, . The cjircliiial larkspur (D. cardinale) is us- 
ually cbhsidered the better species as the flow- 
ers open wide _(qjic and one-half inches) while , 



those of the orange larkspur (D. nudicaulc) 
remain partly clo8ccl. They arc also smaller 
and in looser clusters. 

These species should be grown in sandy 
soil and it might he .well to lift thc TOOtS f'ftcr 
flowering and lay them on or near thc snrface 
of the ground under a coldframe in order , to 
imitate the rainless Californian summer. I\[r.

The^ May-Blooming Larkspur— Tricorne 
. A ^(lay-blooming larkspur, ought to be of 
considerable interest, yet I-'khow- oidy one 
nurseryman who catalogues our native D. 
trice)rne. It usually grows only a foot high 
and bears si.K to ten purple, rarely white, flow- 
ers each a little rnqrC/^thaji aiLinch in diameter. 
The rockery is a better place for rare plants 
with tuberous roots than the border, because 
in the latter situation when the tops lie down, 
the roots arc easily ruined by a careless stroke 
of the hoe. 

The Pale Yellow Larkspur 

There is no golden larkspur, and uufortini- 
ateiy the pale yellow larkspur { D. Zalil ) be- 
longs t(.i tile same cultural group as the Cali- 
fornian species, although it is a nati\"e of Af- 
ghanistan. It is a freer blootnor than the other 
tuberous kinds but is inclined to bloom itself 
to death. There is an .exquisite colored plate 
of it in the Garden (English) for 1896, show- 
ing flowers one and one half inches across and 
t^vo dozen in a s])ike. It has been known Xo 
attain a height of five feet, but few i)co))le 
make it average more than two. Jt would be 
a great achievement to cross this si)ccics with 
a whiteiflowered perennial larkspur. D. Zalil

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MEDIUM LOW HEADED TREES 

''I -prefer trees medium low-headed so as to' 
have roont to pick up dropped fruit. Then one 
can gather faster from the ground than on. 
ladders, and I find that trees do not split and 
l)reak off when heavih' loaded with fruit, aa 
they will rest on the ground or can be more 
easily propped than those with high tops. . -IE 
they are too low the fruit dpes; not appear to 
color as well as wdien off the ground a littla 
distance. • ' . 

The common practice •in- our locality iiS 
medium low-headed. I hardly- think borers 
would do any more damage to low-headed 
trees than hi.gh. The flat-headed borers gen-< 
erally attack a tree that has .some injury, on-it, 
sun-scald, rotten wood or something of -v that ' 
nature on the tree that is injured. 

The fruit on medimn low-headed trees i.s 
not damaged so nmch in wind storm unless it; 
falls from the very top. As I have had but 
little experience with high-headed' trees, I can- 
not say which is easier to destro}'^ caterpillars 
on, but since I can spray medium low trees 
with less difficulty, I should iinagine they 
would be more readily ilestroycd on the - me- 
dium low tree. — Iowa Farmer.

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CORRESPONDENT cf the London 
London Times writes: For tiic stn- 
(lent of political and racial questions, 
few places on earth can compare in 
interest with the capital of China to- 
day. To rc-visit it after an absence 
of ten years is to realize something'! of 'the 
forces at work in and around the Middle King- 
dom, something of the results of the deadly 
struggle for world-power which has made 
Manchuria and North China the cockpit of 
y\sia, and of Avhich the end is not yet. To 
those who knew the Peking of the nineties, 
the contrast of f ered by the city of today gives 
food for much reflection. There are other 
phenomena in this part of the world equally 
striking, such as the creation and growth of 
the Russian railway city of Harbin, and the 
grim, silent passing of China's sovereignty in 
all that region sacred as the birthplace and 
cradle of the d3-nasty, but none of these strilce 
the imagination so forcibly as the outward and 
Visible signs of fusion and change that con- 
front one in Peking. 

]3efore the Chinp-.tapanesc war of 1894, and 
even after the- great Boxer upheaval, the Pe- 
king known to travelers and European diplom- 
- acy was much the same slumberous, dust-laden 
medieval city as that from which Nurhachu 
und his Manchu bowmen drove the effete 
Mings three centuiies ago. Remote, deliber- 
ately inaccessible to all influence and inter- 
course, holding haughtily aloof from the ever- 
approaching clash of conflicting systems, Pe- 
king stood; above all, for the home and head- 
quarters of the Banncrmen (that conquering 
i-ace from whom the instinct and power of 
conquest has long since departed), an ana- 
chronistic excrescence clinging to the walls of 
the Forbidden City. Long regarded by Eur- 
ope (and particularly by Rus.sia) with feelings 
of superstititoUs awe, by reason of a survival 
of respect dating away ,back to the days of 
"Kangshi, the capital of China has come to be 
recognized, since the exposure of 1895, as the 
home of ah alien race of rulers, effeminate and 
slack after generations of tribute eating case, 
the seat of a Government Manchu only in 
name, and qnchallenged only by force of tra- 
dition. Despite the rude shocks of ,1860 and. 
the nearer perils of 1895, Peking at" the 'close 6f 
the century had apparently learnt nothing and 
forgotten everythiiig except its inextinguish- 
able desire for seclusion, that desire which 
found its final expression in the Decrees of 
1900 ordering the extermination of all foreign- 



ers. Isolated for want of all means of rapid 
communication, innocent of sanitation, police, 
and all other form-s of civic administration, 
the capital of China slumbered on, •onl}'' ten 
years ago, amidst the gathering forces :'of,,;dis-:.. 
integration, 'i'hrough her' filth-strewn streets, 
axle-deep in dust or mud, still lumbered the 
rude vehicles of a primitive civilization; 
through her ancestral, battlcmcntcd gates, 
close-barred at sunset, long lines of slow-pac- 
ing camels bore the city's food supply with a 
congenial flavor of ancientry. »Such was Pe- 
king in the nineties, a city well content in 
squalid isolation, brooding on her enqily dig- 
nities, capital of the chiefest of cafth's peoples. 
What need was there for the sacred city of 
the Dragon Throne to change any of her an- 
cient ways because of the clamor of ui)Start 
nations on her ijorders ; w,'is she not still the 
centre of the universe, and suzerain of many 
great States, receiving tribute, as of old, from 
Tibet, Korea, Nepal, and many other vassals? 

And today, as if by enchantment, the old 
order has changed, and the capital of China 
no longer typifies the mouldering traditions 
of the Manchu hierarcli)\ but rather the new 
national instincts and aspirations of the Chi- 
nese people. t)n the immediate causes of the 
transformation we need not dwell, for tlsey arc 
known to tlie world — the aftermath of the 
Boxer madness, which brought the railway 
and the outer world to the very gates of the 
Palace ; the continued occupation of the city, 
and its road to the sea, by the military forces 
of the allied Powers; then, five years later, the 
amazed awakening of all Asia to the earth- 
shaking fact that Oriental armies had success- 
fully cliallenged the boasted supremacy of the 
white races; last, aiul most vital, the creatif)n 
and pressure of Chinese public opinion, articu- 
late through the new Press, bringing to bear 
upoii the hoary traditions of Celestial state- 
craft its unmistakeable demand for new 
methods and new ideals. The keynote of this 
public opinion, born of '■Western leariiing" 
and recognition of China's humiliating weak- 
ness, is "China for the Chinese," and its 
avowed object is that the Government should 
speedily put an end, by effective reforms, to a 
situation which thinking men have come to 
regard as intolerable, a situation which in- 
volves curtaiilment of sovereign rights, the ])re- 
sence of foreign garrisons, 'spheres of in- 
fluence," and extra-tcrritoriality, with all its 
privileges for the alien. And thus the day of 
reform has been made to dawn in high places.

So it has come to pass that today three 
railways bring their traffic auddjrpadening iht 
fliieiices to the very gate of the"" cify.''

ernment offices'. Most remarkable of all — as 
indicating the change in social and educational 
standards — is the new zoological and botanical 
garden, whither large crowds of both sexes 
resort daily; a purely Chinese enterprise, of 
which the citizens are justly proud. All these 
manifestations of a new and energetic admin- 
istrative faculty are the work of the past ten 
years, and.to.those who remember the Peking 
of the old regime the -change is a matter, of 
wonder and hopeful augury. If any one had 
])redicted in 1900 that in less than -ten years a 
foreign adviser to .the Chinese Government 
woidd be driven in an automobile, in company 
with a member of the Grand_ Council, from the 
city to the sunuiier palace, or that Chinese 
newspapers-, printed in the capital, would freely 
discuss.the |i,ecessity for constit^itipnal govern- 
mentVliis'ii'ien'cls 'might rca^onably have' called 
in medical advice ; yet these things, and others 
equally remarkable, have come to pass. To

fied by all the history of the East. The flower 
of reform is certainly in full' bloom, but what 
of the roots? Some millions of taels have been, 
and are being, spent oh proving to the civilized 
Avorld that modern municipal administratioil is 
not beyond the powers of Chinese officialdom 
at its fountainhead, but there are already signs 
that the strain of this unusual expenditure is 
beginning to tell heavily on the boards con- 
cerned. When'lPoking bteypnd/tlie: immediate 
present, it is tiifefeforb riattifal'that'^^ shPuld 
seek' to ;fincl in the financial policy of the Cen- 
fral'Goverhment some proof that these reforms 
are the result of a definite and deliberate plan 
of reorganization, and are not merely due to 
the spasmodic activities or transient influence 
of a few pro.gressives. Considering only what 
meets the cac in Peking itself, it is evident 
that for the permanent and satisfactory main- 
tenance of police, public lighting, and other 
things hitherto undreamt of in Chinese phil- 
osophy, there must first be devised a system 
of municipal taxation, sanctioned by law, with 
definite allocations of revenue, and there must 
also be a puldic service composed of officials 
specially trained and permanently employed 
for this class of work. In other words, the old 
hand-to-mouth, happy-go-lucky methods (me- 
thods which find the sol«ti6n of every finan- 
cial problem in- a new loan from a foreign 
bank, and by virtue of which every Mandarin 
leaves "maintenance and repairs" to his suc- 
cpssof) must be replaced by an efficient and 
business-like .S3^stem, if the beginnings of re- 
form are not to lead to worse chaos than be- 
fore. The metropolitan boards themselves re- 
quire to be reorganized .ill' fact as well as in 
name (of which there is as yet no sign), and 
the Central Gbvernrhent could, therefore, give 
no better earnest "of its inteitions 'llian by di.s- 
banding forthwith its arm)'- of inefficient and 
sinecure officials, that locust horde wdiose im- 
mediate interests have hitherto been stronger 
than all the counsels of progress. It is too 
much to hope that the Mandarin of China will 
follow the example of the Daimios of Japan 
in a general and patriotic surrender of his class 
privilegesr but in the absence of any such altru- 
ism it.may safely be said that, unless the Gov- 
ernment is prepared to face the thorough re- 
organization of the country's civil service and 
finances, other reforms, however outwardly 
impressive, can be at best but face-saving 
make-shifts. ■ 1 . ■ " f ' '

the past because of the ignorance or v.'eakness 
of its rulers, one sees the military garrisons oE 
seven foreign powers philosophicaliy?acceptevl\ 
by, this patient, peace-loving people asvpayt'^of' 
the .cstab.lished order of things; when one' re- 
hiemb'ers what this incorrigible, apres-moi-le- 
deluge ignorance has already cost China, and 
what forces are already now gathering on her 
defenceless borders ; when one realizes that it is 
this .very .'virea.kness of the Chinese Government 
wiiich plerpetuall}' threatens the peace of the 
East, one cannot but fervently hope: that" all 
these sudden evidences orpalribtisfri and p^^^ 
lie spirit may prove to be the first fruits of' ft 
genuine and permanent awakening; that ' all 
the man}'- current schemes for constitutional 
government, a reorganized army and nav}'', 
opium abolition. State education, and the de- 
velopment of the country's wealth, which ex- 
ercise the minds of the Grand Council, may be- 
come accomplished facts while yet there is 
time, and may commence with a radical re- 
form inthe methods and personnel of the ad- 
ministration. For the writing stands clear up- 
on the wall today, deep-graven by the events 
of the past ten years, so that he who runs, 
mandarin or muje-drivcr, may read and un- 
derstand the law which , decrees, the suryiyai 
of "file fittest. Tinie alone cani^shpw whether 
the lesson has been learned in China as it was 
learned by the patriotic pepple of Japan 40'. 
years ago. For the present, therefore, while 
welcoming every sign of progressive change at: 
the capital, we must inevitably suspend judg- 
ment as to the permanent value and effect ol 
the initiative shown by the central and pro- 
vincial Governments. 

, ' A strong China, wise in council and reso- 
liite' pf purpose, would ensure the peace of the 
East and the postponement <;)f many perilous 

questions ; a weak and inefficient China means 
perpetual unrest and the constant harassing* 
and shrinkage of her frontiers. Every well- 
wisher of this inoffensive, law-abiding, and 
industrious people, every one interested in the 
peaceful development of their commerce and 
well-being must hope for permanent and prac- 
tical results from • the present awakening-; of 
the national cori'sciblsness.- And, 'siiice' it is 
within the' yellow-tiled walls of the Forbidden 
City that these results must first take form 
and life, the march of events at Peking, politi-; 
cal, financial, and administrative, deserves thp, 
closest attention of the civilized world. 



Canada and Its Destiny 



a FOUND the feeling of the leading 

Canadian people who have thought 
upon the question of Imperial co- 
operation more in favor of the es- 
tablishment of ships than of cash 
contributions to the Admiralty at 
Jlome. The universal feeling was that any 
ships provideil by Canada should, in time of 
Avar, be under the entire control of the .Ad- 
miralty and form part of the Imperial fleet." 

This, in effect, is the conclusion arrived at 
by I\Ir. Howard d'Egville, hon. secretary of 
the Imperial Federation (Defence) Committee, 
wiio has just returned from Canada, says the 
London , Standard, where he has been on a 
short tour of investigation,' on behalf of the 
committee as to Canadian opiuion upon co- 
operation ' for defence and re]M-escntation of 
the Oversea nations in Imperial affairs. Mr. 
d'Egville has visited Quebec, Halifax, Mon- 
treal, Ottawa, Toronto, and ] lamilton. Ow- 
ing to the Law Term beginning yesterday .Mr. 
d'Egville was compelled to curtail his journey 
and to decline many cordial invitations ex- 
tended him to address further meetings. 

Seen by a representative of the Standard 
yesterday at his chambers in the Temple, Mr. 
d'Egville first of all expressed, himself a.s 
greatly impressed with the potentialities and 
])roductivencss of Canada. "Qf course," he 
continued, "the result of my investigations 
Avill be embodied in a report to ni\' committee, 
l)Ut I think I am entitled to say at this nio- 
nient that I have Ijcen greatlv encouraged by 
all 1 have seen and heard regarding the great 
question of Imj^crial co-opcralion with which 
1 was specially dealing in the Dominion, 
People told me before I went out that I should 
find very few Canadians in favor of closer co- 
operation for defence, but having met and 
talked with those whom I think I am entitled 
to describe as leading citizens of the Eastern 
towns of the Dominion. I have found a strong 
feeling in favor of increased efforts on the 
|)art of Canada towards the maintenance of 
the naval supremacy of the empire. While I 
was not so concerned with the views of the 
politicians, with the main tenour of which I 
was already fairly well acquainted, I think I 
may say that I; met most of the leading men 
in commercial and educational spheres, and 
was greatly struck with their enthusiasm for 
the empire, and their strong determination to 
regard the destiny of Canada as bound up 
with that of Great Britain and the sister self- 
-governing States. Regarding my actual talk.s 
?with leading politicians, I would rather not 
speak at present, as, owing to the elections 
now taking place, I think it wcnUd he inq)ropcr 
for me to touch upon matters controversial." 

Asked as to the success of the meetings 
which he addressed, Mr. d'Egville spoke en- 
thusiastically. "Though I liave addressed 



many meetings in England on Imperial ques- 
tions," he said, "I have seldom, if ever, met 
with such hearty responses to every point 

made in dealing with the desirableness of 
closer union. At the Canadian Club in Hali- 
fax, and at the iMiipire Club in Toronto, one 
could not lia\-e desired more heart}' snpjiort to 
all suggestions thrown out in the direction of 
co-operation; while at a well-attended meet- 
ing of the IBoard of Trade in the commercial 
capital of Montreal I can only say there was 
one greeting, that of whole-hearted, support 
for closer union and a more direct assumption 
1))^ Canada of the responsibilities of empire." 

Mr. d'E.gvillc here remarked that he did 
not visit Canada to advocate any particular 
])olic3', but to find out Canadian opinion as to 
the form of representation in Imperial affairs 
likel}' to be satisfactory to Canada, and the 
lines of co-operation upon :\'hich the jicople of 
the ]3oiuiniou were prepared to ])roceefl. "So 
th;it. my addresses were not dogmatic asser- 
tions as to what should or should not be done. 
I naturally threw out some sv.gge.stions, upon, 
which J had the advantage of receiving many 
valuable opinions." 

Questioned as to any practical results like- 
ly to accrue from his visit, Mr. d'Egville said 
he felt he ought not to speak until he had 
consulted with his committee. "lUit." he 
added, "that there will be some practical re- 
sults f ha\'c little doubt, and, if allowed to go 
so far, f may say that i thinlc they will be 
more satisfactor}' than I ever anticipated be- 
fore I left England," 



COUNT TOLSTOI 

The following letter appears in a recent 
issue of the T^ondon Times: 

Sir, — Dr. C. Ilagberg Wright has now rc- 
.turned from the mission which he nndertoiik 
to Yasnaya I'olyana, on behalf of the British 
Tolstoy Celebration Committee. The ex- 
tremely interesting letter which he addressed 
to The Times oh Tolstoy's 80th birthday, and 
which you i)ubUshed on the i/lh of last 
month, described the welcome which he re- 
ceived, and also gave .some idea of the storpis 
^vhich Tolstoy's jubilee provoked through'dut 
the whole of Rnssi;i. 

\Vhen Dr. Wright wrote, he had but just 
arrived at Yasnaya Polyana. Me stayed there 
several days as the guest of the Count and 
Countess Tolstoy, and he has brought back to 
us several very interesting details. Me was the 
only stranger present. Communications arc 
not alv/ays easy in Russia, and they were cer- 
tainly not facilitated on this occasion for the 
fervent votaries of 'J'olstoy. It was fortunate 
for us that v/c were able to prevail upon the 
zeal of Dr. Ilagberg Wright to take the Bri-' 
tish address in person, since that of tiic ( 



French Committee (of which AI. Anatole 
France was the chairman) and that of the 
liernum committee did not arri\-c at all, so 
long as Dr. ^\'rigllt \vas at Yasnaya Polyana. 

Jn his letter to the 'J'iiues, our honorary 
secretary mentioned that Tolstoj' was then 
still confined to his bed. But on the day fol- 
lowing his birthday he", rose for the first time 
for many weeks, walked by the help of a stick 
into the living room, and sat there while his 
family dined. Me even engaged, with vigor, 
in a discussion upon ciliical subjects, with one 
of his disciples, .Mr. Gc. He was none the 
worse for his exertion, which he repeated on 
successive days, listening to music, playing 
chess, and cnjoyincj conversation. His con- 
valescence may now be looked upon as begun, 
although his wmkness is extreme. 

On the day that Dr. \Vright left, Tolstoy 
called him into his bedroom, and said, with 
much earnestness: — "Mind you tell all my 
Itnglish friends that T am exxeedingly grateful 
to them for the address which the}- sent me 
by }'OU. 1 am dcejdv touched by the jiroof 
of so lunch sympath}-,"' aiirl the tcirs s|irang to 
his c}-cs. Al the same time, he .gave Dr. 
Wright the following letter, which he had dic- 
t.'tted to his private secretary, M. Tchertkoff. 
This letter is sent to me, but I regard it as 
equally addressed to every one of the hun- 
dreds of English men and women who signed 
the memorial: 

To Edmund Gos.sc, iCsq., Chairman of the l!ri- 
tlsh Tolstoy Celebration Committee. 

Yasnaya I'olyana, 12 Sept., 1908. 

Dear Sir, — Leo 'i'olstoy requests me to 
write to you on his behalf, as he is still too 
weak to write himself, though he IS getting 
better and stronger every day. 

He wishes me to th|in.k you most heartily 
for the address on the occasion of his 8oth 
birthdav, which his friend Dr. C. Hagberg 
"Wric^ht, the hon. secretary of your committee, 
r.o kindly brought over to hiiu, and for the 
symi);i(hy which you have shown ■ as chair- 
man of the liritish Committee. 

Tolstoy has been cxcccdingi}' touched- by 
this expression of English sympathy. 

Dr. Wright will give you details of tlie 
conversations he has had with Tolstoy on the 
subject. • ■' 

Tolstoy requests me to forward to you his 
portrait, on which lie has v.'ritten his auto- 
graph; it accoiupanies this letter. an:l he begs 
you to accept it froiu him, together with his 
best wishes for yourself and. for all his Brit- 
ish friends.

R'. ' WAEt ER LONG ■ was the 
guest of the evening at a dinner 
given recently by the Junior Im- 
perial and Constitutional League 
at the llolborn Restaurant. The 
president of the league, V'iscount 
Castlcreagh, M.P., occupied the chair, and 
among those present were vSir Henry Samuel, 
Sir J. Runtz, and .Messrs. H. M. Imbcrt- 
Tcrry, Percival liughes, Thomas Cox, and 
G. O. Borwick. 

Mr. Long, in replying to the'[ toast of the 
"Unionist. Cause," j)roi)osed by thcYchairmaii, 
spoke dh tlic subject oP impefiaiism and 'the 
House of Commons. He said it was the first 
gathering he had ever attended in the course 
of his political life wdiere the average age of 
those present was as small as he believed it 
would be proved to be that evening. 'IMieir 
chairman had reminded them of their obliga- 
tions to the great Empire of which they were 
citizens, and it was to the young men of this 
country that we must look for the carrying 
on of those traditions which they held to i)e 
true The young men of tlie country, how- 
ever, had no right to take any credit to them- 
selves for the Emjiire of wdiich they were 
citizens; they had no right to boast of its 
greatness, or its strength, or its nught in the 
councils of tlie world. 'IMiat those things are 
as they are was the.result of the work of their 
fathei'S arid grandfathers (hear, hear.) They 
had no right to boast until that time when 
they took off their armor and could show that 
they had been worthy sons of their sires, 'J'he 
duty and res]jousibility o\ the Empire were 
with the young men of this country. 

Me had just left the House of Commons, 
;ind ^vitll respect to the work v.diich was there 
being done, he observed that in the present 
political situation many Unionist members 
could, he thought, better serve their country 
I.)}'- going out and addressing meetings of their 
fellow countrymen, when asked to do so, than 
they could by being .present in that House, 
because the present procedure In the House 
had ri^ally been reduceti to a farce (hear, hear). 

Dealing with the Children Bill, Mr./Long 
said that, while not denying its usefulness in 
the majority of its clauses, it was an instance 
of the Government fiddling while the .State 
was burning. They knew that there were 
at the ])resent moment terrible difficulties fac- 
ing the wage-earning classes of the country 
(hear, hear). Yet, instead of the Govern- 
ment directing their attention to the social 
questions which moved all hearts and filled all 
■with anxiety, they were directing their atten- 
tion to adding further penalties to those who 
found it hard enough to live, and placing in 
their path greater difficulties even than those 
with wdiich they were at present confronted 
(cheers). It was a case lof the Government 
naying attention to cpmparativc trifles 'whcn 



there were great questions which must;>be 
solved if the State was going to maintain jt|' 
hight position (loud cheers). 'r'l 

Social questions must be dealt with, because 
if wc had a people discontented, suffering, and 
knowing that they were exposed to evils cap- 
able of remedy, the}- would be a poor founda- 
tion upon which our Empire was to be raisecl 
(hear, hear). While it was necessary for a 
government, and for every thoughtful, man in 
the country, to . turn attention to those social 
questions, they were compelled, Avhether- they 
liked it or not, also to turn their attention to 
the great Imperial questions with which wc 
were, as the greatest nation in the world, day 
by day confronted (hear, hear). He rejoiced 
that the League should be asked to bear in 
mind such great Imperial questions. They 
were told to rely upon the fact that our 
Colonies' we^*e. devoted- to the Mother-country, 
r.nd that they needed no special :ties to bind 
them to us. He thanked .,Go4*.^°^ the un- 
selfish devotion of the Colonie's'^to-^the Mother- 
country, without wdiich the severance of the 
lies would have come long before this (hear, 
hear). It was the splendid devotion of the 
sister nations to the old stock th,Tt had kept 
the Empire going as long as it had been kept 
going (cheers). But were they certain that 
would alwaiys continue? It had hitherto been 
to a large extent a case of the Mother-country 
and the sister nations living, as it were, a 
separate life of their own, united by affection- 
ate ties, but not bound by any commercial 
bond. The proposition that the Unionist 
Parly had made, and with which they -were 
identified, was that there should tc such a 
reconstruction of our fiscal syottni (Ipud 
cheers) as would give greater freedcirh 'to' the 
ihdiistrics of our own country, and at the 
same time bring into partnership, not foreign 
countries who were jealous of us, but our own 
sister nations wdio were proud of us (cheers); 
Was that an unworthy ideal? Yet the present 
Government slammed the door, and would 
have nothing to do with it. That was their 
record in. Imperial statesmanship. , , #fjr^/^^f, 

"\Yhcn they , came to the defence of ilie' E^^ 
pire they; were told by the Government that 
they had been compelled to make reductions, 
not because they wanted to, but because they 
were bound to cut their coat according to their 
cloth, and that they must economise. Before 
any British government made that statement 
they ought to be perfectly certain that they 
had made everpp.tissible inyestigatiqii \iijtio the 
opp6i-tii'nliies''fbr'itic^ incqiTi'ei'Ta'na iintl^ 

they had exhausted all those methods no gov-- 
erhnient should say that. the cloth was so little 
that this nation could not cut the coat it want-: 
ed to cover decently the whole of its body 
(loud cheers). ' 

Other toasts followed, the speakers includ- 
ing Mr. Percival Hughes and Mn II. Imbcrt- 
Tcrry.

"Flattering for BritaiiV'biil: 
most unpleasant for her friends." ' 

This sums up the average feeling in Eng- 
land over what ,thc Daily Graphic cafls/'im- 
,njeasurably,..the.;i\i05,t, foolish, o,f .a!il the indis- 
creet things the kaiser hfid donei''", "May^ the 
world be charitable to him," concludes the pa- 
pier, "just because of its foolishness, and for- 
get it. Certainly if the kaiser expected lo 
remedy the situation in England, which he so 
frankly described, his object will not be 
achieved, for his has given fresh material to 
British teutophobes, which they have eagerly 
seized. . Whjr, then, if the kaiser is in the mi- 
nority in liis affection for England, did he say 
at Guildhall during his English visit that the 
mutual regard of the English and Germans 
was the basis of the world's peace, and that 
the German race felt toward the English as he 
did himself? What arc these revelations in- 
tended for? If to create dissension between 
Britain, France, and Russia they have miser- 
ably failed, for the raking up of the past cen- 
tury's grievances has not only brought the 
members of the triple alliance closer together, 
but certainly thousands of Britishers have 
been offended by the awkward passages of 
this interview." 

William T. vStead breaks out in an entire 
column in the Daily Mail, sarcastically thank- 
ing the kaiser for standing between England 
and the irate Teuton legions bent on her des- 
truction. He says it has been the impression 
in England that she was .protected -against ag- 
gression by the pre-eminence "of her navy, but 
now she recognizes that she has been shelter- 
■ (fid and saved by the mighty arm of Victoria's 
grandson. "It is not to be Avondered at, then," 
continues. j\Ir. Stead, "that all Britishers cry, 
*.0, kaiser, live for ever!' Yet also a motor 
accident or a stumbling horse may deprive 
England of her only friend, and, therefore, it 
is best to lay down^another six Dreadnoughls 
to provide against this dreadful contingency." 

"We consider," says the Berlin Taglischc 
Rundschau, "the latest indiscretion of the 
kaiser as a heavy blow at Germany's foreign 
policy, :e5pecially as it comes at a- time when 
we seemed to be gaining ground in the Bal- 
kans. We. are of the opinion that such an 
indiscfetiorif. njust}. be made impossible in the 
futurera'nd thaf'tlie Reichstag, immediately af- 
ter convening, must demand consistency in 
conduct, that German politics may be better 
safeguarded than heretofore." This expres- 
ision from a leading journal, which usually is 
in accord with official sentiment, and known 
as the paper which the kaiser himself reads, 
is a mild reflection of the storm of criticism 
;.Whii:h has followed the publication of the 
kaiser's interview with: an anonymous Eng- 
lishman in the London Daily Telegraph. 



'JMie press generally, says a Berlin corres- 
pondent, declares that there is small hope that 
the interview will have the intended effect in 
England, while its revelations as to the atti- 
tude of the other powers during the Boer war, 
arc bound to arouse indignation and distrust 
in France, .Ger,manyr.;and 'Holland. > - 
. ; The kaiser's disclosures as to the support he 
gave England at the - time ; are brought into 
contrast Avith Kruger's telegram, and are 
classed with the famous message, the Tweed- 
mouth letter, and the Tov/cr-liill incident, as 
disconcerting evidence of the emperor's in- 
ability to discriminate between his personal 
acts and his acts as a sovereign. Emperor 
William'S' f<;ference to the "yellow peril" is 
deemed especially unhappy, as Japan is hardly 
likely to reconcile the kaiser's words on this 
pouit with his recent act of conferring the or- 
der of the Black Eagle, the highest German 
decoration, on the visiting Japanese prince. 
The fact that the German people still cherish 
a sympathetic recollection of the struggles of 
the Boer republic .does not tend to take the 
edge off popular criticism. The foreign office 
practically admits the authenticity of the in- 
terview, though still declining to confirm it in 
detail. 

"The confessions of an emperor," as the 
kaiser's revehitions of his feelings towards 
England arc called here, writes a Paris corres- 
pondent, form the theme of every conversa- 
tion. France rejoices, though at first there was 
great indignation over- the kaiser's assertion 
that PVance played the leadmg role in trying 
to form a coalition of the powers against Bri- 
tain during the IJocr war. Every Frenchman 
sees that William's conduct only proves the 
entire isoiation of Germany, which has l)ecn 
the object of a certain number of European 
politicians for some time. The proof of this 
isolation is the fact that- the kaiser's "conies- 
sions" show he cannot flatter a single first- 
class power without ruffling the susceptibili- 
ties of another. It will be as agrceab'.e to Hol- 
land to hear what he did and how he felt re- 
garding the Boer struggle for independence as 
it will be to Japan to hear how the German 
war lord feels about the "yellow peril." 

The avowed dislike of the majority of the 
Germa.9s.for the English nation is. not at all 
calculated to help along any Franco-German 
conciliation. The natural aversion of the 
French for the German wiiy of doing things 
in the political field is increased tenfold by 
this incident, drawing from the cautious 
Temps the frankest bit of \varning ever given 
German}^ since the "theft" of Alsace-Lorraine. 
"So long as Germany does not accept cheer- 
fully and iri. good faith the new formula of 
ecjuit}' which has rejuvenated Europe," says 
the journal, "and so long as she is determined 
to recover the commanding position of su- 
premacy that i^ismarck gained for her, she 
will struggle to separate England from 
France and from Russia, and to break up all 
the new grou])s. It is the voice of a dead man 
that .speaks — a dead man who kn^w how to 
trouble the waters." 

A leading New Yoric journal- has published 



a long cable dispatch which gives an extended 
report of an interview that an ex-diplomat had 
recently with the Emperor of Germany, says 
the Toronto Globe, In the course of the con- 
versation between them the Kaiser reiterated 
with emphasis his condemnatioii of the un- 
reasonableness of those British people who arc 
"completely given over to suspicions quite un- 
worthy of a grsat nati6n.". He recalls several 
instances in which he rendered important ser-

vices to Great Bi-itain at ctitica! periods in the 
South African war, and if the whole intervicAV 

is not a mamifactured romance these, occur- 
rences are calculcated to modif}- very much the 
British view of the lunperor and his advisers. 

The first of the instances he mentions is 
the mi.ssion of the Transvaal's delegates to 
European powers for the purpose of securing 
recognition of the independence' of the South 
African Republic. They were heartily wel- 



comed in Holland and France, and they desir- 
ed to visit Germany, where the masses vrould 
have received them gladly, but the-vE-mperor 
refused to hear them, and their . missiptv' cairie 
to a sudden termination. 

, The second instance is the invitation ex- 
tended -to., Germany cby;)ll.ussia:,ajxd; :^rance to 
join them' in calling on Great' Britain to end 
the war. "The moment had come not only to 
save the Boer Republics, but also to humiliate 
Great Britain to the dust." The Emperor not 
merely declined the invitation, but telegraph- 
ed to the British Sovereign that lie had done 
so, and his despatch, he says, is ip the archives 
of 'Windsor Castle. • , • 

The third- instance is that !pf a sorrowful 
letter received by him from his "revered" 
grandmother. Queen Victoria, to Avhich he scut 
a sympathetic reply,' He did more in asking- 
one of his officers to procure precise informa- 
tion as to the number and the disposition of 
the combatants on both sides, drafting a ])b.n 
of campaign wliicli he submitted lo his gen- 
eral staff for criticism, and sending it also to 
Windsor Castle. The plan thus prepared 
closely resembled, the Emperor says, the one 
actually adopted and carried out by Lord 
Roberts. 

If this alleged interview really took place 
the world will soon Iciiovv'the fact, and if the 
Emperor's statements are correctly given in 
the report tlicy should cause a strong revul- 
sion of feeling towards Germany. To many 
British people the .strained relations between 
the two countries have been matter for deep 
regret, and this may be the beginning of a 
better state of feeling on both sides.' The inat- 
ter will, no doubt, very pi-omptly be cleared up. 

The Montreal Star ,says:'The "magnificent 
indiscretion" of "the repittable Englishman" 
who made public a chat with the German 
Kaiser, which it seems took place a year ago, 
has stirred up a groat deal of excitement in 
Europe. The German Foreign Office seems 
to have taken the remarkable — and not very 
tactful — course of letting it be known that the 
CDuversation was not strictly private at all, 
but was intended to .be rpublisheji- when /.'the 
reputable Englishman" should deem the occa- 
.sion fitting. This puts rather a new face on 
the affair. The Kaiser intended his defence 
to reach the English people. While the Bri- 
tish public will be pleased to note that the 
Emperor is desirous of standing well in their 
esteem, they will take a different view of a 
premeditated appeal for their confidence than 
they would have held regarding a pardonable 
"betrayal" of a private coiivijrsatibn. . ' 

"The reptitable. 'Englishman" cannot-' be 
congratulated on the' time he has chosen for 
making his interview public. It comes just at 
the moment when an "entente" between Bri- 
tain, France, and Russia is most desirable, and 
when Germany is suspected of desiring to pre- 
vent such an understanding. .Suspicious Bri- 
tons will ask themselves .whether it may, not 
he that the Kaiser,; who deliberately rplamied 
to. have this "private" interview "betrayed," 
did not a:lso give his English moiitli-piece a 
hint to "speak now." That ' avouI^ be very 



astute international politics, though the frank 
statement of the German Foreign Office is not. 
Possibly,^we may hear.' th^^^^ the Foreign Office 
Kas, beefi'" mi^.ejpire^ ' ' ' . 

...At any'-rate, the story is bringing, ftjrth' 
other' stories "from Paris which, again, put 
new faces on the affair. FVom Paris, it is 
claimed that it was M, Dclcasse who put a 
stop to the ]:)roposaI of a Continental alliance 
ngainst Britain, and that he promptly reported 
the matter to Lord Salisbury. If Lord Salis- 
bury, had both- Germany,' and France hastening 
to teil him o£ this awful conspiracy hatched 
against him by "others," lie must have been 
vastly amused; and we can imagine his sar- 
donic laugh even amidst the gloom of the 
South African "miulfllc." It is possible that 
the truth -was that Russia desired such a step; 
but that neither Franco nor Germany would 
trust each other sufficicntl}'- to act together. 
One story is, that Germany demanded a com- 
pact to recognize and defend the existing terri-., 
torial rights of all three as a condition tp-her 
co-operation — a condition A\-hieh no Fre'nch 
Government could accept and live. 

Possibly the whole truth will now come out 

as the result of ilic Kaiser's interview. But lit 
will certainly not have the effect of weakening- 
the "entente" between France and Britain or 
the good understanding with Russia. Things 
have changed since the Boer war. The Japan- 
ese war followed it; and it tunibled the old or- 
der in Europe pretty well tO' pieces. France 
is no - longer the historic enemy of Britain.-. 
Russia is no Ibnger ■heir greatest rival. Th'S- 
Channel fleet has found a new cruising ground 
in the North Sea. To tell us that Russia de- 
sired the humiliation of Britain eight or ten 
years ago, is to bring us no news. To tell 
us that France was then in no friendly attitude, 
is to confirm what we already' know. But 
both Russia and France have shifted their 
giound since then. 

The Great Powers care little for the past 
when they are planning for/ the, present:; and 
the future. International 'allian<:es .are'ijnpt 
founded uppii gratitude, but upign mutiual^^ 
interest. National ahtipatHies play tlieir'part 
in making it easy or difficult for representa- -. 
tive statesman to lead their people the way ' 
they think they ought to go; but these quickly 
give way before the plain teaching of a new 
situation. The rise of a new menace will 
drive ancient enemies into each other's arms. 
The concern over the disclosures of a Euro- 
pean-plot- during the Boer, ^^ar will be chiefly 
historic,' Tt will hot affect the future. If it is. 
said that they may reveal the perfidy of for- 
■eign governments, it will be replied that no 
one imagines tliat ^Ministers or diplomats wear 
their hearts upon their sleeves. Secret al- 
liances arc the commonplace of history. 

Que fact stands out of the business very 
clearly: and that is that, even in her darkest 
days, Europe could not unite against Britain. 
As the Spanish Armada felt toward the little^ 
"Revenge," lying shattered and,-, sinkiji'g in' 
their midst, "they feared th'at-'she; -still? could 
sting." Neither of them cared to, go 'to war 
witli the greatest sea power of' the- ages ; and 
herein lies Britain's lesson. '

Sir, — I should like to ask a little, 
space in your^ valuable ' • paper " for 
some remarks on We^ternvV.Ganaday 
Your paper is doing |Such jvaluiable,' 
work for the Oversea States that I" fbel sure 
that I shall not ask in .yain. 

At a Canadian Club'-dinncr, given in "\Yin- 
,nipeg, on September to, at which Mr. John 
Halford IMackinder, of Eoiulon, E.n.g., was the 
guest of honour, he made the follov/ing re- 
mark: — "I hope my hearers will not take nic 
for one of those Englishmen who have insular 
ideas, and regard all other parts. of the Empire 
as Colonies or Dependencies."' Yet it. would 
seem, judging from the amount of British 
capital invested in this country, that the Eng- 
lish do not realise that this country is worthy 
of more than the notice which Mr. Mackinder 
refers to. The ignorance which English peo- 
ple display regarding this country is appal- 
ling. They appear to remember only that 
Canada is on the map, and that she is a CitIoiiv 
of Great Britain. The writer spent several 
months in England last year, and answered- 
some most absurd questions. On the other, 
hand, our cousins across the line have thought" 
it worth while to investigate, and they look 
upon the country as one in v/hich to make 
investments, \vhich increase by leaps and 
bounds every year. V'\^e are not anxious for 
this, but would rather have oiu' oww ^lother 
Country reap the benefits which arc bound to 
accrue on careful . investments, in, this most 
beautiful country. ■ Yc't 'Ve n^ed the' nibnc)'," 
and- if English capital is not forthcoming, then' 
wc must take otir' go'ods'tp'the readiest >!iar- 
kct. AVith your pcrmissi'pn, I should like to- 
give a few figures to show'why English capital 
should be invested here. 

The total area of tlic four ^^■'estcrn Pro- 
vinces, namely, Manitoba, Saskatclievvan, .'\!- 
berta, and British Columbia, available for 
settlement, amounts to, roughly, 550,000,000 
acres, or about three times the total area .)[ 
the British' Isles. The amount of acreage in 
grain crop in the three Provinces of Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan, and All^erta in 1907 was about 
nine millions (out of 450,000,000), and the total 
wheat crop alone was 70,922,584 bushels, 
'which put into the pockets of the farmers .'i;55,- 
053,444 (£11,312,347). Eigures for the other 
grain arc not yet to hand. This large crop 
was obtained in a decidedly off year on ac- 
count of the backward spring and early frosts 
of the latter part of the summer. ,This:year's 
crop is estimated at over one htindrdd' million 
bushels. Some idea of the inagnitildc of this 
crop may be gathered when it is stated that 
3000 extra farm hands had to be imported 
from Eastern Canada to harvest. 

This year nearly 1500 miles of new railro.ad 
arc available for the movement of the grain. 
This is the largest increase in railroad mileage^ 
for one year in the history of Canada. The* 



Grand Trunk Pacific Railroad (Canada's new 
railroad) will be in operation for grain hauling 
purposes on that portion of their line running 
f.'from Winnipeg -to.' Battje.'fRiyer.. is csti- 
mated ':tbat dyef .fiye '^jj^jllip^ji^^^^^ of grain 

will be taken out o'ye^^Jthi'sVlLne. ' In former 
yeai-s the. grain gro\ver|-yiri .th'e. districts^served 
by these new branches' Avere' remote from the 
markets, and had to haul their grain long dis- 
tances during the winter. Now, hov^'cver, they 
will be ill almost as good a position as other 
districts, except in the number of elevators. 

Some idea pf.-tjijB. growth of Western Canada 
may be gathercdrfrOm-.thei. following figures: 

The acreageii'rj^op in\ Manitoba, in 1906 was 
.4,879,291 ; yield, ' 129,918,256 ^bushels. In 1883

In Kjof) Manitoba pioduced 6,251,(394 lb. of 
butter, which 'netted $1,182,503 (£242,971), 
an increase over 1905 of 35 per cent, in-1895 
the. production was 1,732,252 lb., and sold for 
$217,066" (£44-600).

!t,50i,729,-lb. of cheese for .?I05,244 (£40,110), 
an increase of 25 pe;- cent, over 1905. The 
number of poultry disposed of by farmers in 
Manitoba in 1906 were: Turkeys, 82,11)8;

Scientists declare 
that the greater part of the Province of Alberta 
is underlaid with coal of,.the very finest qual- 
ity. The eastern slope of the' Rocky Moun-. 
tains, , as far north as the Yellowhead Pass, is 
known for a certainty to contain the very, 
finest anthracite coal in the world. 

British Columbia is perhaps the*richest of 
all the Western Provinces. Here wc have 
agricultural lands, capable of raising wdieat 
and the very highest quality of fruit. Then 
we have the minerals — gold, coal, copper and 
iron. In addition to all this, we have the 
finest timber lands in the world. 

Gold mining in the Province was first estab- 
; lished in the .year 1858 as a regular industry. 
' The dutfjuf^- 'ih^.,_ that: 'yea:r was $7b5';6oo 
( £144,862). ■•• In i.863. it had increased to near- 
ly $4,000,000 (£821,918). Since 1882, how- 
ever, placer mining .gradually decreased, until 
li3^draulic and dredging operations placed it 
aga 11 on a suljsiantial footing.

Coal mining, the largest established branch 
of the minin,g industry, has kept ])acc with 
the (leiiiaiul, and averaged for the last ten 
\-cars .'1 total of o\'cr one million tons, AVith 
the establishment of smelters came a demand 
for./ coke J tlie present output is well over a 
qiiai-ter' of a million long tons. The British 
.Columbia coal measures are easily the nio.st 
extensive in the world. The district known 
as thc Kootcnay alone is estimated to be cap- 
able of producing ten millions of tons for the 
next seven thousand j'cars. 

The total value of mineral products for 1907 
was $25,822,5(30 (£5,306,002). 

The 'revenue from lumber, of which British 
Columbia owns some 82,000,000 acres, amount- 
ed in 1907 to $12,700,000 (£2,608,591), which 
represents a total of 846,000,000 feet of lum- 
ber. 

'JMie revenues from the fisheries showed a 
total of $7,ooo,ood* (£ 1,438,356), and fruit and 
products .$7,500,000 (£1,541,095). 

Hero is surely food for thou.ght for the 
lunulrcds of En.glishmcn who are seeking in- 
vestment for their money, by which they will 
not only put money into their own pockets but 
help their brothers and sisters across the sea.

It;ls said;,AVlth ho)V''miich truth It, perhaps boots 
not/tbvenqulrei that In the '.'Golden Age ''Wh'o Fed on 
Fruit,"- v'egetables' wero; of little' account.' Cerialh It 
Is, that vegetable recipes are much less frequent -jri 
old cookery books, than those for the cooking of inieata'-' 
of all descriptions. As recontii as in the seventeenth 
century, mushrooms, and all otner fungi wore rele- 
gated to tlie limbo whore repose all things iindeslr- 
ablo. Even today there are uian.\- people who taboo 
mushrooms, to say nothing of the other and less well- 
known edible fungi, as poisonous; but for those who 
are not so timorus niu.shrooins in tlioir seasiui prove 
a. very delightful variation from tin- dead level of lU'- 
dlnary hiniseliold suiijilies. To hi.^gin wltli nuislirooms 
are always In some measure a surprise. I do not hero 
speak of mushrooms forced, or Iniiiorted. or iiresorvcd, 
but of the delicious fresh mushrooms sprung up In a

Mushrooms Baked in Cups 

Have a pint of mushrooms, six eggs and a quarter 
of an ounce of ehopped parsley. Boil the stalks and 
skins of the mushrooms and strain the water front 
them Put half a pint of it into a pan with the mush- 
rooms, well cleaned and 'chopped, add the parsley, sea- 
son with pepper and salt ahd hoil gently over a slow 
lire for half an hour.

'Tum biit when cook- 
ed, and serve with fried mushrooms''as a garnish, or 
with. >vhite sauce- flavored With ra'ushrpoms. 

'vjiMushroom Essence . 
,ThIs Is bettor for flavoring than ketchup, -having' > 
more of the flavor of the mushrooms than, of -tho ■Rea- 
sonings tised In ketchup making. Th'ls takes the 'form . 
of a powder, a small quantity of which mixed -Avlth. 
enough water to make a thlckish paste tWllI be suf-,' 
ficlent to Impart a strong flavor. The powder Is made 
as follows: Dry the mushrooms before the fire, not 
too near. In a Dutch oven till they are perfectly crisp. 
Then pound In a mortar, sift through a fine sieve and 
store In glass bottles, well corked. With regard to 
the poisoning, there is no fear if proper and conimon- 
.sonse precaution is used. The following la an abso- 
lutely positive test. Put a silver spoon among tho 
mushrooms when tboy are cooking, and if it blackens 
do not use them, if it remains bright -they arc per- 
fectly safe. If however, through carelessness bad 
mushrooms have been eaten, and a person is poisoned 
by them It Is well to know that the ordinary reme- . 
dies, brandy, ether, vinegar, water, milk, oil, etc. 
are|,of.no,. use whatsoever. An emetic must be given 
at bhce^ , aiid doctor sent for without delay.

Every good housekeeper will naturally realize

bo achieved for tho metamorphosing of the .-ipart- 
anent. Tho soft silk, printed cotton and other wash- 
able cushion covers, which have done their duty so 
admirably during tho past summer months must 
now bo removed and relegated to tho tender mercies 
ot the cleaner or to tho lesser dignities of rubbers 
and polishers; should they be unfit for further uso

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HE one potent fact in the United 
Wtt^ vStates at tlie present time is tin 
' ' continuance of tlie business depres- 
sion — that quite inexplicable condi- 
tion wliicb, commp hist year in a 
tune of plenty almost without warn- 
ing-, still remains and gives .Uttle sign . of de- 
parture, writes an occasional 'correspondent of 
the London Times. It is not now pertinent to 
discuss, or even to speculate upon the causes 
of the panic which preceded or- announced the 
partial paralysis' . of ■ industry, but ; it .may be 
of interest to give some attention to its effects 
arid perhaps even to anticipate, if possible, the 
date of its disajjpcarance. At this time last 
year every industry In the country was in full 
swing. . During . the Government's fiscal year 
fi''" which had just ended 'li&'rly a nnllion and a 
quarter immigrants, drawn from every quarter 
of the g-lobe, had entered the country, eager 
for the work which seemed to await them, am- 
bitious to share in a prosperity which nothing 
could exaggerate, and happily oblivious of the 
peril.and danger into which they were ntuning. 
Capital liQfd only one grievance; it was im- 
possible so to divide itself as to meet the de- 
mands that came from , every direction and 
every calling in which humanity can cn- 
g'agc. Production was at its licight, and con- 
sumption was apparently keeping pace witii 
it. There was scarcely a city, a town, a yiilagc, 
or even a f_armsj:ead where the average short- 
• : ,age,.,in:;.the;;:^^^^ laboreirs' was*^not esti- 

mated at about' one in twenty of tlie working 
population. Places with a quarter of a million 
inhabitants were crying for 25,000 more adults 
in order thai they might build the houses, pro- 
duce the goods for which there seemed to be 
a market, and procure and handle the fcioti 
necessary to supply their population. The 
managers of railroads with 20,000 cmplo3'ces 
..' f were clamoring, vainly, for .two, three, four, 
or five thousand "nipr.e", so that they might pro- 
cure the 'irolling .stock, and the rough labor, 
with which to' handle their abnormal traffic. 
Wages were no more in question than is the 
price of food in a famine. In short, the \vholc 
population was more than anqrily siii)plic(l with 
work, was confident of the country's resources, 
was supplying and importing more and more 
from foreign countries each Ysucceeding da}', 
and was no more mindful of a' storin'than is 
. the traveler who looks out upon an unclouded 
sky. 

The Bursting of the Storm 
When the storm finally, bunst it affected the 
' whole country. For six weeks after the middle- 
of October banking was ;practically. suspended ; 



;m(l for the time a credit balance on the books 
of banking institutions was scarcely more 
useful than a debit. It v.'as impossible to in- 
vest in the property so suddenly thrown upon 
the market at a ruinous- price, because your 
banker would not let you have your own 
money. 'T-Ie might reluctantly permit j'ou to 
have funds for paying your butcher's bill if 
it. did not seem to him exorbitant, but your 
tailor could wait. Nor was this condition 
limited to the large cities. In tlie almost pure- 
ly agricultural State of Iowa, with many hun- 
dreds of banks, only six, and these small local 
institudons, managed. tp.;aypiikpractic 
ing their doors. The raiilrdads found them- 
selves so sttddenly^ without passengers or 
goods to carry that from n car famine in 
Octoln'r tho}- had come by December to show 
.■I line, stretching ricrosL.. the continent, of 400,- 
000 idle freight cars aloiu;. I'actories were 
only kc[)t going, and that imperfectly, by the 
momentum of order:; in hand without fresh 
ones to Iniiig assurance for the future. Then 
began the process of adjustment trt theSe new 
a 11(1 frying conditions wliicli, it was seen ap- 
])arciit, were nut to be of short d.uration. Rail- 
road workers and uearlv- all others were ])iit, 
first on one-li;df, then on onc-lhird time, and 
p.-isscfl through tlie long tirL'some \-,-intcr upon 
these terms. Is-ictories either closed or re- 
duced their output; receiverships of great busi- 
nesses, transportation and other, again became 
common ; necessities- only were bought and 
cverytliing in the nature of supeilhiity was 
ai-jandonecl or relegated to tl'.c rank of a 
lu.xur}-. Consumption ^vas reduced \vith a 
suddenness ])robably never before seen in a 
period of plenty. Jiconomy \vas enforced in 
clnthing, shelter, and e\-eii in \oo<\. si) that 
existing stocks were only rei)lenished upon the 
lowest plane of demand -which couUb possibly 
be foreseen ,or anticipated. -- ; 

Effect on Labor: .Unemployment 
The care exercised in ''irieeting this- emer- 
gency was probablj' never surpassed in a 
similar period — if anything akin to it, in sud- 
denness and severity, could be imagined when, 
as in this case, the inipeildihg crash was al- 
together unexpected. It was necessary to dis- 
tribute the reiluced amount of labor remaining 
in such a Avay as to minimize the inevitable 
.suffering or deprivation bf-.'-wonted supplies. 
Within three monffis the vritilroads^ahd all the 
other forms p| great industries had rearranged 
their schedules. Where five men had been 
employed, onlj' four, or three, or even two 
were needed; but the. rer^iainder were not dis- 
chargedf They. ^Ycre put uijon short time, 
and distributed with the greatest ingenuity 



and without favor. Even the inferior workers 
were not overlooked for the time, but had 
their chance, and in man}' cases improved 
their industry, or skill, or both. At one time^ 
during tlie,;winter the president of one of the 
great railrdaiil and , coal systems told me that 
he had succeeded in keeping|-:alli-:bis :it 
work after a fashion,^^i2}-'^"^^'''^^'^''^^y Ijeeii 
.so tlistrihuled tiiat they were earning, at the 
old rates of wages fixi^'d by contract, just under 
Iialf the average amounts paid them during the 
same period of the previous ycnv. Through- 
out all the mechanical trades the same system- 
atic attention -\va& given to the distribution of 
labor so that, -with some necessary inctirsidris 
upon savings, the winter was passed v.'ithout 
the severe suffering inciuent to previous de- 
])ressionri far less serious than this one. How- 
ever, ill the casual trades nnd in the un- 
skilled callings the number of men who were 
(|uicklv nut of emi)loyinent was appallin.g. 'J'liis 
was especiall}' the case in the building indus- 
tries all over the country, but one of the most 
painful incidents has been the loss of employ- 
ment by engineers, by the risin.g young nn.-u 
in directing dcjKirtments, and I)y those en- 
<:jaf^ed in clerkshiiis, stenography, riiid other 
occupations mainly filled by persons of good 
education, and who are fairly well trained for 
their duties. Probably more of the really am- 
bitious and highl}'- useful have been cast aside 
for the time than in any previous pei-iod in;^;. 
any way resembling it. This' is true, too, in 
spite of the almost universal exercise of con- 
sideration for the unfortunate- victims of ;:i 
panic never., before witnessed here, where the 
tendency has ahvays been to cut down em- 
ployment with a good deal of ruthlessness. 
\\'hcrever one goes one hears of hundreds of 
cases in which men have been kept at work, 
long after the time had passed when .their;7 
labor was needed, or yielded a profit;. 'Tiii 
every imlustry, from-.'tlie ^reat I'ailroad.s andv 
corporations dovvn to' private firms ;,with a 
h%lf dozen employees, this process' has been 
carried on with a .system nothiiig leSs than 
remarkable. P-nt. witli all the care and con- 
science thus brou.glU into iday, economic laws 
have tended to assert their sway, until the 
total number of persons unemployed, entirely 
or in part, in the whole country, cannot now - 
be less than from three to fq;ur'?nill ions.' When 
to these are added moi-e 'than half a -million 
of immigrants who have returned to their own . 
countries within the past ten months, and thus 
■^vithdrawn from both production and con- 
sumption, the reduced \vagcs paid to many of 
tho.scjn, work on wliole^ or part time, and 
the 16^'ercd demands all aFong the line.-it vvill 



be possible to obtain something like an ade- 
quate idea of the industrial conditions which 
now confront the people in comparison with 
those which prevailed less than a year ago. 

Loss of Savings and Wages 

Naturally the loss or damage of the depres- 
sion is not wdiolly measured by the reduction 
or activity. There has been a serious drain 
ui^on savings. In addition to the uncounted 
millions who, with fixed homes and, standards 
pfv liyingji L have, -been compelled to maintain 
thehi' at til c cost of accumulations previously 
made, the rising classes — those who have just 
begun to have some surplus earnings and to 
husband them in the usual co-operative forms 
— have also had to make serious sacrifices. 
The result has been that the savings banks 
had to pay out more than they took in. Houses 
built with money furnished by building so- 
cieties-have' beciVvdra-vyn upon, fpr^ re.ady funds 
to tide over a time of "need;' ahd 'the^ growth" of 
this form of saving has been checked. Trade 
unions' snbscrii)tioiis have fallen off, future 
benefits have been sacrificed, and the out- 
come has consequently been that membership 
to a large extent has ben lost. Money has 
been borrowed, in vastly increased amounts, 
upon insurance policies, a, great number of 
which have , been aacrificed, while: the 'sinall 
investor, now becoming -an important factor 
,in;our industrial life, has sold his holdings, 
or some part of them, in the effort to tide 
over the difficulties incident to the depression. 

•' Wages have been reduced .directly to an 
extent much greater than is generally known. 
While this has not been possible on any large 
scale ill the industries governed by contracts, 
such as railroads and the large manufactories, 
where union labor is chiefly employed, the 
•great bulk of businessdies outside these limits, 
and so, rather than -lose employment, work- 
;peop!e have suffered reductions in wages. 
Perhaps the meist notable and practical re- 
duction of Vv'ages has been indirect — i.e., in the 
increased efficiency of labor. The railroad 
president, already (]uoted, informed me that 
liis men now do in six hours the same amount 
of work formerly done in ten, and that, too, 
with- a cheerfulness, a care not hitlierto shown 
-for the. interests of the property managed by 
him, and an absence of trouble or threats of 
a strike quite remarkable in all his prolonged " 
experience. This view is confirmed by the 
reports of half a dozen other men of the same 
extensive experience and is general through- 
out every quarter of the country. Thus, for- 
tunately, the recognition of the serious con-* 
ditions confronting' industry, 'has...bee]^ ttnivef- 
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sal, and not limited to those ' engaged nnZth'e 
management of capital. 

Prospects of a Revival .• - 

What is to be the future both imm'ediately 
and more remotely? The role of prophet is 
be3'ond me, but the indications of the present 
are that the couilitions arc becoming slowly 
worse rather than better. It is not unnatural 
that the number of t/ie unemployed should,' 
increase rather than diminish. As is usual, 
the fittest are surviving. When- .the- •winter 
was d.ver the policy of dovetailing two or three 
gangs into the work of one, was slowly" aSan- 
doned. Instead of en-iploying four men,- two 
of them highly efficient:, the other two incap- 
able or indifferent, the latter have tended to 
disappear from the pay-rolls, wdiile the former 
worked with greater fidelity and effect. An- 
other force now .steadily at work, as the period 
.of ,^depre§gi0n . .Qbntin^^ is -.^the.. .ineyijable 
breaking down of tile policy 'of keeping;: eyi- 
l)loyees for sentimental rather than economic 
reasons — thus continually throwing men out 
of work. These various influences will per- 
haps continue to operate until the autumn is 
over so that the prospect indicates a maximum 
of imeniploymenfc'just at ;i time when it will - 
-'be most felt, -thus "emphasizing the probability 
of.o a hard winter,- decreased povyer • of labor 
agitators, and, 'perhapsj'-.the easier adjustnient . 
of wage scales to the actual .xcoiiionic . situa- , 
tion existing in the whole country. That a- re- , 
iluction of Avages in certain industries is in- 
evitable now seems assured without serious 
conflict. It may come principally- in the form 
of increased efficiency of fc}ver people, but 
in any event the effect upon the future of in- 
dustry will be the same. Political conditions , 
may delay readjustment of wages ahji^.prices, 
but they will perhaps be an excuse rather 
than a reason. They operate now, as al-vvays^ 
to promote uncertainty rather than to 'exercise 
a potent, directing influence. public confi- , 
dencc has been broken so that recovery is more 
a matter, of .slow- rebuilding than of conscious 
effort or even of tinie. Favorable signs of a 
permanent character, are that coinage diffi- : 
culties are now out of thcf wa)"-, the standard 
of values settled, and crops abundant, but.the: 
uncertainty of currency, and the public indif- 
ference about it, is bad as well as dangerous. 

■ 'We are, therefore, little likely to see any 
general improvement before next Jariuary^oV 5 
any large and -wholesome revival earlier than : ' 
May of next year, and even these are depen- 
dent upon the cessation of senseless and unfair 
agitations whether their leaders are found . at 
the.itcjp or.' at ' the ,,bd;ttQ'ifi;-,of .'thd' spc,i'al!..Jp;d(Jer.

.«iiyti: The proper autlioritios at l^onie are

Meanwhile the whole subject 6f her character and ca- 
reer is more than e-vor 'the atopic o£ boolts and pamph- 
lets, "clerical" or "antt-olerloal." The ■anti'-clerlcals 
fear that, as M. Thalama's has written,^ the ''nbbleBse 
and clergy -will confiscate the heroine whoa* the "o-' 
ble.sse deserted and the i Chiiroh condemmed." If the 
.Church canonizes her the Church stultifies itself, they 
argue, for-the Church declared. her a heretic at itouen 
in 1431. ;bn' the . othei" side, the Rev. Chnnolne I'hU- 
ippe-Hector Duniand, in elgfhf tomes, most of thoin 
ponderous, argues against these, conclu.sioiiH. lie lia.s 
-produced a blosraphy' of the- Maid in three volume:, 
and about 1,800 pages, two volume.s on .loim's 
'slonS and Voices," one on "The FalKe ].;nsli.sli I-e- 
gend," one on "Jules Quicliorat and Joan of Aru," and, 
l;ist of all, one on "Joan of Arc and the Church." All 
of theso 'boolts we have read, and the conclusions 
about Quicherat are stated again in the last volume 

of all. •' . ; . 

It opens with the remark that since Qulcherat's 
/.'Apercus Nouveaux"' (1850) "the history of Joan of 
jv^rc has been written in France far too much a 1' An- 
^glaiso." - ."We.feel no certainty that Canon Dunand can 
.read English. In his interminable volume on licr 
'voices and visions he discusses telepatliy and the work 
of the Society for Psychical Research. But he .seemH 
,to know these subject's only through an aliridKod 
.i'rench. translation of "Phantoni.s of the lAvUv^;" (Gur- 
' Jiey and Jlyer.s) and tlie iraii.'ilii.tliui of some iiaperK 
on Home the Medium, by Sir William CrooUes. Con- 
ceivably lie lias not studied the works in which IOhk- 
.llsh lilstofiaii.s discuss tho Maid, and he greatly errs 
'if ho thinks, as ifo seems to do, that David Mume w.as 
an Engllsli liistorian. Proliahly tlie l;ist ,|.Jut;li.sli lils- 
torlan wlu) toolc an unfrieiidly view el" thi. .\l;uil 
tlus great Roman Catliolic writer 011 I'luylish lii.'ilory, 
I^r. I.,liigard. ills pages on tills mailer were errone- 
ous. Ills tom^ is deiilorable, Init hi? wrote before tlio 
Canon's adversary, Jules Qulclierat, jiulilislie-d the five 
volume;; called the "Pruces de Jeanne d'Arc," with .all 
till! evidenco then available (1S40-1S-I9). AVe remem- 
ber, in tlie last century, no l.;nKlisl. liistorian w!io iias 
(1(. fended tlie legality of the Trial of llie Kn.t;li.-5li Cov- 
erniiK^nt of l.!."!!. To defend .loan's .iiidt;i..s, to' cvi'iise 
the conduct of the Duke of Hcdford, the J.;arl of \N'ar- 
wick, and Cardinal IJeauforl is, let 11s as.sure tlie 
Canon, not to write lier history a I'jNim'lalse. indeed, 
Protestant historians have 110 temiitatiori to di.feiul 
Inciuisltorlal justice in any ca^c. To do.tliat Is not 
their habit. : . . ,, . ^ 

The truth is, and the Canoh as an iiistbrian ought 
to know it, that there is, properly speaking, no "Eng- 
lish history" of the Maid. In her time England- had 
no chronicler but -^Vl^Iam of Wyrcestor, who merely 
records her capture, without coiriment. Caxtori; (born 
like lier in M2y), nearly fifty years later gave a.pagS 
to "the .Maid of God,'" wliicli eontain.^! little that Is 
liostile exceiit the mytli that she fiilsely pn.teiided 
pregnancy, a myth obviously evolved to aci-ounl foi- 
ihe long delay of her mart.\ rdom. The v-on.si.queiico of 
the absence of contemporary I'higllsli clironlclers was 
that later, when llolinshcrt and Faby.au and the rest 
wrote of her, they onl.v knew her throu(;h tin. hostile 
chroniclers of I!iirj,'mid.\' and unfriendly I'-'rencli aii- 
thnn-, sucli ;is du Ilailhiii (in70) and Gulllainne du 
Helluy {ir)l.S). The li...stlle .\tonstreli-t was tliolr chti.i- 
-'.■•.wve; they wei-e ignorant, tlii.'y were full of national 
lire.|udlce, but what lhi',\' thoUKllI the.v knew was 
.yrcMicli in origin. Hut. thanks to l/Avi.rdy aiiil iii)ij.rs 
by the eiifl nf the el.urhteentli cenlury, in .spite of 
Voltiilre, tbe truth nlxiut the .Miild he.ic.'iii to reacli 
England, and hor nteniOry In.ipired (not liapiilly) 
poems by .Soutliey and Coleridge. Already IJumo had 
done justice to the Maid, and, of course, "the Scottish 



chroniclers cnntenipot'ary with heV,- Bpwer .and the 
Monk of Duiirermllno, wore her wsirni ..admirers, 
:\leanwhi!e. as we have said, to dotond'- her French 
judges ;ind the i.;n!,'!i.Mh who paid their expenses, ter- 
rorized her s.\ nipatlii-/.(M-s, cruelly maltreated her, and 
burned her is not to write histo.fy a 1' Anglaise, 

That she was lirst and. .most^'^ieagerly-. pursued, 
from partv iMtreri, and condemned, '•b>i-'the'.'vFronch 
clerks of the University Of Paris; that the -evldence 
used against her came from .French wltne's8<in;i'.'t!iat 
the French King and the clergy of his party never at- 
tempted even to appeal to the "Pope in her favor Is too 
certain; though It does not suit the le;uned ('anon 
to dwell on facta which leave' so much infamy with 
his countrymen. "With him the English alone hear 
the blame; but the truth is too, well kno"wn to need 
further statement. Joan, onco captured, -Vvoukl have 
suffered all that she did suffer, if tlie quarrel had 
been between Armagnacs and PiirKiirulians alone, and 
If there had not been .an Englishniau south of tlie 
Channel. Turning to the Canon's controversy with 
bis "l.'ranco- l.:n.:,'lish" l.'rench historians, esiiecially 
Jules Qulchi-rat, W(. tliink, K|)eaklnf,' under correction, 
that he usually has the b(.tter of the argument. 'I'lie 
great paloeographcr and histm-ian was a Uepublii'aii, 
a free-thinker, an ardent admirer of the .Maid, and a 
man who was doing his very best to be fair .-ind fr,>e 

■ from .bias. It was mainly, we llilnk, fr(Jiii his desire 
to bo- fair that he derended, to ^oine i.xtetit, the hate- 
ful Pierre Ciuehon, lii.'^hop of Jie;iuvals, and his 
ni( thod of conducting the trial of the Maid. In sev- 
eral places, we lliiiik, he erred out of an almost fana- 
tical s])lrlt of fair jday. Canon Duiuind sums up, 
within marks of (puitatiiin, tlu^ conclusions of Qulcli- 
(.rat tiius: "The Church judged, condemned, and 
burned the Maid." "The. (.niurcli also rehabilltatiMl 
her, and in so doing stultilied itself (s'est dejug.'e). 
This is the English view." Where is it to l)o found In 
;iny rc.putablo ii:nglisli history'.' CJulclierat's own vUnv 
i.s (uu)ted from himself thus: "In this unexampled 
procedure," (the Trial of Rt'liabllltatlon), "the Infal- 
lible Cliurcli annihilated an affair conducted and 
jud.tjed by tlu^ Church." J lore we think thai the; 
learned Canon ,'ibsolutely succeeds In confutin.:? ttu.^ 
opinion of Qulclierat. 'I'he Trial of Keliabilitatlon 
was the work of the Church, under liio aus]ilces of 
the Holy Sei., ami under tlii' supervision of a iiajial 
legate. The Trial of Condemnation was managed by 
(Jauchon, who was In !no sense the "Ordinary" that 
had a valid claim to try the Maid. He- was hor per- 
sonal eiieiivy, and thereSore disqualified; he was paid 
l>y her political onemleH, the BngUah. .The . Holy .See 
had no idllclal- Information; i;prol?fibly;no> information 
at all except In -.news letters," about' tlie 'affair. It Is 
true that the yico-Inquisltbr sat as,a Judge, in -the 
second part .of the trial, and. that tlie Inquisitor., him- 
self Vendorsed'l.'the results- In a .-puWlo.-Berrnon.' i-'So 
far. iundenlably.'jtho GKurbli ls Implicafed,. but' only .so 
far. Jeanne's ';app.eal' .to^Uhe;, CounclIi.'.fO'C » Basel' wiis 
made, and was -left out of the rooordj.. two words In 
the French minutes, omlted in the ofllcial - Latin 
translation, corroborate the later: evldencee,. of- . eye- 
witnesses to her appeal. When s^Q. appealed to the 
Pope, as she had a recognized right to, do, she was 

■ told that "Tho Pope is too far." She was 
judged b.v hostile or terrorized French priests, 
and we think that Canon Dunand proves that, as one 
bl them said of himsitlf, tliey "never unconditionttlly - 
declared her hcrtlc." 'I'liis Is a curious point. Tho 
ofllcial Proces .-ivers lliat slie signed a long document 
avowing herself to have been a heretical liar, and ;ib- 
jurlng lier Saints. Twenty-flvo years later, five or 
six witnesses who stooil at her side, swore that she 
did not put hor hand to this long formula, but to a 
brief document "as long as a pabM-iioster," On llils 
point we had been in doubt, but the Canon shows tliat 
one of the witnesses wlio swore to tlu^ signing, of llio 
short docuiiient (no longer extant) was tho PVlor of 
Languevllln-Glffard. Mow, on the day before tho 
martyrdom, this Judge or assessor gave his verdict

justlc ." With tills \-erdlct tlie vast iiuijorily of as- 
ses;--.ors agreed. Cauchoi/ took no liced of their votes, 
and it iH a fact that they never, unconditlnnally, pro- 
nounced Jeaniii- a heretic. Clearly tlicy t..>.d( tlielr 
line for tho clearing ot their c .m.-'cii.nces. They want- 
ed to be sure that the long formula was not a n(jvelty 
t ) t!ie -Maid. The Prior of IjOnguevil|e-G!.'"fard said, 
at tlu. Trill! of Reiiaijilltatlon, that sh(. never saw or 
signed it; she slgiu d a very brief jiapcr ot unknown 
contents, and his worrls, olliclally recorded, the day 
before lier martyrdom, sliow that he l^new the truth. . 
"If she sisned the olllcial document, then we must 
pronounce her heri-tlc." 

This iioint now secni:^ errtain, and It Is onl.v one 
of several points jiroving tin- infamous injustice of 
the i)r..iceduri.. On the innlter of n>fu..^iii.i< to allow 
li(.r coun:-el. however, we knie.v no ofliclal record that, 
in tlie heslnning of her trial, slv.; ask.'d for counsel. 
■\Ve do know that, later, h1i(. refused such assistance 
•>vlien It was forniall.v olT(.red. U-lietlur or not Cau- 
clion, or .iny .ludge in sucli a case, had a rl.sjht to re- 
fuso coun.sc^l is !i very delicate <iuestiou; fuul, after 
studying tho 'Direclorium Iniuilsitorunl" of i,",7S, we 
cannot feel sure that Canon l.lunand is right when lie 
malnl.-iins that the ]■^)l)es forbade tbe ecclesiastical 
judges to refuse counsel to tlie accused. .\s to the- 
'I'rial of Itcliabllitati.ui, if f.)uielierat sjieaks of its 
"suppressldnH," It is true, and it Is to be retfretted 
tiiat iiue..itl(uis were not ask..d a,b.)ul tlu^ diiings of 
tile Maid from November, l !-l), to her captiiri>' In ,M:iy 
I-ISO. This omission lia-; a bad (.rre.,.r, •■uid was impoli- 
tic. -Witnesses were In Coin-l who (.(.uld have givt.n 
full information about tho .Maid during tliat period, 
and no. questions were put to them. "Wiiatrver r. - 
cordileaps to light, she never can"' be Hhainni," .inii iiie 
.'ibsonco of .'evidence- Is -a slur on the judijes in tho 
Trial. of, Behabilltatlon. . ■

X reply to an 'address jirt'Sented to him a 
■fHP sliorl time ago by the British Chamber of 
Cc.nmerce, Sir Hob.-.rl Hart, Bart., G. C. M. 
G., director of Chinese Imperial ?ilaritlme 
Customs, said: 

Before reading my reply to the address 
T wish to thanlc you most sincerely for tho 
very kind and Ilattering language In which 
your President lias introduced this address 
which has been read by the Secretary, Gontlelnen, I 
thank you very sincenily for tho lionor you have done 
nie in making mo an honorary member of the Belfast 
Chamber of Commerce, and In doing so I beg to con- 
gratulate you on- the, rgrovvth - and prosperity of your 
great city. Moro than fifty ; years. ago 1 1 was a student 
here, attending : the ■'.Queen's College, through which 
my. original- appolntmenteto the British Consular Ser- 
vice in China came tp the, and now that I return, af- 
ter so manj' yoav.s absence — after so many years spent 
In the Chinese (iovernnient service — I am struck at 
ev(.rv iioint by changes, and all for the better, Im- 
lH-o\enu.ms m lornier eenlros and extension of old 
boundaries. 1 h.-ive constantly heard about your In- 
dustries and manufactures, the siilendid linens your 
factories produce, and the wonderful ocean grey- 
hounds your sliipyarils launch, .and I also felt some 
pride in thinking that I, too, could hail from Belfast 
as a, lii-lf.'ist manufacture — (laughter and applause) — 
llio'.igli a native of another county, and I fool this 
mon; deejily now, seeing that the city lias adopted 
me, and your iMianiber lias honored ine with member- 
ship — ■ a double event, which, with various other 
(;i)(ul things, li!;ht up my Western sky with a pleasant 
radianci^ r(aind the- setting sun of my eastern career. 
(Applause.) A.s illustrations of one half contliry's 
development, from -a Chinese standpoint, I may; tell 
you that whereas I wont-to China from Southampton 
in 1854 in a steamer that was two .'thousand tons, I 
relumed in one of nine thousand tons and thought 
fiuiall; lh(. firsl was under thC! British and. the se- 
cond urider the German Hag — a very slgniflcant fact. 
vVlien 1 rea.ched t;!liiiia In IS'il there were only live 
ports open to trade, and only one steamer on the 
coast; when I loft .a f(.'W weeks ago there were ocean- 
going .steamers sailing daily from llilrly oi' forty 
opoii ports, and nearly a tiiousaiid small ones were 
jilyiiig (HI the Inner wat<'rs. In the early tfays we li;id 
one mail a immth tind no t(.>legranis, now there are 
mails arriving every few days by sea, and every day 
by land, and telegrams pouring in every minute. In 
1.S51 I Bpent twenty-two days going from Hong Kong 
to .Shanghai in an opium clipper; now it is done in 
two days by steam, an.l one can go from London to 
Peking in sixteen, and thence to Ilanltow, in tho cen- 
tre of. China, by rail In thirty hours. In 18B4 Japan 
was closodi-Jnqw. not only is ^e open, but she tako.i a 
front place- among the World powers, and I noted tlie 
other day a Japanc.'se .steamer ahead of us in the 
Suez Canal, well-handled, and in all points quite up 
to date, thu.s showing how the East Is coming West, 
and coinpcting with' Occidental enterprise. Further, 
I recently was one. of a, luncheon party in London to 
meet the Ja|ianeso Ambassador, tlie able and culti- 
vated Count Koniura, and say good-bye to lilin on his 
return to .laiian to resume the iiost of Secretary of

■free from all of the local taxation. Forty years ago '■■ 
the . duties collected on the foreign trade did not 
amount to ten million taels annually; they have now 1, 
reached almost forty millions.

Ten years afro tho net value of foreign trade 
in and out was about four hundred ml!llonS'taels;-'la8t 
year it w-as about seven hundred millions,' of ' which - 
about four hundred millions stood for imports' and 
three Jiundred millions for exports; and yet the bal- 
ance of trade was not against China, the difference 
being made up by a number of invisible exports, such

which the Customs keep are based on the carrying

For general purposes— that is to nay, 
to sum what China sells to and buys from all tho 
rest of the world, lumped together— tho principlo Is

< 'The Indians will neither move from their reserve 
to another with $2,000 for each family, nor own their 
property as white men, voting, paying taxes or selling 
It or keeping it as each one pleases. After trying 
vainlv to make a settlement with tho Indians, Mr. 
Templeman declared the government wo\ild make a 
law to force them to part with their land. 

It was quite different with some of the outdoor 
tricks that were played.

When we have a plentiful supply of water and the 
sewerage system Is complete Victoria should be tho 
healthiest city In the world.

It is only about four 
years since the Russian people had any sliare in malc- 
ing the laws. Before that time the Czar ruled with- 
out consulting tho people. It does not seem as it much 
of the power had been taken from the Czar and tho 
great nobles who rule with him. But it is hoped that 
gradually the people will gain greater freedom and 
know huw to use it. 

Ono of the exports of the Philliplne ..Islands is 
hemp. This has since the United States .came. Into 
j)ossession of the islands came to- Puget Sound ports 
across the Pacific. The freight charges have been 
raised and now the hemp will be taken via the Suez 
Canal to New York, and then distributed to tho dif- 
ferent cities. This will,, it Is said, be a cause of loss 
to western ports. The manufacture of hemp into 
twine, bags' and other articles is carried on largely 
in' the prisons. 

The election in tho United States is over and tlie 
Republican candidate William Taft is president. He 
is a good man and lias done liis country good siM-vice 
already. The president of the United Slates lias far 
more power than the Idng of Kngland. lie may, if 
ho thinlcs best refuse to allow an act pc-jsed liy con- 
gress to become law and his messages to congress 
are very like commands. "Whether Taft has as 

great power of ruling as Pre.=iident Roosevelt lias 
remains to ho seen. Good servanUs do not always 
make good masters. 

The Emperor ^^'illiam has once more displeased 
the English people. Thi.s time it Is by allowing a con- 
versation he liad with an English statesman to be 
published. It would appear that this was done to 
convince the English nation that the German war- 
lord was ilrlendly to It. Tho Emperor "VVllllam and his 
friends should know that when bad -feeling exists the 
liest way to change it is to say nothing but to act as 
a friend. The long statement about what the em- 
peror- wrote during the Boer war 1b not likely to make 
the English better pleased with him. AVhat they wish 
is: that the emperor would mind his own business.

■Irig;'- -Ho would have Canadians feel IhiU thoy belong 
to the great British Emi)Ire and lliat tht^v must take 
thplr part in defending it. He thinks th.it the tlnir, 
is coming when all the colonies will l)n like ihe grown 
up sons who taJ<e a share of tlieir fatlior's business. 
Kvery member of such a firm would work for the 
good of all and no one would undertake .■my lnisliie.'=is 
without consulting tho rest. If thi.s wore done, tho 
Brltis^ Empire would be wonderfully strong and 
great. 

■ It is not often that a bad man gives himself u]) to 
Justice when lie knows tliat he must suffer severe 
punishment. Yet thai is what happened a sliort time 
ago at Coour d' Aleno In Washington. A notorious 
robber listened to a woman preacliing on the street, 
felt how wicked he had been, confe.'ssed his sin, and 
went to prison. To tho young men assembled around 
him ho declared that drink was the cause of all Ills 
crimes. For tiireo years this man has boon a high- 
way robber but he ]ii>s determined now to lead an. 
honest llfo. He will proliably bo sentenced to a long 
term of punl.sliment but II is far better to bo a good 
man In prison than a bad man out of it.

Kven if tiioy do not got on'as quickly or work as 
steadily it will bo a great. thing not to be forced to be 
idle. Clearing land Is slow work but the company 
hopes, to begin to lay the rails. early in the spring and 
thon.'.'go.dn-tOiballd the road from French Creek to 
Alberhl. When we read of the hundreds of thousands 
Idle In great cities in England six. hundred men seems 
a small number but It wonlci cause greai distress even 
If so many >vere thrown out oi employment.

When the -eggs hatch he caJeCully- guards the 
little fish. . • If cme of them strays from the neat, he 
takes It In his mouth. Just as a cat does her kitten,

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HE first International Road Cong-rcss 
began its sittings in Paris recently. 
In brackets below the title on the 
official programme occur these 
words: — "Fitting np of roads for 
suiting- them to the new means of 
locomotion." In other wqrds,. the motor-car 
has compelled notice of th& roads. " It' is ^c^^ 
ious, also, that in these days, wlicn national 
and international conferences are ' continually 
taking place, often about matters of trivial in- 
terest, no such gathering should have ever 
been held before, says the London Times. 
i« •c^r°^l?'"s, concerning the construction and 
' 'maintenance' of roads Would, it might be 
thought, be of sufficient importance to have 
been matters of official communication between 
civilized countries long ago. For roads and 
their constriiclion arc all important to ev'cry 
countr}'. Both in peace and war, for health 
and connncrcc, and in the daily life of every 
citizen as well, the road is a daily factor. It 
is true that an 'unofficial exchange of ideas be- 
, tween the civil engineers and surveyors of var- 
ious countries has here and there taken place, 
but there has never been before a properly 
arranged congress at which results could be 
compared, and experiences noted, before this 
coming one, which meets next week. It has 
been most appropriately called by the Im-cucIi 
authorities; for France in the construction and 
maintenance of roads is i<re-eiriinent. 
f The importance of roads is but little recog- 
ff'niz^d by the multitude. Perhaps it is that 
' familiarity shas bred contempt. .Since, how- 
ever, the earliest man trod the earth, and the 
first Avhecl moved over the ground, the road 
and the foot-path, which is only the highway 
writ small, have been necessary to the free 
movement of mankind. A 'country without 
roads or with bad roads is to all intents and 
purposes uncivilized. A country with good 
roads— and the condition of its roads is not a 
bad criterion' of a nation's progress — owns one 
of the greatest assets Avhich can be possessed 
of a community. 

; The Roads of Olden Days 

' In olden times, wjicn wars were frequent, 
highways were mainly constructed for mili- 
; tary purposes, and many of the roads of the 



Roman conquerors stand today as the best 
example not only of their time, but of today 
as well. Having been constructed for military 
purposes these great monuments of general- 
ship seldom took into account the grad- 
ients of valleys and hills, for they lead direct 
from town to town with a straightness which 
if inconvenient to the draught animal of old; 
and the cyclist of toda}^ had at least the great- 
merit of being the shortest way.- Irt 'big 
towns, to judge by the remains at Pompeii, 
and elsewhere, the Romans solved the dust 
problem ; for their roads were constructed on 
the pave system, paving stones large and small 
constituting the surface, and, with their 
inherent disadvantages of unevenncss, stone 
slabs, or setts, produce neither dust nor mud. 
Perhaps in the days of Rome's power the pave 
was smooth enough, who knows. There arc 
many today who think that good pave, pro- 
perly laid on sound foundations, u-ill be the 
duslless road surface of the future. 

(jradually the \'alue of roads became more 
recognized through the .Middle Ages, though 
it was natural that, wdien the greater party of 
the population who held power in the State 
rode on horseback, a road suitable for wheeled 
traffic should have been at a discount, In fact 
it ^vas ob\-iously better that the road in the 
days of the Icuiglits and scinires, whui forces 
were mounted on both sides, should he made 
of soft material. If construcleil of harrl stone, 
the dame on her palfrey and the armored 
horseman would equally have suffered. As 
wheeled traffic, however, increased in volume, 
so the necessit}' for mcdciiig the surfaces bet- 
ter and Jiarder, and the rr>:uis straightcr and 
wider, became olivious. At last; came the 
fjalmy days of higlnv.-iy construction, during 
the (lays of Telford and .Macadam at the be- 
ginning of the last century. .Speed and room 
for his Majest}''s mail was the cry. 

There were no railed roads then to carry 
mails and passengers, and the teams on the 
galloping stages often accomplished a nia.\-i- 
mum of 19 miles an hour, and a\'eraged 14 to 
15 miles an hour on level stretches of road. 
Then came the downfall of the highway. 

vSo greatly had the jjopular imagination 
been caught by the iron horse^ his flangcrl 
wheels, and his railed track, that practically 



no new main road has been constructed since 
the great North and Holyhead roads of Mac- 
adam and Telford, some 80 years ago. Dur- 
ing that period the population h<as more than 
doubled, and'the wealth-'' and importance of the 
country has increased in an enormous degree. 
Our roads, however, are no better than, if as 
good as, then. Thus interest in the highways 
has nearly faded away, till quite lately, when 
the motor-car and cycle have revived it. The 
i.ioo coaches which were running in 1830 for 
the purpose of carrying mails and passengers 
had dwindled down in 1845 to a few dozen. 
Now they have almost, disappeared. Thus it 
comes about that the road, its construction and 
maintenance, the literaturei.abTynt it, its his- 
tories and mysteries, are unknown and unfelt 
today. Once more, however, the road is forc- 
ing its supreme and everyday importance, on 
individuals and Governments alike. 

Road Maintenance In England 

There is, as regards this country, a^ cur- 
ions fact, to which pid^lic opinion should be 
awakened. At this conference official repre- 
sentatives of all nations will be present. In 
this coimtry, however, there is no Government 
dci)artment \vhicli l;d-:es any cognisance of 
roads. There is no Minister or Ministry to 
answer questions concerning highways. There 
is no authority to appeal to, if aggrieved. The 
count}' surveyors, excellent men for the most 
part, their highway committees, and the county 
councils, to which both are responsible, man- 
age and maintain our best highways. The rest 
of oiu- roads are the care of the highway com- 
mittees and flistrict council.s, mnnbered by the 
hundred. The procedure seems to have been 
more than usually English and casual. No 
wonder confusion and' waste exist. At one 
time the Government helped; or, at any rate, 
had a finger in the pie, but since 1888 the Ex- 
chequer has not given any direct grant in aid 
of main roads, but limii)e(l together all sums 
gi\-en to county authorities, in itself a vital 
error, and there is no ceutr;ii authority to out- 
line a continuous or definite policy, or to sec 
that public money is spent efficiently and not 
wasted. 

Perhaps after this International Congress 
in Paris, in which the delegates from every 



nation, except Great Britain, represent a dis- 
tinct Government department in their own 
countries with wdiich they can confer and 
communicate, those responsible for the order- 
ing of oiirjnational%; destinies .\ it 
woi;th while 'to bestow a 'moment's attention 
on this question, and so arrange that the 27,- 
556 miles of main road and the 117,000 miles of 
good secondary roads traversing this country 
shall be to sonic extent recognized as worthy 
of national care. Take the money value alone. 
If wc estimate that the main roads are worth 
about £5,000 a mile, a most moderate calcula- 
tion, and -the second-class roads half-' this 
figure, no less a sum th'aii £43oi28Q,ooo'i 
resented in money valiie alone. The sutn is a 
simple one: ' . ■ • - 

27,55R milos oE main road at £5,000 per 

inllo £137,780,000 

117,000 miles ot secondary roads at £2,500 

per mile ;. ... ,.. ..£292,500.000 

£■130,230,000 

This sum is two-thirds of our National 
Debt, and we are the only country in Europe 
of imi^ortance which has not got a Ministry 
of roads and bridges, or of ways and communi- 
cations, and which has no central Government 
department to organize, control, or see that 
the f present expenditure of many millions a 
year is wisely directed. 

' Mr. John Burns has Avisely sent an official 
of the Local Government Board to watch pro- 
ceedings at the Congress. It is the best that 
we can do — at present. The delegates of the 
forthcoming Congress in Paris arc drawn from 
the following nations: France, Germany, Rus- 
sia, Austria, Belgium, United States, the 
Netherlandis, Switzerland, 'Italy,, and.,Pprtugal, 
and, semi-officially, as stated ' above, Great 
Britain is also represented. 
Arrangements and Aim's of l3ie Congress 

The arrangements include four days de- 
voted to sectional meetings, in Paris, journeys 
to the Riviera to view the .rpiite gpitc|ronisee 
of the South, and to places near Paris wKcsi-'e 
road e.Nperiments are in progress, and there 
will be inspections also of the main roads near 
Paris where specimens of pave, old and new, 
flint, limestone, and basalt roads, gradients 
and bridge building, kerbing, chanijelling, foot- 



paths nnd avenues are to be observed. The. 
wood-paving plants of the City of Paris will 
also be visited. f 
The importance of this Congress is fully 
realized on the continent. M. Falliercs, Presi- 
dent of the French Republic, is chief patron, 
while M. Clemenccau, Minister of the Interior, ' 
M. Louis Barthou, Minister of Public Works, 
Posts, and Telegraphs, and M. Pichon, who 
presides over the French Foreign Office, arc 
also patrons. Every official of note Avhose 
duties are concerned with roads, traction or 
traffic is a member. The papers to be read 
are written by representatives of .all ;|jatipns, 
and, ihcliide every aspect of road i prbtlems. 
The British representatives arc Lord JMohtagu, 
representing, among others, the Royal Auto- 
mobile Club and the Roads Improvement As- 
sociation, Mr. Rees Jeffreys, of the latter body, 
and secretary of the Motor Union, the Hon. 
Charles I^olls, also of the Royal Automobile 
Club and Roads Improvement Association, 
Mr. Montagu Harris, of the County Councils 
Association, and several of the best known 
civil engineers and county surveyors, such as 
Mr. Ta3dor, of Hampshire, Mr. Maybury, of 
Kent, Mr. E. llooley, of Nottinghamshire, 
Colonel Crompton and Mr. Thomas, of Buck- 
inghamshire, and many other students of road 
affairs, will also be present. Scotland is also 
represented by its Road Surveyors' Associa- 
tion. 

The chief heads under which discussion 
will fall are as follows : Construction .and 
Maintenance; (2) the Present Road ; (3) Gen- 
eral Methods of Maintenance; (4) Struggle 
against the Wear and the Dust; (5) The Fu- 
ture Road; (6) Traffic and its Working. In 
addition, special reports will be presented on 
each question, such as (O'^the Effects of New 
Methods of Locomotion upon the Roads; (2) 
the Effect of the Roads upon Vehicles; (3) 
Signals Upon the Road ; (4) Roads and Ser- 
vices of Mechanical Transport." It is likely, 
therefore, that before the end of the Congress 
much valuable information will have been 
given for future use. Let us hope that Great 
liritain and its Govcnment will realize the 
coming importance of roads, and that reforms 
and reorganization of our haphazard system 
may result. ■" ■ . >

dinous volumes of Reminiscen- 
ces which every publish.ing sea- 
' ' son produces nowadays. In 

• quite -an opposite spirit she asks, "Having 
been favored by Providence with delightful 
and absorbing experiences, having traveled all 
over the world, and met many of the most 
distinguished people of my generation, wdiy 
should I not record all that I can about them, 
and about the stirring things I have seen, or 
shared in doing?" Why not, indeed? asks 
the London Times concerning the book. 
Especially, if,' as in the case here, the writer 
1ms the genuine chronicler's gift and can write 
with a light and ,easy pen. From the nature 
oS the case her book has none of the serious 
interest that belongs to her son's Life of his 
meteoric father; but it is an agreeable and 
amusing supplement to those volumes and 
A\'hile throwing some welcome sidelights upon 
Lord Randolph's character, it is ftill of lively 
gossip about the peo])ic whom the\' knew in 
London or met in their travels. It ends with 
a striking chapter on the goorl Avork done b}' 
the Maine, the American hospital ship which 
ip^dyj^^andolpb and her friends equipped for 
the benefit of the sick and wounded in the 
South African war. Nor arc the two or three 
chapters which deal with the author's early 
life, \vhen she was Aliss Jerome, living Avith 
her American family in New York, Ne\v])ort 
and Paris, by ;iny nieaiis the least intci'esting. 
Mrs. Jerome . .mil her daughter saw a great 
deal of the Court and society of the Tuileries 
in the 1st days of the Second Empire, and long 
afterwards Lady Randolph kept up a certain 
intimacy Avith the celebrated Princess Mcttcr- 
liiich, who, as the l^rilliant wife of the .Aus- 
triaiT Ambassador, had been the very chief 
and centre of that "cKoticpic" society to Avhich 
the Empress luigenie paid .'■,0 imich attention, 
and whose influence contributed so nuich to 
her unpopularity among patriotic French peo- 
ple. Among many little points of interest in 
thtse chapters avc may note two — one a re- 
mark made in 1S69 by Count Hatzfcldt, at that 
time Secretary to the Prussian Embassy in 
Paris, and afterwards so well known as the 
German Amijassador in London. The day 
after one of the petits Lundis at the Tuileries, 
he remarked, in :Mr.s. Jerome's drawing-room : 
"I never saw their Majesties in better spirits 
than they were last night, and God knows 
Avhcrc they will he next year at this time." 
'At that date, in fact, everybody except the 
Parisians knew that the French Court Avas 
dancing^6ii, a volcano, and the German F,m- 
bassy 'kn'ew it best of all. The second point 
is given in a letter Avritteu after Sedan by 
General Pnlikao, who had been head of the 
fighting Ministry Aviiich succeeded that of 
Linile Ollivier. Writing front Ostciit on Oc- 
tober lie said: "Jc suis vcnti a nie demander 
comment un ])areil dcsastre a pu sc prodipre, 
sans que Ic principal autcur de cc Uigubre 
dfarac ne »e soit pas cnseveli sous Ics cadavres 



de son armec! . . . La mort de. I'Em- 
pereur a Sedan sauvait et la I'rance ct son 
fils; la capitulation a tout perdu." 

I-ord Randolijh and Miss Jerome Avcre mar- 
ried in 1874, not A\'ithout s<:)mc opposition from 
the old Duke and Duchess of Marlbf)rough, as 
all readers of Mr. Churchill's life of his father 
Avill remember. Lad}' Randolph Avisely says 
very little about the political side of her hus- 
band's career, which has been treated once for 
all in that book; but here and there we have 
a mention of some of his striking successes, 
or a personal referq;nce, not too kiiul, to his 
associates in the I'oih'th I'arty. I 'or instance, 
she finds Mr. Balfour's attitude as difficult to 
understand as some extreme tariff rfformers 
have found it in these latter days, and she 
does not attempt to disguise the breach with 
Sir John.Gorst. Like a good wife, she did 
not appreciate the newspajier attacks ujion her 
husband, and even at this distance of time 
sjjeaks of them as "\'icious" and "poisonous," 
epithets which other people might npjily with^ 
a good deal more reason to Lord Ixnndolph's 
own attacks upon his political friends if he 
happened at the moment to disagree v.ith 
them. Lady Randolph indeed, although the 
editor of the Anglo-Saxon RevicAV may be 
called a journalist herself, is a little headlong 
in some of her statements about ncwspa])ers. 
".■\t the last general election." she s;iys, "with 
few cxce|5tions, tlie whole Press of l-'nglund 
])rcached protection, and yet free tr.ndc won 
all alo'.g the line." U'ere there then no Lib- 
eral newspapers in Lancashire, Yorkshire and 
the Midlands, not to mention London ? How - 
ever, political controversy is not the staple 
of this entertaining volume, and only intrudes 
itself now and then in the midst of a succession 
of amusing social experiences and sketches of 
great people all over the world. Here, for in-- 
stance, is a picture of the old Emperor \\'iiliam 
towards the end of his long life, when Lord 
and Lady Randolph met him at tea in a villa 
at Gastein : 

"The Emperor was a fine-looking man, not- 
withstanding his age, and he had that old- 
world manner which is as attractive as it is 
rare. He Avas full of gaiety, and chaffed some 
of the young peoj^le present. It was a mys- 
tery to me how he survived what lie ate and 
drank, although he was doing a cure. Jle be- 
gan Avith poached eggs, and went on to i)otled 
meats and various strange German dishes, 
added many cups of strong tea, and ended 
Avith straAvberries, ices, and sweet, tepid cham- 
pagne. Wc talked banalites; it %as not very 
exciting." 

There are plenty of other sketches of Soa'- 

ereigns and statesmen, especially at the mag- 
nificent and yet easy-going Russian Court, 
Avhere Alexander III had a long political talk 
Avith Lord Randolph, and Avhere both guests 
were interested in tlie strange mixture of 
splendor, extravagance, mid' laisser-f.aire. At 
another time we are brotight back to London 
and arc introduced to General Boulangcr, 
Avhoni Lord Randolph Avas indiscreet enough 
to "take up" and entertain, not seeing the man^ 



as he really Avas — a vain, foolish creature, the 
cat's-paw of a lot of intriguin.g politicians. 
Lady Randolph was better inspired. when she 
Avcnt canvassing in elections at home, whether 
for her husband or for others. Ii,ere is an 
amusing story which she pledges her Avord 
is not ben trovato: 

"Being asked to help 'canvass for Mr. 
P)iirdett-Coutts, I was pleading Avith a Avaver- 
er for his vote. Waggishly, and Avith a sly 
look, lie said "If I would get the same jirice 
as was once ])ai(l the Duchess of Devon- 
shire for a vote, I think 1 rould promise.' 
■'riiaid-: you very nnuh,' 1 replied, "I'll let the 
Llaroness IJurdett-Coutls know at once.' " 





APACHES OF PARIS 

Of that curious breed of criminals, the 
Paris "Apache," a correspondent writes: 
"Paris juries are renowned for their softness of 
heart, liver since the pr;ictical suiipres.sion of 
capital jninislnnent li;irdly a day has passed 
but some ghastly murder has been committed 
and almost always for the most miserable 
cause. Only a day or hvo ago a young man 
stabbed his mother to death for the simple 
reason th^t she refused to hand him over $10 
to pay off some debts, and murder is often 
done for even more trifling sums. Without 
the guillotine and the lash France must expect 
such foul crimes not only to continue but to 
increase and the da)- must come Avhcn the 
goA-ermnent will have to revert to strong 
measures. 

"As it is, Paris is anything but a safe city, 
unless one keeps to the main thoroughfares, 
and even those threaten to be iiiA'aded by the 
Apache. Quite a fashionable amusement now- 
adays is to go, Avell escorted, to the Apache 
cpiarters and visit the taverns frequented b}' 
these charming gentlemen and their fair coni- 
])anions. It is a pleasure not unmixed Avith 
danger unless the greatest discretion is used. 

" Every one may not know that the true 
Apache is alwaj-s a young ni.'in under 30 and 
very often under 21. He is fief(uently recruit- 
ed from the ranks of the apprentice butchers 
and a fact significant to criminologists is that 
a very large percentage of the murders com- 
nnttcd in France have butchers as their au- 
thors." — London Dispatch,

HINA"; our' Peking correspondent in- 
forms us, has at last been able to 
notify the foreign Legations that 
all the Powers haA^e giA'en their 
assent to the prohibition of the im- 
port of morphia, except for medi- 
cinal purposes, and that the import of the drug 
Avill be forbidden from January i. We our- 
selves, says the London Times, gave our con- 
sent to the prohibition six years ago, in the 
Mackay Treaty, of Avhich so rnany. provisions 
have proved abortive, and the United States 
folloAved in 1903. But, for one reason or an- 
other, .some other powers have been slower to 
accede to the Avislies of- Peking, and it was not 
until Tuesday that Japan announced her 
readiness to meet them. The assent of each 
of the powers Avas necessarily conditional upon 
the assent of all. So long as any one of them 
continued to claim the right of intiporting the 
drug into China, a renunciation of tHiat right by 
others would merely have transferred their 
share of the trade to the: country which stood 
out. But it Avas not only against the risk of 
such a transfer that the framcrs of the Mackay 
Treaty — and doubtless also the framers of all 
subsequent agreements upon the subject — had 
to take precautions. They had also to provide 
that the prohibition of the import would not be 
used by tlie Chinese for the establishment of a 
lucrative government monopoly in the niaiui- 
facture of that commodity at home. The 
treaty accordingly contains an undertaking by 
the Chinese government to take measures at 
once for the prevention of the • manufacture. 
Whether that undertaking has been> obseifved 
better than a good "many others in that liiisfru- 
ment is one of the interesting points whicH'the 
International Opium Conunission that is to 
meet in January at Shanghai Avill have to in- 
vestigate A'cry closely. The self-denying ac- 
tion of the powers must be, of course, condi- 
tional njion the fulfilment of thi<; undertaking 
by the Chinese. 

In a careful study of the subject by our 
.Shanghai corresjiondent, on Avliich Ave com- 
mented last January, he declared that the first 
efforts to enforce the stringent anti-opium 
regulations of November, 1906, would be found 
in the area of poppy cultivatioti'-^vithin the em- 
pire. The Imperial Edict decreed r'tliat this 
area should be reduced by one-tenth annually 
for ten years, so that by the end of ten years 
no |)oppies should be grown in China,, In ac- 
cordance with the spirit of this enactment, we, 
for our part, have agrecil to reduce our exports 
to China of Indian opium also by one- tenth for 
three years, and doubtless Ave shj'Il continue 
the reduction at the same rate should avc find, 
;it the end of the three years, that China is 
dealing earnestly and successfully Avith the 
opium problem. But the Indian export is a 
relatively small factor in that problem. Only a 
seventh of all the opium used in China in 1906 
Avas. of foreign origin. Six-sevenths Avcr^ pro- 
duced from the native plant, and one of the 
.vital facts which the Con\mission must ascer- 



tain is whether the acreage' under thsit; plant is ^ 
being reduced in accordance with the Edict or. 
not. Such evidence as is at present available 
on the point docs not conclusively establish 
that it is diminishing. . It is alleged, for rex-'^ 
ample, that in the v^rovince of S'zu-chuan, 
Avhich consumes nearly half of the opium used 
in all China, the Edict is practically a dead let- 
ter. This province produces its own opium, 
and the chief result of the regulations, it is 
said, has been to substitute official stations for ■ 
its sale, in the place of private establishments, ' 
In- Ho-nan, again, it is reported that another 
device has been practised to evade the Edict. 
It is simplicity itself. The area under poppies 
Avas returned at some 25 or 30 per cent, greater ' 
than in fact it Avas. This gave the cultivators;,, 
a comfortable margin on Avhich to effect' ihe'^; 
prescribed reduction of 10 per cent. There arc 
doubtless other methods of escaping from the 
confiscation of land and goods Avhich is .thS ' 
pcnalty awarded in the regulations to offend- 
ers. The Commission must try to discover 
what they arc, and how far they haA'C accom- 
plished their end. Some of these subterfuges 
may be difficult of detection, bitt trustAvortliy 
evidence ought to be forthcoming as to the 
acreage under the, crop, Jbefpfe and since the . 
Edict. That is a'^niatter' to which Europeaiis' 
who liaA'e traveled through the provinces can 
speak, and some, of them assert lhat, in the 
parts of the country Avhiclvjiaye .come under , 
their observation, there were'mo'f^^^^^ last 
Avinter than ever. Our correspondent laid / 
stress upon the contention that, so long as the 
Chinese grow the crop, the drug extracted 
from it Avill be consumed. The conclusion to 
which he came Avas that Avhen he vvrote, there 
was no evidence to show that the Central gov-, 
ernment seriously intended to enforce the regu- 
lations in the spirit in Avhich they Averc.:, 
framed. On the otiicr hand, he discerned in-o 
dications, in the attitude of men so influential 
as Prince Ching and Chang Chih-Tung, that 
they might be seeking to trade ttpon the sym- 
])athy of foreigners Avith the anti-opium cru- 
sade in ordci''to fill the depleted coffers of the 
State. That those coffers Avill be depleted' 
seriously, and the coffers of the provincial gov- 
ernments more seriously still, by any real .rie-. 
striction on the trade in opium is a fact which 
has a very direct and important bearing upon, 
any estimate of the real intentions of the gdv- 
crnmcnt. There is, undoubtedly, a strong 
popular opinion in some parts of the coun- 
try in favor of the suppression of the use of 
opium, but it is not by any means a unanimous 
opinion. If the researches of the Commission . 
prove that it is strong enough to compel the 
government to enforce the more important of 
the regulations, and, in particular, the regula- 
tions for the reduction of the area under p6p- ■ 
pics, AVC shall be ready to do all that is reason- 
able, upon our part, to support a policy so 
admirable. The assent of the PoAvers to the 
prohibition of the importation of morphia en- 
courages the expectation that they would be 
as willing as ourselves in so good a cause;

hliridred-year-old' goose was a wise old bird 
'•■•'•'eV'eir ill the days when the Cave Alan was 
young, and the lattoi- reviled him and shook 
iiis stone hatchet at him and called him a 
goose, or whatever was Dutch for goose, for 
i: I have never tlioiight that the Cave Man talked 
anything, but*' Dutch. You see our ancient 
niaii'' with the ^woolly hair and the Wild ^Vcst 
way's' never talked at all except when he had 
his mouth tremendously full and then Dutch 
was the only language at all adequate to his 
needs; hence he must have said while huntiiii; 
for his hatchet, after an unavailing throw at 
a big flock of Canadas, "(kis-a-vor-damtc- 
heile-un-tunderweter-creiblien-ganse.' And so 
the 'term goose is synonymous with fool to 
;■ this day, though in his heart the sportsman 
i knows its injustice and would rather bag a 
; single wild goose than be chased by a grizzly 
bear. 

This goose tale lakes us to Northwestern 
Minnesota where the wild geese breed. CJne 
day young Art Wise, who never covild be in- 
duced to do anything but shoot during the last 
ten of his twenty years of life, came to me 
with the story that there were a million geese 
using in the old Lefarge wheat field. 

"You like to count in round numbers, don't 
you, Art? A hundred, a tliousand, ten thou- 
sand, a hundred thousand, a million." 

"\Vell, there are a hundred acres of solid 
geese, anyhow, and counting one to every 
square, foot .and the air full of 'em, how many 
does- that make? .1 put dad to figuring at it 
last'.night and he hasn't told me yet, but he 
finally said that he would count a hundred 
geese for every one that we killed and that 
i could have three days in which to do the 
killing. How many will wc have to bag, and 
' Avhen shall wc go?" 

We knew that we should have to go about 
killing those geese methodically,. with no slip- 
shod 'plan of campaign, i^hat afternoon Ave 
• drove mjt ^thgVtieQ wil^es to the Le.fargc farm, 
■ piit oiitfan* inii'nens^^ of gees^ without 

..frightening Iheni unnecessarily, saw which 
way they went and where they came from, dug 
our pits with care, caution and goose-sense, 
and returned to town. 'J'hc ne.xt day Art went 
back to sec if the birds had developed any 
shyness of the place, but he reported an old 
gander standing guard over each pit. Oh the 
third day we were in the blinds before day- 
light:, happy, and blessedly ignorant of what 
. the d'ay was to bring forth. We disliked get- 
ting out so early, but wdio knew when tlio-e 
geese would begin to appear — wc didn't. 

Pipes were smoked contentedly while we 
listened for the distant sound of the geese. 
Coming day widened the wheat field until wc 
could see its farthest extremity. It was a lov.', 
wet piece of ground, surrounded by a thousand 
acres of uncut, short prairie grass. It had 
: been too wet that season for Earmer. Lefarge 
to 'Cut much of his wheat and it still stood on 
tlVcy, ground' but it was straw fallen, and the 
■" scattered grain had sprouted and was grow- 
ing green among.sl Ihc 3-cllo\v straw of the 
wa.sLcd crop. In odd strips up and down the 
field some grain harl been cut and shoclccd, 
but fostered by much rain the top buiuUes had 
ambitiously attempted to produce a second 
J crop and had succeeded in crowning the mass 
■with a tangled cap of grern. The goose food 
was limitless, grain in the kernel and grain 
gt"Owing sweet and i-anlc. The wide view from 
any part of the field rendered uujdcasant snr- 
l)riscs impossible and so an arniv of geese had 
jjccn camping there while tlie_\- grew fat and 
strong, ready fur l!ie coming tri|i south. 

■ The sun came up wdiitening the ridges; a 
flock of chickens worked, their way out of the 
grass and climbed on the wheat shocks. One 
shl3cI??|Ayrthin^ fifty yards of us seenipd to be a 
favorite', arid so many of them fought for a 
]ilace on top of it that it fell over, whereupon 
they scratched at it ir.ore \-igorously. We were 
lumting gecsc. A\'e watched a coyote trying 
to creep uprm the gnuise, InU he made a rank 
failure of it and the birds flew (o the ne.xt 
shock while he trotted about until he got 
uuf wind and then went off in prancing, stiff- 
kgged jumps. A badger passed between our 
pits,' pausing every few feet to loQk about 
with great caution,, but he never saw a thing 
oven when wo stood''.st'raight up to show hiiti. 
.\nd we were huntin.g geese witli not a goose 
in .'^ight. i go! om nf niy j)il ;uid called .Art 
(ivcr to tell tlie story of his trip to the World's 
b'air, for T knew that would keep him awalce 
and watchful while I took a nap which he 
would'never notice unless f snored. 

"How fhany will we kill. Art?" "Well," 
he replied, "say about a hundred. I should like 
to save nioney eribugh to take nie to the next 
World's Fair." .. 

This started him and he had just gotten 
well alon.g down to the girls of the Samoan 
Islands when I awoke, hungry, at nine o'clock. 
At eleven o'clock- w c went to breakfast — not 
a goose had been sighted. At two (Vclock we 
were still in the pits waiting grinil}-, though 
.Art would have taken less than a dollar apiece 
fi:r his hundred gecsc now 



there was ice on the still water among the cat- 
.tails ;- the haystack where \ye hitched our horse 
' was"nearly as white as snow with the frost; 
but it was hot now. I The heat glimmered and 
flared in white waves 'over the yellow prairie; 
the blue Dakota hills bcjoncl Red river ap- 
peared, and again they danced up and down 
in the uncertain light. Art called my attention 
to a little black speck in the/ west — the geese 
coming. / - r. ■- . \ . ' : 

The speckv widenedi^f deepe'rted, vbro^ 
and Icngthehed'iiito a' godse army with'scotits, 
flankers, outriders, and commanders, but with 
no more discipline than a South American Re- 
volutionary force. Wise old ganders gave 
commands in deep voices, but feminine gecsc 
replied saucil}^ and flew after their own 
fashion. But they were all coming in an army- 
— the devil take them — who ever heard of 
geese doing anything like that? 

The mass became individual birds, pla- 
toons, and companies in some approach to 
order; we could distinguish the trumpet-Hkc 
coniniands of the old ganders from the gabble 
of the ranks. W'''e lay low, like the buekskin- 
shirted men at New Orleans, waiting to sec 
their CN'CS. 'i'he scouts passed over us, unsus- 
picious, and the flankers went by. Our eyes 
searched the great, flpck - for thick clumps 
which we could rake fore and aft. And then, 
hang the whole undisciplined lot of 'em, they 
were already low but they started to drop 
]:)luinp down on us. Goose wings went by so 
close that I ducked and an old gander stuck 
out bis feet until I could sec the very nails 
])rotruding as he braced his wings and bal- 
anced on the edge of the pit. We arose into 
a confusion that carried us with it. Squawk- 
ing cries, jostled wing beats that hammered 
the air, a world of geese struggled tunudtu- 
ously, none flew straight, nothing was niethod- 
ical, no expected thing haiipenecl ; but we shot. 
A goose's head flew off — I can always remem- 
ber that. 1 can also seem to recall great wings 
collapsing aiul long necks doubling up, but 
cannot quite separate anticipation and imagin- 
ation from the real. Frenzied guns were re- 
loaded with crazy shells and fired again. And 
then it was easy to see that -we had rouied 
the v.hole goose army, which was In rapid, 
disorderly retreat. 

We gazed after them with a long, linger- 
ing stare to mark those th?t nTight still fall 
out of the ranks, and then turned our atten- 
tion to the wounded and the dead. All v.'c 
could find was one old goose with her head 
shot clean off. Art searched the stubble and 
swore to himself and to me; I laughed be- 
cause it was only necessary for swearing to be 
done by somebody, and he did it well. 

"Do you know," he" said, "those durned, 
measly geese played 'possum. I shot a hole 
right ' through forty of them and they all 
folded th'eir wings aiul started to come down ; 
they knowed if they didn't pretend to be killed 
I'd 'a' shot 'em again, 'rhen when I' shot 
somewhere else thoy just viz up again and 
went away. But I saw seven fall that I 
killed afterwards; now where are they?" 

I offered him the one old goose with her 
head shot off but he scorned it. We drove a 
mile (->ut of our way that night to give that 
goose to a Swede, and Art stayed all night 
with me, not wishing to sec his' dad. But the 
geese came back again a.nd so did we. — 
Recreation. 



A PANTHER STORY 



It was a real thief of a panther that haunt- 
ed Khadgiri, and there was no end to the mis- 
chief he had done and the amount of goals 
and calves that be had stolen, so said the na- 
tives. vSahibs had tried for him when doing 
district work near the place; had tied up for 
him, had sat up for him at night, _ had heard 
him frec|uently roaring round their tents' at 
night, though a panther's roar is more like a 
very grating clearing of the throat at the 
times that he is 'out hunting; but he was too 
warv, and had never given a chance. vSo as I 
was' at the place for a few days, and had 
heanl he had taken av,-ay a calf from the -^ry 
middle of the village a few days before, I de- 
termined to have a try. 

I think we tied up a goat each night for 
four nights, choosing the paths that would 
seem the Ijkeliest for the panther to come 
along on his way to the village, but nothing 
happened. Then the next night we tied up a 
sturdy little brown goat. One always comes 
away from the tyin.g up with a stab in one's 
heart, leaving a helpless and innocent animal 
to his fate, although many other lives must be 
sav(!d eventually. It is, however, consolin.g 
to think that nearly all goats, after crying to 
their companions for half an hour, nilibic a 
little and then lie down and go to sipep, and 
then if the panther does come the goat has 
hardly time to wake and jump to his feet be- 
fore all is over; at least such is my experience. 

But to return. We had tied our goat to a 
small tree some sixty yards from the end of 
the village, and when we went to look in the 
early morning found he had just been killed, 
\vas quite warm in fact, and only a very small 
piece IkuI been eaten off the shoulder. There 
was rejoicing among the men. "lie hasn't 
had time to eat, so must come back earl}' in 
the- ;evening-l" • However, wdth a panther that 
is- as'; may -'be; ^ To judge by his pugs he was 
only a small one. 

Wc placed a ladder in a tree close by, 
hiding it with branches as much as possible, 
and about five o'clock I took up my position 
and sent away the men, not to come back till 
they heard my whistle. There seemed a good 
chance of his being late, as he w'as such a warv ' 
one, and the sp-ot was .so close to the villan-e. 



There was a good moon, and I meant to make 
We had s>tarted that morning in fur coats; an all-night watcirof it, so tied a piece of tape 



along down the barrel of the rifle to catch all 
the moonlight possible. . Then the village cat- 
tle came straggling by at» sunset, raising the 
dust, with the small native boys driving them, 
a few men back from their work, and twilight 
settled down. Belated rooks flew home, and 
a flock of paddy birds flapped by ; the noises 
of the late night birds and frogs began, and 
also the silences of the jungle night. Then 
came an hour of mysterious, interesting, and 
noiseless watching. The 'moon was well up, 
when the stillness was broken by a few sharp 
cries and a sad wail. This was curious, and I 
l^uzzled over what animal could have made it; 
it hardly sounded like u, child. .One,.fOr, t\yo 
nionkeys. chattered and. swore, then fell, an- 
other silence for perhaps an houn- . , • • 
The shadows had moved along;' and were 
over the' dead body of the goat, wdiich made 
it nearly impossible to distinguish from the 
ground, where ;d)solutely silently anothef 
grey shadow appeared from behind a bush. 
cre])t up to the carcase, and, without a mo- 
ment's looking r(juncl (jr waiiin.g, set to work 
on his supper. There was the noise of a tear- 
ing of flesh, and the panther must have meant 
to eat it where it lay;. but there is always the 
chance of the kill being pulled under a bush 
as far as the rope will allow. So with the help 
of the wdiite line ilown the barrel aim was 
taken. There was a bang and a flash, and af- 
ter the flash was absolute darkness for some 
seconds, until one's eye could grasp, as it 
were, the outlines attain. The panther luul 
made no sountl, and lay there, tu all appear- 
ance dead, but to nuikc sure a second shot was 
fired. Then there were shouts from the men. 
"Sahib, sahib! is he dead?" as they hurried 
up, and they had to be stopped from, coming 
close till 1 could scrandde down the ladder 
with the loaded rifle, in case of - the panther 
having any life left in him, the men being un- 
armed. The whole villa.ge turned out, "men, 
womc!!, and all tiie Ijabies and children, with 
torches and much shoulin.g. Qiie bullet went 
straight down into the back near tlie shoul- 
der, and the second near it in the side. It 
was a small female, only si.x feet eight inches, 
but the villagers did not mind that. It Was 
earned up hack to camp, a long procesison fol- 
I'Mvmg, bemg called all the bad names that 
the people could think of— thief, murderer, 
rascal, badujash— ail along the road.- This is 
a very onhnary story, and now comes what 
struck me as curious. 

The next morning we skinned him, or it 
should be her, and wondering why she' had 
been so long coming if she was really hun-rv 
the cvcnmg before, not. having had time for a 
meal when the goar was killed, wc thought 
we would try and find out. So the stom.-.ch 
was cut open, and there we saw large pieces 
of undigested monkey, perfectly clean and 
only just swallowed. Om came' a hand and 
forearm whole, the hairs on the back of the 
hand and arm as .clean and fresh as if thev 
were on a live monkey, and the little black- 
palms of the hands and nails intact. There 
were pieces of more arms ancl legs, and there 
were lar.ge fresh pieces of meat and bone off 
the back and ribs, quite clean, and such big 
mouthfuls! The stomach was crannued, and 
the wonder is the panther ever came back to 
the original kill, 'i'here were pieces of nice 
clean skin with the long hair on, and the men 
were as much surprised as I was. This must 
have been the cry that was heard soon after 
stmset, f(M lowed by the swearing of one or 
t-,vo other monkeys, wIk.) probabK- had watched 
the tragedy. Then, of course, "lli- skin had 
to he stretched out ami the hick-\- bones L;iveu 
to the cook to clean.

1 have often asked what the fat is good for, 
and some of them say it is a very good metli- 
cine for rheumatism, ,ind otiiers that it "makes 
you very bold."

SHARK-HUNTING IN CENTRAL 
AMERICA 

b'or o\-er two months the small steamer of 
which 1 was chief officer plied alon.L; the I'a- 
cific coast of Central America from I'anama to 
the Costa I'iican border, navigating a region 
frequented only by the native pearl fishers' ;uid 
an occasional small local trader. Our mission 
was of a characiu- which often required an- 
choring for several d.-iys in lonel^i- coves or ly- 
ing otf and on the shore for like periods. 

It was monotonous in tlu' exti-enu' ;U times, 
under the burning tropical sk\-, the intense 
luat lulled oidy iem|ioraril\- by fleeting thun- 
der storms, with terrific downpours of rain for 
:i few minutes, followed by a depressing, 
steaming humidity -iivhen the sun shone again. 
Annisemenls wci e few, as no one was allowed 
to go ashore- except on duty, aild the .scarcity 
of fresh provisions was only partly relieved 
by the catching of- a few fish 'fi-om over the 
ship's side. 

Due anuisement, howe\-er, was extremeb' 
cxcitin.g and popular — shark killing. The V 
were not mild looking -.nor mild mannered 
sharks, cither, that wef-e' blir prey. They were 
the huge, hideous, cavernous-ja\v,ed ; , tiger 
sharks, which could nip off a man's Heiki,' arm, 
leg, or large part of his body and gulj) it down 
in a jiffy. The waters in wdu'ch we sailed and 
anchored were infested with these monsters, 
and they woukl often follow the shij) for 
miles. I do not recall seeing one less than six 
feet long. The largest avc caught measured 
twelve feet from nose to end of tail. Wc saw 
larger ones, notably a famous shark which 
survived ntaiiy a coinbat with man and his 
'weai)ons. 

This huge fellow was known to at least two 
generations of sea-faring men as "Taboga 
Bill." He derived his name from his habitat, 



which was in the waters off Taboga Island, a 
beautiful health resort and watering place a 
few miles out in the bay from Panama City. 
He was a wily old fellow, aiid although sev- 
eral times wounded, once losing a fin in an en- 
counter with some men in a boat, he was never 
killed or caught, as far as known, but although 
seen for years by hundreds of sailors and trav- 
■ elers, he disappeared from his old haunts dur- 
ing the influx of Americans after the acquisi- 
tion-of .the canal;zone, and it is generall}' con- 
ceded that he has died, probably from old age. 
From the two or three glimpses I had of him 
I should say he was fully fifteen feet long. 
Others ,gi\'e him .greater length. 

To anuise ourselves we frequently took 
rifle and revolver shots at the sharks about the 
ship, but this was neither exciting nor sports- 
manlike, 'i'he favorite method of capturing 
them was a decidedly seamanlike one. We 
literally fished for them, as Ave 'did for the 
rigly twelve-footer we cau.ght while lying off 
the Sah Pedro river, near the niouth of which 
is the town of Pedregal, Chiriqin Province, 
Panama. 

'i'his fellow had been oiu' companion for 
two or three days, lie had a voracious appe- 
tite and quickly devoured any of the refuse 
thrown from the ship that came anywhere 
near him. Me was quick and powerful in his 
ino\-cments, althon.gh \\-ary and cimning. He 
was likewise gi'ecdy and a bidly, brushing 
aside the smaller shark's that, got in his way. 
We delern-iined to .get him. 

A big meat hook, well shar|)eued, was bait- 
ed with a piece of salt pork and suspended 
from a cork life preserver floating in the wa- 
ter. A stout Manila, line was made .fast to the 
life preserver aiid I'ed over the taffrail aft. We 
anglers (there were three of us taking turns) 
then began our fishing. 

It Avas several minutes b(;fore the old shark 
would approach the bailed hook, lie Avas evi- 
dent!}' susiiieious it. He woukl approach 
it, look at it, smell it, dart away, circle around 
and return to it. Wc gently agitated_the line. 
He grew bolder and finally began to ^ake 
quick, cautious nibbles at it, until pre'tty soon 
most of the bait was .gone. We started to haul 
in and put more bait on, and then, with a 
dash, },Ir. Shark bit. He swallowed the whole 
tliin.g. That was om- time. Wc quickl}' jerked 
the line in, but as a strain came on it we saw 
at once tluit the shark- was stronger than the 
three of us. so ,wc had to take a turn with the 
liiic around a cleat, easing off as, the strain 
incrca-sed and ' hauling in as it lessened. 

The shark, now firmly hooked, went into a 
desperate "flurry." lie dived and turned and 
thrashed the water in his frenzy. So violent 
were his slru.g.gles that wc feared the line 
would i)art, but it held and we began to poiu" 
lead into om- victim, as to have hauled him 
on hoard while he was full of life and vi.gor 
would have iini)eriled limb if not life of any 
one ap|uoachin.g near enough to despatch him. 

.■\nd he was hard to de'spatch. I was using 
a high-i)ov.'cred 3S-caIibre military ■pattern Colt 
auto?natic jjistol. ( )ne of my companions used 
a small calibre Lee rifle, the other an old style 
4.,-calibre W inchester. It was the last that did 
the most dama.ge, lor wliile the small calibre 
stell-jacketed bullets of the Colt and the Lee 
passed through and through the shark, several 
of the soft Winchester bullets were found 
imbedded ill his bpdy. ■ • . 

Fo'f ,fullyi twenty minutes we "played" the 
shark; arid'- great sport it was. His strength 
andYage wahod slowly. Finally, probably due 
more to his own terrific exertions than to our 
shots, he be,g;ui t') \-.-e;d:en, yet not to such an 
extent that three of us could haul him al)oard. 
So we rn\-e the liiu; throu.gh a snudi leading 
bkjck made fast to a boat davit, called come of 
the crew, and -.soon had him hanging, still 
stru.ggling, to the davit head.' There we fired 
several more shots into him and he ai)pearcd 
to relax. 

but he was by no means dead. Nooses 
were slung ai-oun l him and he was hauled, 
shot lull of holes, on .jeck. Wealc though lie 
w.-'.s, b.e had plenty of light left in him. His 
eyes still glared, his tail flapped, his vast jaws, 
with double rows pf hinged, saw-edged teeth, 
movcd'convulsively a.-^ if yearning to mac6rate 
one of bis foes. His hu.ge bod}-, a flirty iiuid 
cojdi-, v.-it!; bl.-ick transverse stripes (hetice the 
name "t iger-shtirlc" ) . pulstited with pain and 
ra.ge. In a moment of comparati\-e rest, a man, 
ihinkin.L;- the shark- last derul, appri:)ached 
with an ii-nn b;ii- to ]ir_\' open the jaws and 
extract the hook. Instantly the jaws snapped 
and the man leaped back none too soon. 

The ■ shark-'s head' was chopped opeti with 
axes, but eveti then the body, tail, and frag- 
ments of jaws worked conviilsively for several 
mimites. It was the most wonderful exhibi- 
tion of \-ilalit)- attd iduck J e\-er sav/. 

Tlic spine once severed ;it the neck", life 
soon becriine extinct and then we took our 
measitrenienls and proceeded to collect 
trophies. The ship's surgeon topk the s])inc 
and gave it a treatment which converted it 
into a unique walking stick. The eyeballs were 
|)reserved -and became hard, milk-white 
spheres. The fins were ,giyen ^ to some of the 
men as curios and the'"teetli'-:Were. distrihiitecl. 
The Cliff l)iUtons I now wear were ma.de from 
litem, and, with a simple gold ' setting, are 
handsome, being very hard, highly polished, 
with strange serrated edges and as white as 
the purest ivory, - 1 

We caught other. sharks,:.but- hone ^gave us 
the battle this big' 'tiger aid:--i-ArUliur'':^^ 
ton, in Western Field. 

The Nipigon River, distant 95C) niiles west 
from Montreal, on the line of the Canadian 
I'acific, is pre-eminently the superior of all the 
rivers emptying into 'Lake Superior, from a 
trout-fishing jioiiit of view. The trout here 
sometimes attain u phenomenal size, having 



been taken up to nearlj-- ten pounds weight, 
and scarcely ever going lower than two. Ifl 
taken an\'where from twenty miles up the; 
river as far as Lake Nipigou they will be the 
brook trout, pure and simple, but occasionally, 
trout are caught at or near the mouth of the 
river, which display the markings of - both 
brook and lake trout, undoubtedly hybrids. 
H6wever;'these latter are as game, and put up; 
just as good a battle, as either of their parents. 
Nothing will be lost if one of them should be 
hooked. They very seldom take the fly, and' 
arc generally taken by trolling^ or, bait.' cast-, 
ing.— Field and Stream.

'he late Sir Matliew Bailie Bcgl)ie 
was a notable personage. He 
would iiavc been a man of note 
in any country and in an}' capac- 
ity. He would have led, for he 
would .not have followed in any 
profession. Here he was a giant, 
intellectually and physically, on 
or oft the .]3encli. A natiVe of 
Scotland he graduated at one of the gr^at 
.English uni\-erjities with honors. 1 le ' was 
stroke-oar in one of the races with a rival 
;university crew. Pic was admitted to the Bar 
"early in Hfe, but matters were not prosperous 
•and he fdSluid it- difficult- to obtain a footing 
in the profession. In his college davs he had 
acquired a knowledge of shorthand, ind amus- 
ed hunself on court days bv taking down ■ evi- 
dence and the judge's words. He was next 
cmiployed on the Law Times as a reporter. 
The Lord Chancellor of the day was in need of 
a skilled shorthand writer. A sad mcs.s had 
been made in taking .down and transcribing 
court proceedings by the only available talent, 
and it was evident tli.U the t'iine had come for 
a change. ' In the dilemma Mr. Bcgbic; whose 
excellence as a reporter was well known to the 
■government', . was appealed to and undertook 
■the work. ' His reports gave every satisfaction. 
In Mr. R. T. Elliott's law library in this city 
may be seen English law court reports that 
bear the words, "Reported by Zlfathcw Bailie 
Begbic, Esq." 

Mr. Bcgbie continued in the position of law 
reporter for some years, anxiously awaiting an 
opportunity for advancement. \Ylien British 
■Columbia; was taken over by th.e Imperial gov- 
ernment. and from the status of a Hud.son's 
Bay Co.'s preserve was created a crown colony, 
it became necessary to appoint a staff of of- 
ficials for the new cojpny. The ■. company's 
governor — Sir James Douglas— was continued 
as chief executive officer, and Col. Moody, R. 
E., was appointed lieu t. -governor, with offices 
on the Mainland, but subordinate to Gov. 
Douglas, v.'hose official residence on VancOH- 
ver Island was maintained. 

Hon. David Cameron was chief justice at 
the time the country was taken over by the 
Imperial government4;.;iHe\wa.s not learned in 
the law, having been'^a"1inen^draper in Scot- 
land. In early life he had married a sister of 
Governor Douglas, and being a man of good 
education and strong common sense, in the ab- 
sence of a resident lawyer here had been made 
chief justice. 

The Home government must have rccog- 
ni;^ed the necessity for a change in the ju- 
diciary here, since late in 1S58 the Lord 
Chancellor recommended his reporter, who, as 
.■I have said, was also a 1)arrister, I0 the position 
•of ehief justice of British Columbia. The ap- 
pointment was presently made, and, accom- 
panied by the gifted George Hunter Cary as 
attorney-general, ~\Tr. Begbie reached Victoria 
■ early in 1859 and was almost immediately dis- 
patched to the town of Fort Yale to settle dif- 
ferences that had arisen between the only re- 
presentative of the government there , and a 
group of miners whd^cted in. a riotojis and 
rebellious spirit. 

The new chief justice speedily composed 
lljc differences, and I have always thought his 
iCQmmandi^^ presence, his majestic>. figure, 
lartil his .sBnorous voice had as much to do ii; 
overawing the incipient, rebejs-in the midst of 
whom he ventured early'^one sunny morning 
in February, 1859, as the presence of a com- 
|jany of supporting red-coats who came with 
him and were c|uartcrefl in the little village. 

'JMie new chief justice was six feet five in 
height and magnificently i)r()portioned, -with a 
clearcut, leonine face, ilis head was covered 
with a crown of black hair, among which a 
few straggling white locks had just began to 
intrude. His whiskers and mustachios were 
of the Vandyke vvcut.! '(A pair of deep, expres- 
sive eyes lighted up his mobile countenance, a" 
sonorous A'oice which sounded like a lion's 
roar gave ])oint and force to his words and ac- 
,tions. Attired in wig and gown I cannot re- 
••call a' handsomer man or one who impressed 
me more with an air of dignity and a sense of 
mental and ])hysical strength which ■Welf be- 
fitted his herculean frame. 

His manner on the Bench was dictatorial 
and .f^cvere. In the discharge of his judicial 
'duties he seemed I0 cut loose from the com- 
mon herd and forget every consideration 
. save that of the duty he owed to Queen and 
country, Hc was ab.^olutely incorruptible. So 
imbued was he with his sense of duty that I 
firmly believe had a suitor offered him a bribe 
the chief justice would have struck him dead 
" with a blow from one of his great fisls. .So far 
as honesty of ])urpose went .Mr. Begbie was 
incoin])arahle. I lis great ser\'ices as a criminal 
judge when I'ritish Columbia was in the hands 
of ;i horde of lawless foreigners were acknow- 
ledged by his Queen, who knighted him in 
1875. ]'"or many years his name was a terror 
to evil-doers and he made British law and jus- 
tice respected throughout the length and 
breadth of the colony, 

AVhen I haye-.said this, I have given him all 
the praise to whicli his memory is entitled, for 
lie was a huncil? of' eccentricities and preju- 
dices, that oft<;n told heavily ■against suitors. 
His sympathies, strange to say, were nearly 
always against the defendants, I once asked 



a legal friend 'how it happened that 
the chief justice nearly always: sided .with the 
prosecution. The reply was tHat Begbie bcr 
lieves the man on trial must have done some- 
thing wrong or he would not be here ! The 
chief justice often strove as hard for a convic- 
tion as the lawyers on the side of the crown, 
and during the many years where there was no 
court of appeal in the colony he ruled the 
]jar and the country with a rod of iron. I feel 
sure that there were' many ■ instances where 
niohsitrpus injiisticij'' was done simply 'because 
(lie chief justice 't. having. imtiHed 'i prcj udicc 
set the ■ law aside to ' "%ra;tify that' prejudice. 
He was so constituted that he could not be 
fair. He was the embodiment of honesty, but 
his legal knowledge was not extensive, his 
library was meagre, and when the whim 
possessed him he would trample law and law- 
yers up.der his feet, and make hearts ache by 
his terrible and unjust denunciations. 

At the slightest provocation, often with no 
provocation at all, he would strike a barrister's 
name from the roll. A Canadian lawyer was 
his great aversion, and it was several years be- 
fore be Avould permit one of the (to him) o|p- 
jectionable class to practice before him. 

\\'hen Sir Jlcnry Crease and Hon. ^Ir. 
Gray (the latter Avas a Canadian barrister) 
were appointed to the Bench and sat on ap- 
peal, a little more respect was shown by the 
chief justice for the opinion of the legal fra- 
ternity and Canadians had a better show. Sir 
Henry was a good, sound, well-meaning judge, 
but he appeared to me, as in id^p .moments I 
sat in the courtroom and listeneid to the pro- 
ceedings, to be amiable, and disposed to yield 
too' readily to the thunderous and forcible ar- 
guments of his chief, who was disposed to 
cram his ideas down his brothers' throats. 
]Mr. Gray \vas also amiable, but he was of 
sterner material than his elder colleague, and 
on man}' occasions he declined to accede to the 
chief's whirlwind argument or to be dragoon- 
ed. In justice to the memory of Sir Henry 
Crease it must be added , that he, too, was 
sometimes at valrfahce'^witb the chief "justice, 
and after the full Bench had been constituted 
and an appeal could be had to the Supreme 
Court at Ottawa, the differences of opinion be- 
came more marlced than before and British 
Columbia suitors had an even chance in the 
])rescrvation of their lives and property from 
the consequences of judicial error or judicial 
pi-eju(lice and t3-ranny. 

The late Mr. Justice Walkem came to the 
country in 1862. He )vas.. one, of the chief 
justice's bete x\o\xh — a Canadian'bai'rister, aind^ 
was refused admittance tb tile 'Ba,r. "; l*he late 
Mr. Justice Robertson, also a Catiadian barris- 
ter, who came in 1864, was at first denied 
permission to practice before the chief justice, 
and to eke out an existence wrote articles for 
one of the new.spapers. When he had been 
finally admitted, after a somewhat lengthy 
struggle, he accepted a fee to appear in a case 
with Jklr. McCreight, who was afterward a 
justice of the Supreme -court. The chief jus- 
tice was in an exceedingly nasty temper all 
through the case^; In the course of the argu- 
ment Mr. McCreight, Avhd was a blunx, out- 
spoken Irishman and a great lawyer, with a 
temper of liis own, gave offence to the chief, 
who demanded an apolog}', ;Mr. McCreight 
refused unless the chief had prcvioush' apolo- 
gized to him for insults lie had showered upon 
him during the progress of the case. 

"If you will not apologize, I shall strike 
you off the roll," said Mr. Begbie. 
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"You can do so if you wish; you have the 
power, but I shall never go down on my knees 
to you until you shall have first asked my for- 
giveness," retorted Mr. McCreight. 

"You arc off the roll," cried the chief jus- 
tice, passionately. 

"You may take iny name off, too," said 
iNIr. Robertson, "for 1 share in the opinion of 
iNIr. McCreight, that you owe him an apology." 

'J'he two barristers then gathered up their 
books and left the room. Eow the difficulty 
was settled I never heard for certain, but 
there were explanations ;uul an arrangement 
satisfactory to all parties was come to a few 
days later, I heardAthat the chief justice made 
the first overtures for peace. 

The chief 'justice's career as a reporter for 
the press had not imbued him with an exalted 
opinion of the l^ourth Estate. He was un- 
merciful when an editor was brought before 
him for libel. At New Westniinstcr, on one 
occasion, he scut an editor to gaol and impos- 
ed a fine for ha ving printed a letter from Cari- 
boo in which the writer, an entirely unreliable 
person, accused him (the chief justice) of 
rendering a "|)urchascd" decision in a trial 
that affected property rights. The charge was 
entirely unfounded and the pourt \yas justified 
in its action. On another occasidii Mr. Justice 
Gray was- charged in a jetter to the. Victoria 
])aper with calling one of 'the parties to an ac- 
tion into his chambers and discussing with 
him the decision he was shortly to render. The 
letter was written by a barrister, whose name 
was disclosed; but the chief justice, in render- 
in.g his decision, said that the court was not 
concerned with the name of the "scoundrel 
who wrote the libel," they would only deal 
with the publisher, and would fine him $250. 
The writer's name might as well have been 
published, for the letter proved his, ruin. 
Whether, rijghtly or wrongly, the . idea got 
abroad' among' litigants, that- that, partictilar 
lavirye;r) had! "no^sh6w'' before; the courts. His 
practice. dvv:indled atjd^ijot ni.any years later he 
died,""' ■' ■' 

In sentencing a criminal the chief justice's 
language was often scathing. He always de- 
livered a severe lecture, in which he reviewed 
the crime of which the man had been convict- 
ed and its effect on society, and described the 
l^unishment he was about to enforce. Some of 
the prisoners declared that the lectures that 
were delivered in the judge's most impressive, 
bitter, not to say brutal; language, were worse 
thaii the punishmentpuAt an up-cduntry 
si2e,-a man' who had been con-victed 6f . th6ft, 
writhing under the chief's expletives, . stopped 
him with: — 

"Say, Judge?" 

"What is- it?" said the judge curtl}'. 

"I was going to ask you if you'd mind sen- 
tencing nic now and leave the rest of yoiir talk 
for the next fellow I" 

Juries in the coast cities distrusted him so 
miich that they frequently':, refused to convict 
a prisoner, fearing lest a severe penalty should 
be imposed for a trivial offence. Lavin, the 
.manslaughterer, who beat Johnston Robert- 
son's brains out by pounding his head on a 
saloon floor, was acquitted by the jur}' be- 
cause, as they said, they wouldn't "trust Beg- 
bie with a dog." Begbic delivered an injunc- 
tion to the liberated prisoner to "go and sand- 
bag that jury." 

One of thg most remarkable instances of 
judicial barbarity occurred in the Supreme 
coiiri here before the full bench, on the 8th and' 



9th day o^ June, 1880, Judges IBegbie, Gray 
and Crease, sitting. Three brothers named 
McLean and one Hare had been convicted of 
the murder at Kamloops of Mr. "Ussher, the 
government agent. It had been the custom to 
hold the assizes upon the authority of a xoyA 
commission. C)n this occasion no con-imission 
had been issued, and counsel for the prisoners 
brought the matter before the full court, al- 
leging that the trials were illegal becahse of 
the absence of the royal commission. The at- 
torney-general (Mr. "Walkem) and Messrs. Mc- 
Creight and Robertson appeared for the crown.,., 
and -Messrs. Bole and Tolmie for the prisoners. 

The judges from the start seemed to be im- 
pressed with the idea that the case for the 
crown was weak. The argument was conduct- 
ed with much acrimony on both sides — the 
Bench at times being absolutely offensive. 
Counselrfor ^the crown, were often interrupted 
and'assailecl-by the chief justice. The attor- 
ney-general concluded with much warmth that 
assizes without a royal commission had been 
held to be regular. 

ls\\-. I\IcCreight followed. Lie said that affi- 
davits showed that about 96 assizes had been 
held without a commission. 

'j'hc chief justice (excitedly) — "What you 
say is untrue. You have made a wilful and de- 
liberate mis-statement and yow shall not be 
heard until you apologize.". 

■, Mr, McCreight — "I- have no apology to 
make. An apology is due to me. I have rpade 
no mis-statement." ; , 

The chief justice^ — "Sit down. Mr. Robert- 
son shall continue the argument. Where is 
Mr. Ixobertson?" , . 

Mr. McCreight— "I will not sit down.' I 
shall continue the' argument." 

The chief justice — "I shall not sit here to 
hear falsehoods. Mr. Robertson shall proceed.'' 

Mr. McCreight — "But, my lord " 

The chief justice (rising very excitedly) — "I 
shall-nptihear you." 

i'-Mr.'M^ will only apologize so 

far ais to say that your charge against me in- 
correct." 

The chief justice (still standing) — "The 
court sttmds adjourned,lill to-morrow morning 
at Ti o'clock, whpn Air. McCreight shall not be 
heard, but Mr. Robertson shall go on with the 
argun-icnt. • ' / ' 

The court assembled on the following 
morning.' 

]\Ir. AlcCreight addressed' the court. He 
said the charge of the chief justice against him 
■.\vas incorrect, in fact it was untrue, and , he 
would not apologize. 

, ; -The chief justice — "Mr. Robertson, will you 
go pn, with .the case?" 

^ ;Mr.. Rpbertson said that lie agreed with his 
learned ffiend. The affidavits showed that 
some 96 assizes had been held without com- 
missions and Mr. AlcCreight had stated a fact. 
If the affidavits were wrong, the court mighty 
deal with the affiants. 

Mr, Justice Gray and Air. Justice Crease en- 
deavored to explain the matter by saying that 
the trouble had_ arisen from a misunderstand- 

The attorney-general rose to still further 

explain the law and to defend his learned 
friend, Mr. AlcCrcight, from the charge of 
mendacity. He concluded that the affidavits 
were correct in every particular. Assizes had 
been held by the chief justice without a com- 
mission, Air. ATcCreight's statement was en- 
tirely true and'he could not and should not 
.-.make an, apology. . If it was. enforced it vwpuld 



^2^^^ HE Bishop of London delivered a re- 
markable address at Christ Chtirch, 

'yife? A'layfair, when the Rev. Eric AI. 
cst4-'^v{% Farrar was inducted as the new 

«a»j|f vicar of tliat church. The Bishop 
began by referring to the fact that 
the new vicar came to Afayfair from Hoxton. 

"If you look round London," he said, "you 
will scarcely find a poorer part than Hoxton 
or a richer part than A'layfair, and that faces 
us with this difficulty: Why should there be 
rich, and why should there be poor? .Why is 
it that God, although H-c loves the child born 
in Hoxton as' much as the child born in May7 
fair, gives such an unequal 16t\to 'the children 
whom we are taught -He equally loves? I left 
the Church Congress ait Manchester discus.sing 
the great social problem, and it opened up the 
great question : What is the Gospel to the 
rich? At the Pan-An-ierican Congrcsss speeches 
were nvnde declaring that the whole of the 
present s}'sleni was Avrong, and that society 
should be reconstrucled — that land and the 
means of production should be owned not b}' 
individuals, but by the municipality and the 

"Tlij^se who hold what are called Sociali stic 
views of the problem are perfectly justified in 
spreading their views if they can, see a mpans 
of spreading the post office system to other 
indu-stries. If they can change the present 
system without interfering with vested inter- 
ests, and \yithoUt robbing a single person of 
anything he rightfully possesses, then that so- 
lution is an economic solution which any 
Christian may hold if-it con-imonds itself to 
him: What L protest against is approaching 
the solution as the only one binding the Chris- 



tian conscience. Before I can take on econ- 
omic grounds that Socialistic solution of the 

problem, which is ever present to n-ie as I trv 
to work day bv- da}- among the rich and ponv 
alike, I ask wh}' it is that the old .American 
colonies ne\-er succeeded on such lines. Jt 
was only when each man got something for 
his labor that tluise colonies became what they 
did. In Russia I find that one of the great 
causes of poverty and misery is that the villag- 
ers own land in common. I cannot as fiishop 
sanction the whole power of the Church on be-- 
half of an economic solution which may be 
wrong. - ; ' . 

"If on economic grounds we reject that so- 
lution of the problem, what -is the, gospel for 
the rich ?' I believe- there ari; five points about 
it. The first is justice. It was the Christian 
Church which by its insistence on justice abol- 
ished slavery in. Rome, There should be jus- 
tice for the poor who "get is. 6d. for making an 
article .sold for a .guinea. 'I'he rich have great 
])owcr jn their hmuls, and in malcing their 
purchases do they incpiirc as to the conditions 
under -which the articles they buy are ijroduc- 
ed? If they hurry on their orders, do they re- 
alize the extra work and hours they arc giving 
to some poor sean-istress ? On the other hand, 
when a young employer is trying to keep his 
z^head above water again,st German competition 
it \s unjust to hiipvthat jiis'mcn should agree 
among themselves to t^tirii out onl^ a particu- 
lar innnbcr of articles a day, and -thus ruin 
their employer? 

"The second great thing is equality of o|)- 
portunity. It i? impos-sible for there to be 
perfect equality-in the world, because of the 
differences between gifts and nobilities in dif- 



ferent people, but thefe puglit td be equality of 
opportunity. Third, in the gospel to the rich 

there must be emphasized the supremacy of 
righteousness. What does so much harm in 
the ICast luid ;u'e the stories which reach them 
from W'esi: London. What the rich have to 
untlerstand is that the only true aristocracy is 
the aristocracy of character. Jivery story of 
some disgraceful marriage from the West End 
midermines Christian work in the East End. 
Fourth, we have to preach the reality of re- 
ligion. Twenty-five years ago it was hard for 
■a;young man, because the world of science 
'told lis that nothing was real which could not 
'be seen, but now it is very riiuch the other way. 
Last, there must be in the gospel to the rich 
more insistence laid on the great brotherhood 
of the Church. That means that every rich 
man shall look on his wealth in the light of his 
being a steward of it. It does not really be- 
long to him, but he has it in trust for hi.s 
poorer brothers. The rich need quite as much 
spiritual health as the poor, if not more."

be against all reason and he and his colleagiie ;

The chief justice — "'I'hc court will not be, 
influenced by these threats." 

Air. Walkem — "The language of the chief 
justice was inexcusable and should be apolo- , 
gized for. He (Air. Walkem) had suffered . 
some of this same experience from the hands'; 
of the chief justice. Ilis overbearing and 
tyrannical conduct had kept him (Walkem) . 
put of the profeasion,7for;^he;.would not be, 'in 
politics today if he could lia!vc been sure of be- 
jngiitreated with proper respect by the chief 
justice. The treatment of Air. AlcCrcight was 
unbearable. No man of spirit could sit still 
for a moment and not resent such language. 
Air. Crease and Air. Gray had always treated 
him well, but such was not the case with the. 
chief justice. On the part of the Bar, which 
he represented, Air. AYalkem said he objected 
to the language that had been .directed at Air. 
McCreight. He had been-called a liar. . 
■^ TheBench-^<iNo;-rib!''A 
' Mr. McCreight— "That is a fact. The chief 
ju.sticc said I was guilty of a dclilierate and 
wilful mis-statement and he should aijologi/.e 
for his language." He was surprised that 
neither of the puisne judges had reminded the 
chief j u s t ice 'of . his^ 'diit3C' arid'' ' advised : him 'to 
apologize. 

The chief justice at this point appeared to ^ 
be deeply moved. Some who were present de- 
clared? that;he; wept ; . but , lican scarcely re-;; 
'alikef^ha;t siic^ was, how- 

evef,i quite, emotional. His voice had lost it.s 
cuis'torria.fy gruffness and had a pathetic, ap- 
pealing,:, broken, sound. As his eyes swept 
over . the courtroom he said : 

."I appeal to members of the Bar present, 
if I have not always treated them with cour-*''; 
tesy?" 

__Not a lawyer rose in answer to the appeal. 
A dead silence hung over the crowded room. 
You might have heard a pin drop. , After a 
brief pause, the chief justice, in a broken voice 
again addressed the members of theiiEar : : 

"Have not practitioners coming ' to:'' niy 
chambers always left them with a smile?" 

There was another dead pause, then the at- 
torney-general, ^without rising from his seat, 
with all the bitterness he could throw into 
voice and manner, disturbed the stillness with: 

"Yes, with a sarcastic smile." 

A strange, low, buzzing sound passed 
through the room. It was unlike anything I 
ever heard before or since. It seemed far 
away andi:yet^)near at hand. It might have 
been^a^'''dee!£i'isKudder, a murmur or a sigh, but 
it apipeared .to rise from the hearts of a vast 
crow'd of persoosK^who had^tood spellbound- 
during the altercation and whose pent-up feel-:, 
ings found vent at the spectacle of that mas- 
sive, majestic man — a few moments before 
proud, imperious and militant, humbled, so to 
speak, with the dust ! The humiliation was 
terrible to witness I 

The chief justice's head dropped on his 
breast, then he raised his eyes and ■ surveyed •; 
the multitude. He must have read disappro-.' 
bation, if not dislike, in the upturned faces, for • 
he said, still in Ijroken accent : 

"There has been a misunderstanding. The- 
matter should be dropped as if it had not oc--- 
curred. The court will stand adjourned to al- 
low all to cool off. 

Air. AlcCrcight — "I am ready to go on." 

But the court was adjourned until two in 
the afternoon, when the case was resumed 
without the chief justice objecting to Air. Alc- 
Crcight resuming the argument or offering an 
interruption when .counsel over and oyer again 
rubbed in the statement that there had bieen 
ninety-six assizes held without a royal com- 
mission. ' 

The case was decided against the' crown.- 
The prisoners were tried again, again - con- 
victed and finally hanged. 



With all his peculiarities of disposition and 
temper Sir j^I. 'B^ Begbie was a very charitable 
man. He ga-ve l)y stealth. No deserving per- 
son who appealed to him for aid was denied.. 
He supported more than one needy relative 
and gave generotisly to strangers. A distant 
relative, a crippled old lady who lived for 
many years on the Jan-ies' llay side, received 
an allowance from his estate until the day of 
her death. To women he was ever gracious 
and considerate. . When a lad}'- apj^cared as a 
witness, especiall}' if sh.e were well dressed 
and prett}', the air of coui-tly deference with 
which the old gentleman treated her and the 
kindly, fatherly manner in which he protected 
her from a too-inquisitive barrister, were de- 
lightful to behold. On such occasions and at 
his hospitable bachelor mansion, Sir Alathew 
was seen at his best. Some who knew him 
well, loved him most. And yet — and yet — ■ 
with all his wisdom, astuteness and boastcil 
knowledge of human nature, the closing days 
of his long and useful life were embittered by 
an incident which brought him within the 
grasp of a designing woman and 'made her a 
charge on his estate that did not end with his 
deatii and still continues. ' ■ 

He died on the iith day of June, 1894. 
His was a state funeral, a.^ well befitted his 
high rank and eminent services. Sir Alathew 
had attained the advanced age of 75 years. 
His will was a marvel of eccentricity. lie left 
many beipiesls, alfhougli his estate had 
shrunken in value of late year^. One of the 
clauses of the will read that if the legatees 
were not sadsficd with the articles he had se- 
lected for them they might raffle for choice.
